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ADDRESS OF MAYOR ANDREW J. PETERS 
TO THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen of the Council: 


Outwardly this occasion would appear to be 
almost an exact repetition of our meeting a year ago. 
The citizens of Boston in the exercise of their judg- 
ment have decided that your honorable body should 
still consist of nine members, each elected as before 
_by the entire electorate, and that those members 
who served in the preceding term should be asked to 
continue to give of their knowledge and experience 
for the benefit of the community. But in other 
respects the twelve months that have elapsed since I 
was privileged to address you have been months 
of substantial change. We ourselves may have 
changed a little. We may have accepted some new 
convictions or abandoned a point of view that had 
previously influenced our action. The general con- 
ditions that surround us, the problems presented 
to us for solution, are certainly different. 

- What does not alter in a twelvemonth or a century 
is the obligation that rests upon each of us to serve 
his fellow citizens in a spirit of loyalty to his own 
ideals and at the same time of co-operation and mu- 
tual forbearance, so that the city may not through 
any action or neglect of ours fall short of its own 
high standard. 
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GENERAL FINANCE. 


The expenses of government, like those’ of private 
living, mounted constantly during a great part of the 
year just ended. 

The universal inflation of costs was reflected in 
our total appropriations. 

Asaconsequence of these larger appropriations, the 
tax rate rose to $24.10 a thousand, the highest tax 
rate in the history of Boston, though still one of the 
lowest among the cities of the Commonwealth, 32 of 
which had higher rates and only 5 lower rates in 
1920, and much lower than that of several of the 
other large cities of the country. A comparison with 
the figures of the previous year shows that the rate 
for the departments over which the Mayor and City 
Council have jurisdiction actually declined, while the 
rate for the School Department and for the state tax 
and assessments rose to an unusual degree.

While the rate for the general departments was the 
lowest since 1917, the rate for the state charges 
increased by 12.3 per cent and that for the schools 
by 42.2 per cent. -Had these two items been kept 
down to the percentage of increase of the other 
appropriations, the tax rate would have shown a 
large decrease. ‘The increased cost of the schools 
was due, among other causes, to an advance of 
salaries, but I think it wise to call attention to the 
disproportionate rise in the school expenditures as 
compared with those of other departments not less 
essential to the public welfare. I may note that the 
maximum of the school allowance from taxes for the 
coming year will be further increased by. about 
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$1,750,000, a total increase of nearly 91 per cent 
over the appropriation for 1918. 

Other factors affecting the tax rate unfavorably 
were the increase in wage appropriations in-our own 
departments, amounting to more than $1,600,000, 
the very large expenditure for the removal of snow 
and the loss of $470,000 in liquor revenue. 

Among favorable factors was the omission of the 
special assessment to cover a deficit in the opera- 
tion of the street railway system, which in 1919 had 
amounted to nearly $3,000,000. An increase of 
$44,000,000 in assessed valuations, the largest ever 
known in a single year, and a surplus of $3,769,327 
both tended to lower the rate. Of this surplus, 
$1,098,000 was appropriated for particular items, 
such as the High Pressure Fire Service, the Hyde 
Park and South End Municipal Buildings and the 
Ferry Service, for most of which loans would ordi- 
narily have been issued, and about $2,200,000 was 
appropriated for general purposes, leaving nearly 
$500,000 to be applied directly to the tax rate. 

There was also a decrease of about $310,000 in the 
city debt requirements. 


THE CITY DEBT. 


On January 31, 1921, the net city debt, exclusive 
of Rapid Transit debt, was $48,203,935. This 
represents a reduction of $1,947,046 during the last 
fiscal year and a total reduction of $5,985,713 since 
January 31, 1918. The net Rapid Transit debt 
during the same period has shown an increase of 
$795,461. 


THE BASIS OF VALUATIONS. 


In 1917 the valuation of the city was reduced by 
about $167,000,000 as a result of the state income 
tax law and in 1920 there was.a further reduction, 
estimated at $40,000,000, due to the laws affecting 
foreign corporations. ‘The full effect of the earlier 
reduction was felt for the first time in 1920. The 
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full effect of the second will not be felt until 
1923. By that year, unless this condition is cor- 
rected, the city will have suffered a permanent 
reduction of $5,000,000 in its debt limit and at 
the moderate hypothetical tax limit of $15 per 
thousand an annual reduction of $3,000,000 in 
appropriating power for the general departments 
and the schools. It is for this reason that we were 
obliged to go outside the debt limit in 1920 and 
obtain legislative authority to borrow $2,500,000 for 
Stuart street, $1,000,000 for new ferry boats and 
~ $100,000 for Old Harbor improvements. The same 
condition is partly responsible for the increase of the 
tax limit since 1917, an increase which has been to 
this extent nominal rather than real in respect to the 
actual amount available for appropriation. I am of 
the opinion that, as these results were not intended 
when the legislation was enacted, amending laws 
should be passed so as to restore the appropriating 
and borrowing powers thus incidentally taken away. 


THE FINANCIAL PROSPECT. 


Over $1,100,000 will be added this year to the 
amount. that may be appropriated for the city de- 
partments from taxes, and the schools, as I have 
said, will receive an increase of about $1,750,000. 
The city also starts with a surplus of $3,817,250.61, 
the largest recorded in the history of the city govern- 
ment. This gratifying result was due to various 
causes, among them the successful collection of 
taxes, the balances of appropriations, amounting to 
$370,808, returned by the city departments and the 
unexpectedly large returns from the income and 
corporation taxes. 

We are assured that no deficit is probable in the 
operation of the Boston Elevated Railway system. 
On the other hand we must reckon with a full year of 
the salary increases granted for a part of 1920; and 
the rapidly growing number of unemployed workers 
opens up a prospect of increased outlay in the Over- 
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seeing of the Poor, Soldiers’ Relief and other depart- 
ments. 

The estimated borrowing sadieitt is $4,451,821.61. 
Against this sum, together with our appropriating 
power from taxes, surplus and revenue, must be set a 
long list of needed improvements. ‘The program of 
street improvements should be carried on and we 
cannot postpone indefinitely the building of a house 
for Police Station 2 and the traffic squad. We are 
almost committed to a branch library.in West 
Roxbury. The D Street Gymnasium will soon be 
torn down and that section of South Boston looks to 
us for some replacement of its shower baths and other 
accommodations. ‘There are demands for sanitary 
buildings. at City Point and elsewhere; for a bath 
house at Columbus Park; for the filling in of Neponset 
Playground; for the resoiling and replanting of the 
historic cemeteries down-town, and for extensive 
improvements in the Fens, including the continua- 
tion of Jersey street to the Ruggles street entrance. 
There is a serious deterioration of the plants at 
Long Island and Deer Island. The City Hospital 
asks for three or four new buildings. The Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital needs a new building for the 
out-patient department. Bridges all over the city 
are in bad condition. The regular sewer and high- 
way expenditures cannot safely be curtailed. The 
maintenance estimates for the departments surpass 
all previous figures. 

To meet these demands there are no new resources 
available. A committee on New Sources of Revenue 
labored earnestly during the year and considered 
many suggestions. Some of their recommendations, 
such as fees from itinerant vendors and a substantial 
increase in water rates, were adopted, but the aggre- 
gate increase of income is not yet so great as to afford 
appreciable relief to the owners of property. We 
have asked for legislation awarding the city its 
’ proper share of the motor vehicle fees and an 
allowance for its expenditure on the Normal School, 
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but these are, to say the least, uncertain factors. 
For some of the bridge improvements which have 
become necessary,—such as the rebuilding of the 
Chelsea South Bridge,—we have petitioned to be 
allowed to borrow outside the debt limit. The 
proposed widening of Court and Cambridge streets 
must be paid for, if at all, in the same manner. There 
is no margin of unclaimed wealth in the municipal 
exchequer. 


THE FINANCIAL DEPARTMENTS. 


That we stand so well, as on the whole we do, is 
due in no small measure to the integrity and good 
judgment of the heads of our financial departments. 
I think the citizens should know and realize how 
well they are served by these officials. 

During the past year the City Auditor, by person- 
ally detecting an overcharge of interest on a bill 
presented by the Commonwealth, saved the treasury 
approximately $25,000, one small item in his inesti- 
mable contribution of service to the city, extending 
over a period of 46 years. 

The City Treasurer has made an advantageous 
exchange of bonds held in the George F. Parkman 
Fund for liberty bonds, as a result of which the fund - 
will benefit over a period of eight and one-half 
years by approximately $104,000. He has also 
protected the city deposits in a most vigilant manner 
and has developed a method of payment by checks 
instead of cash which has given great satisfaction to 
business men who have dealings with the city. 

The Board of Assessors, faced with a shrinkage 
of tangible personalty estimated at $40,000,000, 
due to State legislation, succeeded in raising real 
estate valuations by $66,783,000 and personal valua- 
tions by nearly $18,000,000, apart from the $40,- 
000,000 taken over for tax purposes by the State. 

The City Collector on February 1 had collected 
85.3 per cent of the taxes for 1920, and 97.85 per 
cent of the taxes outstanding from previous years. 
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He has also brought poll. tax collections up to a 
standard that compares favorably with the percent- 
age in other cities despite the greater difficulties 
presented here through the shifting character of our 
population. The percentage of poll tax collections, 
which was formerly under 25 per cent for the cur- 
rent year and only 33 to 35 per cent for final collec- 
tions, was raised to 77 per cent in 1920, although 
the tax itself had been increased to $5. 00. 


WAGES AND PENSIONS. 


Practically all the city employees have received 
increases of wages since 1917. The aggregate appro- 
priations for Personal Service in the city departments, 
exclusive of schools, during the past four years are 
shown in the following table:

The increase, noe Of i ie! fa individual wage 
increases and affecting some 10,000 employees, 
amounts to $3,357,627, or nearly 35 per cent in 
three years. The increase in the schools averages 
now $600 a year, affecting some 4,000 or more 
employees. 

In view of the gradual decline in prices and the 
prevalence of unemployment, which must inevitably 
reduce the ability of the public to pay higher taxes, 
it is a question how much farther we can go in this 
direction. JI remain firm in the conviction that all 
important readjustments should be made in the bud- 
get and should remain substantially undisturbed 
throughout the fiscal year. A recent difference of 
opinion on this point with the employees of the 
Printing Department has compelled me to take 
executive action in support of my view. I cannot 
admit that there is any justification for a strike by 
any group of city employees to acquire a special 
privilege for themselves. 

During the year I was obliged to veto an order of 
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the City Council accepting Chapter 179 of the Acts 
of 1920, which extended laborers’ pensions to 
certain foremen, mechanics, and other designated 
classes of city employees. On June 29 and again on 
December 22, I recommended an appropriation of 
$9,000 for a study of the pension problem by the 
Finance Commission, and this recommendation has 
recently been adopted by your honorable body. In 
1919 there were 1,312 city pensioners,drawing $658,711 
a year from the treasury. An increase to $1,000,000 
a year in the near future has been predicted. This 
large sum is entirely without return in the form of 
present service. It should not be increased further 
by hap-hazard legislation, following methods which 
the State has itself rejected in the pension system 
provided for its own employees. 


CONSOLIDATION OF DEPARTMENTS. 


Two important consolidations have recently been 
effected in the city departments. The Park and 
Recreation Department has taken over the care of 
the cemeteries,— a natural combination which should 
result in greatly improved care and service,—and 
the four Institutions Departments, so called, have 
been united under a single jurisdiction. ‘The situa- 
tion on the three islands had become deplorable 
and it was high time that a radical change was 
made. 

The problem at Deer Island is still complicated by 
the uncertainty as to the policy of the State 
authorities. The prison population has fallen to 
an average of about 160 inmates and the number of 
employees has been reduced to 60. A combination 
of all the county prisons in one system, now under 
consideration at the State House, would result in a 
net saving to this city of approximately $200,000 a. 
year, and would permit the Commonwealth, if it 
were so disposed, to purchase Deer Island and its 
buildings for a state prison, incidentally releasing its 
valuable property in Charlestown. Pending definite 
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action, we must postpone the costly repairs that are 
badly needed on the sea wall, the buildings and the 
wharves. It isa satisfaction to note that the service 
has been much improved and that a better spirit pre- 
vails among the prisoners. 

The Suffolk School for Boys has been closed and 
juvenile offenders in this county will henceforth be 
cared for by the State. The buildings on Rainsford 
Island were damaged and unsuitable and the 
location left much to be desired. The boys will prob- 
ably receive better care and the city will save 
about $150,000 appropriated or authorized for the 
erection of new buildings, besides a part of the 
annual cost. 

A new Child Welfare Division, under the direction 
of a deputy commissioner, has taken over the care 
of neglected and dependent children, and has already 
won back the confidence of the various social agencies 
whose co-operation is so desirable in this important 
work. ’ 

The most perplexing difficulties and the most 
backward conditions were encountered at Long 
Island. The transformation effected in a_ short 
period of time reflects credit upon the new manage- 
ment. The medical, surgical and nursing service 
have been raised to a high standard and every effort 
has been made to provide the patients with proper 
care and nourishment and more cheerful surroundings. 
Occupation will be provided for as many as possible 
and smail payments will be made, as an incentive 
for certain work done. The Island will be im- 
proved by planting and by the introduction of 
sheep. If the plans of the new Commissioner 
can be carried out, we shall have a model establish- 
ment of its kind, instead of the chaos and ineffi- 
ciency that were permitted to exist too long. 

A third consolidation that might well be made 
would result in the abolition of the Licensing Board. 
Although liquor licenses are no longer issued, this 
department is still operating at practically full cost. 
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At least $11,000 could be saved in the salaries of 
the three commissioners if its duties were transferred 
to the Police and Health Departments. Unfortunately 
the city has not been allowed to exercise its own 
judgment in this matter. 


TRAFFIC AND TRANSPORTATION. 


After three years’ experience we are now able to 
view the street surfacing program broadly as a whole 
and to summarize the results accomplished. ‘The ex- 
penditure in 1918 and 1919 of a little more than 
$3,000,000 and the resurfacing of over 1,000,000 
square yards of street area was followed in 1920 by 
an expenditure of over $1,000,000 and the resurfacing 
of about 350,000 square yards. 

About half of all this expense was incurred on 
certain main arteries of travel, such as Atlantic 
avenue and Commercial street, Dorchester avenue, 
Main street and Rutherford avenue, Charlestown; 
Saratoga street, East Boston; Washington and 
Centre streets, West Roxbury; Norfolk street, 
Dorchester; Washington, Cambridge and North 
Beacon streets, Brighton; Broadway and Fourth 
streets, South Boston; and Tremont street. On 
each of these thoroughfares the expenditure was over 
$100,000. There is a long list of highways, only less 
important, on each of which the expenditure was 
over $50,000. In all, some 300 streets or parts of 
streets have been resurfaced. Over a considerable 
mileage macadam has been replaced by harder and 
more durable forms of pavement. 

While certain instances of executive carelessness 
have been pointed out and corrected, the general 
plan of repairing central highways and radial 
thoroughfares has been endorsed by neutral experts, 
whose comment is the best vindication of our judg- 
ment in this particular. ‘The practical result of 
this plan,’’ they write, “is that you now have the 
larger part of the business section improved. 
We have no hesitation in endorsing this program. 
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. . . We consider it good policy to continue these 
expenditures for some years to come.” 

Supported by such competent opinion, I feel justi- 
fied in recommending a pursuance of the policy 
which has brought about what the experts note as 
“a decided improvement” in our streets as compared 
with the conditions ‘‘five or six years ago.”’ 


STREET CHANGES. 


Actual changes in the lay-out of streets have 
not been numerous. During 1920 the important 
project for the widening of Charles street has been 
started and Tremont and Boylston streets have been 
widened by taking strips from the Common. A 
permissive bill for the widening of Exchange street 
was defeated in the legislature and the bill of the 
City Planning Board for a diagonal highway across 
the North End was withdrawn for presentation at 
some later date. 

In the meantime interest in this subject has 
become more and more intense and two large proj- 
ects are receiving direct consideration. One of 
these is the proposed widening of Court and Cam- 
bridge streets, advocated by the Street Commis- 
sioners, with the extension of Causeway street to 
Cambridge street or some parallel connection, as 
a subsidiary feature. This improvement would 
carry a wide, direct thoroughfare from Scollay 
square to Cambridge Bridge and the Causeway street 
branch would create a détour route from the North 
to the South Stations by way of Charles and 
Eliot streets. 


STUART STREET. 


The Street Commissioners are proceeding with 
the laying out and construction of Stuart street, 
from the corner of Tremont and Eliot streets, across 
Columbus avenue, Dartmouth street and the inter- 
vening streets, and cutting Huntington avenue at 
its bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad. It 
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is hoped to follow up this construction by widening 
Eliot street from Tremont to Washington streets, 
and by widening the narrow part of Kneeland 
street. This will complete a new thoroughfare from 
the South Station to Huntington avenue. 

The business of our city is seriously handicapped 
by the congestion of traffic in our streets. The 
most crowded point is at the intersection of Tremont 
and Boylston streets, and it is expected that this 
new thoroughfare will relieve congestion there, as 
well as aid in the development of the land in the dis- 
trict through which it passes. 

It is believed that the betterments will defray a 
considerable portion of the cost, so that the net 
expense to the city will be but a small part of the 
total, and improvements already contemplated on 
this new street will greatly increase valuations and 
add to the revenue of the city. 

To provide parking space for motor vehicles eight 
feet. have been taken off the westerly sidewalk of 
Charles street and most of the easterly sidewalk will 
be removed as soon as the granolithic walk on the 
Common is finished. The provision of parking 
space and the adoption of traffic rules designed to 
keep the currents of travel moving freely are two of 
the devices adopted to relieve the congestion in the 
business district. New thoroughfares offer the pros- 
pect of more radical relief, especially those that would 


facilitate an overflow of business into the region south 


and west of the congested area, which is without 
question the final remedy. 


TUNNELS AND RAILWAY PROBLEMS. 


In the spring of 1919, I spoke in favor of construct- 
ing a new tunnel station at Arlington street and later 
I favored the change of plan which would provide — 
additional entrance and egress at Berkeley street. 
This was virtually a return to the original plan of 
the Transit Commission, which the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company had rejected. The new station 
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will be opened for travel this year and is expected 
to stimulate a more rapid development of the Park 
square section. Unfortunately the cost of the altera- 
tion will be $200,000 and there is no certainty that 
the property benefited will pay any considerable 
proportion of this expense. 

Three noteworthy investigations will soon be 
completed by the Transit Commission, one inde- 
pendently and two in conjunction with the State 
boards. The first relates to an extension of the 
Boylston Street Subway to Post Office square; the 
others to the proposed East. Boston traffic tunnel 
and a contemplated system of rapid transit in Dor- 
chester with feeders from Hyde Park. Any or all 
of these studies may form the basis of legislation 
and of subsequent action by the city government. 

Transportation between Hyde Park and the rest 
of the city has not yet been placed on a self-support- 
ing basis. Last year the government was compelled 
to appropriate $80,000 to place the street railway 
in an operable condition, and to provide a fund for 
its operation. I fully recognize the importance of 
securing cheaper transportation for the people of 
Hyde Park and I have made every effort to obtain 
it and I shall continue to try to secure improved 
service and a lower fare. I cannot, however, for 
the benefit of a small section of the city, approve a 
plan which I am convinced places too heavy a bur- 
den on the taxpayers at large, and still be faithful 
to my: duty to the citizens of Boston as a whole. 


FERRIES. 


Since 1917’ and largely during the past year pro- 
visions have been made for improving the facilities 
for travel to and from East Boston by the creation 
of what is virtually a new ferry fleet. The city has 
been authorized to borrow $1,000,000 for this pur- 
pose and has also used a part of an appropriation 
from last year’s surplus. Two new boats are in 
process of construction and the ‘“‘Noddle Island”’ is 
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undergoing extensive alterations. When this work 
is completed, the city will have five four-roadway 
boats, all built or re-built in the last three years, 
and all or most of them having twice the capacity 
of the older boats, some of which are still in com- 
mission. ‘There will also be some improvement of 
the drops and the engineers are studying out a re- 
arrangement of the approaches so that teams may 
be taken on or discharged more quickly. The two 
new boats will have fire-pumps and will prove 
valuable as auxiliary fire-boats in water-front con- 
flagrations. As each of the larger ferries is equipped 
to carry all the apparatus responding to a second 
alarm in East Boston, the Fire Commissioner believes 
that’ that section will be better protected than ever 
before. I think we may say that when the new 
boats are running it will have as good service as may 
reasonably be expected. 


BRIDGES. 


The Clarendon Street Bridge, an important linking 
up of main thoroughfares, will be completed in the 
spring and the Ashland Street Bridge in West Rox- 
bury will be in use by June. Warren Bridge is 
practically completed and will now be strong enough 
to support the heaviest traffic. The Chelsea South 
and Charles River Bridges will be taken up as soon 
as the legislature grants the necessary authority; 
but other bridges such as Congress Street Bridge 
and some of the railroad bridges, are not less in need 
of radical treatment. 

With the main thoroughfares largely réatieaeeee 
with new arterial outlets likely to be opened up west 
and southwest of the city centre, with a new tunnel 
station and the prospect of new tunnels, with ferry 
and bridge connections vastly improved, I feel that 
one of our chief problems—the free movement of 
traffic and travel —- is proceeding toward a reason- 
able solution. 
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HOUSING. 


The housing problem has taken a new turn since 
the war. Formerly we were concerned with the 
question of making the habitation of every citizen 
safe, clean and wholesome. ‘The present problem 
is to find dwelling places for the population or, at 
least, to prevent a degree of crowding that is un- 
desirable. 

Studies made by the City Planning Board and the 
Rent and Housing Committee appointed by me in 
March proved a shortage of some 3,000 to 5,000 
dwellings. The condition is not local but national 
and world-wide. Primarily, no doubt, it is an after- 
effect of the war, but the proximate causes are the 
increased cost of labor and materials and the refusal 
of capital to embark upon long-term investments 
in a period of inflated prices. 

The remedies proposed are numerous, varying 
from the exemption of new buildings from taxation 
for a period of years to the direct financing of build- 
ing operations by the city or the State. I have not. 
been able to persuade myself that any local measures 
will afford complete relief for a condition the causes 
of which are so far-reaching and the effects universal. 

In Boston it has been found that, while there is 
much crowding together of families, no family is 
unhoused. On the whole it seemed to me best to 
address our energies to the protection of the citizens 
against profiteers. The Rent and Housing Com- 
mittee was entrusted with this responsibility. Dur- 
ing the first nine months of its existence it considered 
over 6,000 cases. In 1,746 cases it was instrumental 
in preventing unreasonable increases of rent and 
in 728 cases it furnished relief by obtaining exten- 
sions of orders to vacate. Besides the actual relief 
it extended, this Committee, acting as a court of 
appeal, ready to hear the complaint of any tenant, 
undoubtedly exercises a moderating influence and, 
perhaps, deterred many landlords from presenting 
exorbitant demands. 
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FIRE PROTECTION. 


During the present year the citizens will see notable 
improvements in the agencies for protection against | 
fire. The two-platoon system has recently been 
rejected at the polls and this disturbing agitation 
has been set at rest for a time. ‘The pipes for the 
High Pressure system have been extended and thor- 
oughly tested; two of the pumps have been con- 
tracted for; and the system is expected to be in opera- 
tion during the spring or early summer. ‘Thirty- 
five pieces of motor apparatus have been purchased 
to date at an expense of nearly $350,000. A sub-’ 
marine chaser will be loaned to the city by the 
National Government and will be fitted out as an 
additional fire boat. The National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, previously critical of this depart- 
ment, has found much in its present administration 
to commend after a two weeks’ examination con- 
ducted in November. , 


HEALTH. 


The city death rate, whether measured by the 
census figures or by our own estimate of population, 
shows a decline from the rate of 1919, in spite of 
mild epidemics of certain dangerous diseases. Special 
appropriations were granted the Health Depart- 
ment for the control of infantile paralysis and to 
guard against the plague, which has made its appear- 
ance in some American ports. The constant trap- 
ping of rats for laboratory analysis and a study of 
building conditions, undertaken with the assistance 
of the Building Commissioner, are expected to 
develop a program for protection against plague, 
part of which must consist of a campaign of educa- 
tion among the citizens. A Director of Health 
Education has been appointed to take charge of 
this and other publicity work. There has been 
great activity in the inspection of food and drugs 
and in the supervision of dairies, as well as swimming 
pools, day nurseries, and other establishments and 
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occupations. The Commissioner hopes to estab- 
lish a Child Welfare Service this year and is con- 
sidering the division of the city into four sanitary 
districts and the motorization of the Dairy Service. 

At the City-Hospital new laboratories and clinics 
have been established and the policy of concentra- 
tion of patients has been extensively followed, 
notably with the children. All the young patients 
are now gathered in the children’s pavilion, where 
they have a teacher and a children’s library with a 
librarian in charge. The West Department is still 
occupied by the National Government as a hospital 
for disabled soldiers, but the nominal rental of $1 
a year has recently been increased to about $35,000 
a year for a period of not more than five and a half 
years by an agreement between the officials of the 
United States Health Service and the Mayor and 
the City Council of Boston. Under the circum- 
stances this is an extremely profitable arrangement 
for the city. 

The Consumptives’ Hospital reports fewer appli- 
ecants for admission and fewer deaths than in the 
previous year. The number of applicants is less 
than half as many as in 1916, and the number 
treated at the out-patient department shows a 
similar falling off. Unfortunately, there is no cer- 
tainty that this indicates a corresponding decline 
in the prevalence of the disease. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


I have already touched upon the effective work 
of the Public Works Department in such matters 
as street improvements, ferries, bridges, and the 
High Pressure pumping stations and distribution 
system. In addition, some 20,000 feet each of 
sanitary sewers and surface drains have been laid 
this year and 70,000 square yards of artificial stone 
sidewalk. Water metering has proceeded, as re- 
quired by law, until the city is mow about 75 per 
cent metered. A waste water survey, conducted in 
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Charlestown, Brighton, South Boston and the South 
End, has revealed many sources of leakage and will 
result in an annual saving of several thousand dollars. 

The contract. for the disposal of ashes, garbage, 
street sweepings and rubbish has-been brought 
to public notice by the efforts of the Boston Sanitary 
and Development Company first to cancel the con- 
tract, paying an indemnity to the city, and sub- 
sequently to obtain an increase of payment amount- 
ing to $25,000 monthly until the expiration of the 
contract on July 1, 1922. Acting on the advice of 
experts, I have rejected all propositions of this 
nature and am prepared to take over and operate 
the disposal plant in the event of default by the 
company and proceed against their assets and bonds- 
men for such loss as the city may sustain. 


PARK AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT. 


The scope of work in this department, as at present 
constituted, may be judged by the total credits for 
1920, which amounted to nearly $1,500,000, besides 
over $1,000,000 in loan and special appropriations. 

On the Common the war community buildings 
have been removed; the playground has been leveled; 
eranolithic walks will soon extend along the Charles 
Street Mall and across the middle path of the Com- 
mon and the Public Garden; the Parkman Band- 
stand has been developed into a public forum by the 
installation of seats and the planting of shade trees, 
as well as a rearrangement of the paths. During 
the past two summers noonday and evening concerts 
have been given on this bandstand with pronounced 
success. It is largely because of these well con- 
ducted concerts that the Common has recovered its 
early repute as a sAfe and pleasant resort on summer 
evenings. 

Other evidences of activity in this department 
should be mentioned, such as the extensive resur- 
facing operations carried on at Jamaicaway and the 
Fens; the opening of the lion house and the renova- 
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tion of the golf links and the Refectory in Franklin 
Park; the creation of a playground on the site of 
Eagle Hill Reservoir, East Boston; the enlargement 
by more than an acre of the Carolina Avenue Play- 
ground; the Strandway developments at South 
Boston and the.contract for the restoration of the 
Head House, with greatly improved restaurant and 
bathing accommodations. Some of these results 
have been made possible by the expenditure of 
Parkman Fund income. In my address last year I 
suggested that a general plan might be prepared 
under which this income could be applied more 
systematically and in close adherence to the inten- 
tions of the donor. A committee of landscape 
architects and others is now at work, preparing 
for public distribution a pamphlet which will set 
forth the purposes of the Parkman Fund and will 
also outline certain principles and conceptions illus- 
trated in the features of the Boston park system. 


OTHER DEPARTMENTS. 


The Supply Department, with a new Superin- 
tendent, an increased force, and a reorganization of 
its divisions, is now well equipped to fulfill its 
function as the purchasing bureau for the entire 
municipal plant. 

All purchases of supplies are made directly through 
the Superintendent. It is an absolute rule that the low- 
est bidder (unless he is found unsatisfactory for some 
special reason) shall receive the award. The in- 
spection division follows up deliveries, imposes 
penalties for defects and eliminates unreliable deal- 
ers. Orders for the different departments are com- 
bined when this is possible and the Superintendent’s 
knowledge of market conditions has been placed at 
the service of the heads of departments in making 
up their estimates for the budget. 

The Election Department met with success this 
year the double emergency of a presidential primary 
and the addition to the voting list between August 1

and November 24 of 82,858 new voters, of whom 
56,354 were newly enfranchised women. The Board, 
with my approval,:is now urging legislation which 
will make it unnecessary for the women whose names 
are already on the list to re-register, by waiving the 
requirements for a personal description including 
the weight and height of the applicant. 3 

It is quite natural that the enfranchisement of 
women should have been preceded and accompanied 
by a wider recognition in our city government of 
the value of women’s services. Besides the women 
serving on unpaid boards and committees and those 
who have risen to high rank in the School Depart-— 
ment and the Public Library, the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, the Secretary and the Fiscal Agent of the 
Institutions Department, the Chief Clerk and one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the Mayor’s office and 
the Secretary of the City Planning Board are women. 

The City Planning Board, with an appropriation 
that barely permits it to live, has earned for itself a 
distinctive position by its breadth of view, its fer- 
tility in suggestion, and its readiness and capacity 
to undertake all sorts of investigations on subjects 
of the largest scope. | 

The Public Library, which, like the park system, 
had been severely criticized before the present ad- 
ministration took hold, has gradually won back a 
good share of the esteem it formerly enjoyed. ‘The 
circulation of books is increasing, special courses in 
library science have been taken by many members 
of the staff, important new departments have been 
created, and much valuable work has been done in 
co-operation with the schools. The lectures, exhib- 
its and Americanism work of the Library are con- 
ducted on a high plane of excellence. 

By establishing public markets in different sec- 
tions of the city the Market Department has done 
its share in keeping down the price of foodstuffs. 
Six more of these markets will be established this 
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summer in addition to the eight that were conducted 
last year. 


In November, when the shortage of coal threat- 
ened serious consequences, I designated the chairman 
of the Transit Department to act as agent for the 
State Coal Administrator. The coal dealers of the 
city, in response to my personal appeal, promised 
their co-operation and the weekly inventories of 
hard coal which they have filed show that the danger 
of a coal famine has passed. The stock in hand had 
more than doubled by January 1 and it was then 
found possible to suspend the rule requiring retail 
Berea to be in lots of not more than three tons 
each. 


THE CENSUS. 


According to the national census enumerators the 
population of Boston, which was given as 748,060, 
had increased by only 2,621 between 1915 and 1920. 
Realizing that, if an error had been made, it would 
affect prejudicially not only our rank in the list of 
cities but all our vital, commercial and municipal 
statistics, I endeavored by correspondence and 
personal appeal at Washington to obtain at least a 
partial test of these improbable figures. I pointed 
out certain factors which seemed to indicate a 
reasonable growth, instead of stagnation, during 
the five-year period. The number of births had 
increased by 1,346, the number of men recorded in| 
the annual police list by 18,274, the buildings 
occupied for habitation, in spite of the well-known 
crowding of families, by 2,744. The extraordinary 
decline in the population of certain wards, in Ward 5 
amounting to 14,332 persons, corresponded to no 
conditions that are known to exist in those localities. 
The Census Bureau refused, however, to undertake 
even a partial recount and the city must wait until 
1925 before it can expect to resume its former numeri- 
cal standing. 
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THE MUNICIPAL OUTLOOK. 


The two great social questions that force them- 
selves upon our attention today are unemployment 
and the lack of dwellings. For the latter we can 
offer such indirect relief as may be afforded by con- 
tinuing the work of the Rent and Housing Com- 
mittee. We may remind ourselves, also, that high 
taxation has a deterrent effect and all proper meas- 
ures of municipal economy act as a stimulant to the 
building trade as well as other business enterprises. 
I take it as a matter of course that we should extend 
our good offices in the settlement of disputes between. 
building employers and employees. 

Unemployment, as I have pointed out, is sure to 
be reflected in the applications for mothers’ aid, 
poor relief and soldiers’ relief. The city may ease 
the situation somewhat by urging forward its own 
undertakings. For the Hyde Park and South End 
Municipal Buildings, the Forest Hills Court House, 
the building for Police Station 8 and Engine 31, 
and the Head House, the appropriations already 
made total some $1,500,000. A building for Station 
2 and the traffic squad would cost a substantial sum 
and the appropriations for new school-houses, bridges 
and highways, either granted or pending, will add 
several millions more. In advancing these and 
other necessary public works, we shall be furnishing 
employment to many and reducing to that extent 
the lines of idle workers. 


GREATER BOSTON. 


The people of Metropolitan Boston should be 
united in one governmental unit. Their imterests 
are now one and they cannot be kept apart by town 
lines. City and town lines serve today to hinder 
proper municipal management. The members of 
the community should be able to express themselves 
with reference to their interests at large,—this is 
what is needed and what will make a Greater Boston. 

We need one central force which shall direct the 
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development of our commerce and our great high- 
ways. We need one fire and one police system for 
the protection of the whole community. We need 
one health centre, and in every emergency there 
should be one man in control. We should have one 
school system, in order that all the children of the 
Metropolitan District may have the advantage 
of the best educational facilities. The people of 
Boston have their future in their own hands. The 
community needs to show belief in itself and in its 
future, for how can others believe in us if we lack 
confidence in ourselves? 


~ RAILROAD SITUATION. 


The operation of the railroads of the country by 
the Government during the war has changed their 
relation to the people. Their operation once more 
under private ownership presents new problems. 
The Transportation Act, passed by Congress on 
February 28, 1920, recognizes this, and provides 
that the Interstate Commerce Commission shall 
prepare and adopt a plan for the consolidation of 
the railways of the United States into a limited 
number of systems and which would provide that 
“wherever practicable the existing routes and chan- 
nels of trade and commerce shall be maintained.”’ 
Studies of this problem are now being made and will 
soon be considered for recommendation for action 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

One. plan under consideration is that the New 
Haven system shall be consolidated with the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, and that the Boston & Maine 
and Northern railroads shall be joined to the New 
York Central. Another plan is that the New Eng- 
land roads shall be consolidated in one or two systems. 

The proposed consolidations of the New England 
railroads with the Pennsylvania and New York 
Central would be a most. unfortunate catastrophe 
for all New England, especially for the people of 
Boston. This transfer would take the control and 
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direction of our railroads away from Boston and 
place them in the hands of interests in New York or 
elsewhere. ‘To such interests the problems of New 
England would be of minor importance, and the 
intimate touch with local conditions so essential in 
this situation would be entirely lacking. 

I am deeply opposed to any consolidation which 
would give to the railroads west of the Hudson 
River the power to determine whether New England 
should develop its present industrial facilities, or 
become the rich man’s summer playground. ‘These 
railroads would take over the New England roads 
provided only that such a consolidation was profit- 
able to their stockholders. Such profit could come 
only at the expense of New England. 

Our manufacturers would have new difficulties 
in reaching western markets. At the present time 
New England shippers can ship west over any of 
six trunk lines, but, were the New Haven consoli- 
dated with the Pennsylvania under the ruling of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the latter road 
could compel New England freight, originating on 
its lines, to move over its own rails to Chicago, or 
its other western terminals. So, shippers would 
have but one line in place of six. In export traffic, 
it is easy to see that the Pennsylvania road would 
do its export business at its own terminals in Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, or New York, rather than ‘haul 
its ocean bound freight the additional distance to 
Boston. | 

With the harbors of Boston and New England, 
and a proper amendment of our Interstate Com- 
‘merce Act, it would be possible for a New England 
road to develop its water connections and, by the 
aid of water routes, reach any of the distributing 
points of our country. 


COMMERCIAL SITUATION. 


The commercial situation of New England and of 
Boston is one which well may give us deep concern. 
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To maintain the industrial position of New England, 
her financial, manufacturing and social forces must 
work hand in hand. Boston is the centre of New 
England’s commercial activities, and the successful 
development of New England directly affects the 
city, while the prosperity of the city, in turn, reacts 
directly on the rest of New England. 

Our city has not been making the progress that 
we desire for it. Boston has exceptional port facili- 
ties which are not being used to anything like their 
capacity. The railroads of New England converge 
in Boston. Today they are in a most precarious 
condition financially, and this condition cannot 
indefinitely continue. The people of Boston need 
to arouse themselves, to have confidence in them- 
selves, in their city and in New England. 

I have confidence in New England, and confidence 
in Boston and her people. Our future rests In our 
own hands. Let us show courage, determination, 
confidence in ourselves and in that spirit which has 
kept New England and her people ever to the. fore 
in the development of our country. Never more 
than today have we needed to show civic spirit 
and courage. No question of more pre-eminent 
importance to the people of New England has ever 
been presented. If the people of Boston fail to 
protect themselves they surely should not look to 
others to do so. I'am sure I speak for the best 
interests of Boston, and I believe I voice the almost 
unanimous sentiments of her people when I say that 
she will be unalterably opposed to any attempt to 
place the control of her transportation system out- 
side of New England. Boston and New England 
must and will control their own future. 


CONCLUSION. 


Gentlemen of the Council, this is our last year of 
public association. I trust that any differences of 
opinion we have had may soon be happily dissolved 
and that we may on both sides acquire more and 
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more the strength that comes from united action. 
Working together in that spirit, we can make the 
municipal year preceding the centennial one for 
which the reviewers on that occasion will have little - 
need to apologize. I see no reason why we should 
not make a record upon which we and they can look 
back with some degree of satisfaction.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Art Commissioners respectfully 
submits the following report for the year ending January 
31, 1921: 


RoBeERT Burns MONUMENT. 


This commission has studied the surroundings of the 
Burns Monument presented to the city January 1, 
1920, and has approved the plan of the Park and Recrea- 
tion Department to obliterate the path behind the 
monument, and to lay out a new path in front. 


EpWARD EVERETT STATUE. 


The repairs to this monument, completed during the 
preceding year, have been followed up by cleaning the 
pedestal. Plans of the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment, dating from 1919, and providing for improvements 
in the surroundings, have been recalled to that depart- 
ment’s attention. These plans have since been satis- 
factorily carried out. 
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FLAGSTAFF IN THE PUBLIC GARDEN. 


The Park and Recreation Department proposed a 
site, on the Boylston street mall, for a new flagstaff -to 
replace the one destroyed by lightning. This commis- 
sion found itself unable to approve a site without first 
seeing a design of the proposed staff; it was further of the 
opinion that a monumental base would be found neces- 
sary. This commission understands that designs for 
the base will be submitted. 


PHILLIPS Brooks STATUE. 


A committee headed by Dr. Charles W. Eliot offered 
the city, during 1919, a statue of Phillips Brooks by 
Bela A. Pratt. The offer was conditional upon the site 
being approved by the wardens and vestry of Trinity 
Church. No such approved site having yet been pro- 
posed, this commission, under the law, is unable to pass 
on the committee’s offer. 


War MEMORIALS. 


Acting as Regional Committee of the American 
Federation of Arts, this commission has taken pleasure 
in approving the bronze panel, by Mr. Raymond H. 
Porter, for the War Memorial in Hawthorne square, 
Salem. 


Roxspury HiaH SCHOOL. 


MEMORIAL TABLET. 
A bronze tablet by Thomas F. McGann, commemo- 
rating Roxbury boys killed in the Great War, has been 
approved for a position in the Roxbury High School. 


JoHn THoMAS FALLON MBEMORIAL. 


A design submitted by the Park and Recreation 
Department, for a tablet in memory of John Thomas 
Fallon, has been accepted for a site at Pierce Field, 
South street, Roslindale. The tablet was modelled by 
ae John E. Evans and cast by Thomas F. McGann 

Co. 


HoupEN MEMORIAL. 


This commission has been unable to approve a sketch 
for a memorial to Corp. Edwin W. Holden, consisting 
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of a boulder with a metal post supporting a bronze 
tablet. This commission awaits the submission of a 
competent design. 


DENTON MEMORIAL. 


After the casting of a tablet, in memory of Corporal 
Denton, this commission was asked to approve it for a 
site in Denton square, Dorchester. The memorial not 
being found worthy of approval, this commission awaits 
the submission of designs for a new tablet. 


SCHOOLS. 


BUST OF PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


A bust of President Roosevelt by P. Bryant Baker, 
proposed for a position in the Prince School, was found 
not to represent Colonel Roosevelt either in character 
or likeness. It was not approved for the proposed site 
in a public school. A bust of Colonel Roosevelt, 
apparently the same, was subsequently proposed for a 
site in the East Boston High School. This commission 
called the attention of the head master to the previous 
nonapproval of Mr. Baker’s bust. 


MAINTENANCE OF WoRKS OF ART. 


This commission has given much thought to this sub- 
ject during the year. Paintings in the Council chamber, 
the John Boyle O’Reilly Monument, the Collins and 
Shaw Monuments, and the Venus fountain in the Public 
Garden, all required attention. This commission finds 
that, in order to maintain in proper condition the works 
of art belonging to the city, it is necessary that continued 
attention be given them. 


PAINTINGS IN THE City CoUNCIL CHAMBER. 


As two portraits in the Council chamber required 
restoration, the commission suggested to your Honor 
that the cost might be defrayed from the Phillips Street 
Fund. The City Council, June 28, 1920, passed an 
order making an appropriation from the Reserve Fund 
for the necessary repairs, which were completed by Mr. 
H. E. Thompson at a cost of $200, and paid for Janu- 
ary 13, 1921. 
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JoHN BoyLE O’REILLY MONUMENT. 


The posts supporting the chain around this monument 
were found to be loose and to require resetting. This 
commission ascertained that money from the original 
subscriptions was still in the hands of Mr. Henry B. 
Cunningham, who was willing to turn it over to the city 
as a fund to be used for the care of the monument. The 
matter was therefore referred to the Park and Recrea- 
tion Department with the above information. 


CoLLInNs MEMORIAL. 


This memorial was damaged by an automobile, whose 
owner was ready to pay for the necessary repairs. This 
commission accordingly requested the Park and Recrea- 
tion Department to have the repairs made. On their 
completion the Park and Recreation Department sent 
the repair bill to this commission, which transmitted it 
to the Law Department for collection. 


SHAW MEMORIAL. 


Metal wreaths hung on the monument on Memorial 
Day caused so much damage that this commission 
found it necessary to protest to the Park and Recreation 
Department against the use of such decorations. The 
Park and Recreation Department was prompt in having 
the metal wreaths removed. 

After studying the lighting of the monument at night, 
this commission informed the Public Works Department 
of its conclusion that the advice of the architects of the 
monument should be sought. 


VENUS FOUNTAIN. 


This commission found itself obliged to call the atten- 
tion of the Park and Recreation Department to the dis- 
graceful condition of this monument, and finally to 
suggest that the figure be removed until it could be 
repaired. The Park and Recreation Department, in 
agreeing to remove the statue, expressed the belief that 
it was beyond repair. 


SUBWAY ENTRANCES AT ARLINGTON STREET. 


The new entrance to the subway in the Publie Garden 
near the corner of Arlington and Berkeley streets was 
brought to this commission’s attention in its relation 


~e 
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to the site of the Channing Monument. In conference 
between this commission, the Boston Transit Commis- 
sion, the Park and Recreation Department, and the 
Boston Elevated Railroad, it was agreed that the en- 
trance should be approximately sixty feet back of, and 
on the axis of, the monument. The design for a super- 
structure, not out of harmony with the monument, is 
to be submitted for approval to the Park and Recrea- 
tion Department, and to this commission. 


New ACQUISITIONS. 


SHUMAN MEMORIAL. 


A bas-relief portrait of the late A. Shuman by Mr. 
Frederick W. Allen, proposed as a gift to the Boston 
City Hospital, was approved by this commission, also 
the framing of the bas-relief in verde antique marble. 
As a position for the bas-relief, this commission approved 
the open wall space at the left of the main entrance of 
the administration building. 


BUST OF JARED SPARKS. 


On receipt of information from the Boston Public 
Library that it had received the bequest of a marble 
bust of Jared Sparks, made by Hiram Powers in Italy 
in 1857, this commission examined the bust, and voted 
to approve it for a position in Bates Hall, at the same 
time congratulating the trustees of the Public Library 
on the acquisition of such an appropriate bust to add to 
the Bates Hall collection. 


MEDALLION OF HIS HONOR THE MAYOR. 


In accordance with the custom of securing bas-relief 
portraits of the Mayors of Boston, this commission has 
recommended to the Mayor that Mr. Frederick W. 
Allen be employed to make a portrait medallion of his 
Honor to be hung in the Mayor’s office.

Owing to a change in the law the property of Foreign 
corporations (except real estate and the machinery 
engaged in manufacture) is no longer taxable by the 
Assessors. In 1919 before the passage of the law there 
was assessed to Foreign Corporations personal property 
to the amount of $51,712,400, which was reduced in 1920 
to $9,190,600 a loss of $42,521,800. This loss was partly 
compensated for by credits from the State of $539,038.46, 
but the loss of $42,521,800 reduces the taxable valuation 
of the City by that amount.

Under the provisions of chapter 381, Acts of 1905, 
amended by chapter 268, Acts of 1906, and chapter 521, 
Acts of 1907, the Board of Assessors was notified by the 
chairman of the Park and Recreation Commissioners of 
the amount of assessments due for the suppression of 
gypsy and brown-tail moths. 

The Board of Assessors duly assessed the sum of 
$13,690.63. 


STREET RAILWAY ASSESSMENTS. 


Section 1, chapter 374, General Acts of 1919, provides 
that no commutation or excise tax assessed under 
provisions of sections 134 and 136 of chapter 463 of Acts 
of 1906 or acts in amendment thereto shall be imposed 
or assessed during the years 1920 and 1921. 

By the operation of section 12, Part IV., of chapter 3738, 
Special Acts of 1917, the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company has been relieved of the payment of the 
compensation tax provided for under chapter 500, Acts 
of 1897, except as to the excess, if any, of the dividends 
over 6 per cent paid by the company in a year ending 
the last day of September. 

No compensation tax was levied upon the Boston 
ana Railway Company by the Commonwealth in 
1920. 

There was also credited to the City of Boston by the 
treasurer of the Commonwealth the sum of $103,477.34 
being the city’s share of franchise tax on street railways 
under chapter 14 of the Revised Laws.

Hersert L. Burret Erner Prize Funp.— A gift of Mr. TowNsENnD 
Witu1AM THornpike for the following purposes: 

“T hereby give to the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital the sum of 
one thousand dollars to found the ‘Herserr L. Burret Erser Prize 
Founp.’ From the interest of this fund I desire that money prizes shall be 
given semi-annually to the surgical house officer who administers ether or 
other anzsthetic in the most skilful and humane manner. Only surgical 
house officers of the Boston City Hospital shall be eligible to compete. 
The award is to be made by three judges, these to be appointed by the 
senior surgeon and the superintendent of the hospital. 

“In case no house officer is considered worthy of the prize, the interest 
shall be added to the principal. Should the principal increase to such 
an amount as shall be considered sufficient to warrant the offering of a 
second prize of a lesser amount such second prize shall be established, and 
shall be known as the ‘Winu1amM H. THornpixe Erser Prize Founp.’ 

“The sixteenth day of October being the anniversary of the discovery 
of toe that date shall be one of the days on which a prize is to be 
awarded.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest of £1,000 sterling to the “Inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts,” made by BEN AMIN 
FRANKLIN in a codicil to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, 
page 1).

5 per cent interest, ‘“‘to such young married artificers, under the age of 
25 years, as have served an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faith- 
fully fulfilled the Duties required in their Indentures, so as to obtain 
a good moral Character from at least two respectable Citizens, who are 
willing to become their Sureties in a Bond.” 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held May 25, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the “Donation” was 
paid to persons acting as managers in 1791. 





—T=. +s =. 
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Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve ;%,; of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accumulated by that time, this amount to continue “to be let out on 
interest in the manner*above directed for another hundred years,’ and 
that they should spend }$¢ of the fund which had by that time accumulated 
“in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Acqueducts, Public Buildings, 
Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town more con- 
venient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers resorting 
thither for Health or a temporary residence.” 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until Janu- 
ary 17, 1894, that the treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F. McCleary, by 
direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil and 
the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, which Board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the ‘Select Men,” paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 (42° of the fund); and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended “in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.’’ The 
fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, certain suits having 
been brought to have the courts determine who were in fact managers 
of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 
373) that the “‘selectmen while in the performance of their duties as 
managers were not acting as public officers of the town,’”’ and that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen “did not become their successors as 
managers of the Franklin Fund”’; and by virtue of a final decree made 
by Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 
1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were 
appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches 
as managers of the said fund. The managers are the rector of Christ 
Church, the ministers of the First Church in Boston and the First United 
Presbyterian Church, Andrew J. Peters, Mayor of Boston (ex officio), 
Nathan Matthews (President), John A. Sullivan (Vice-President), James J. 
Storrow (Treasurer), Rev. Charles E. Park (Secretary), Henry Abrahams 
and Charles H. Taylor. 

From the accumulated fund there has been expended by the managers 
$427,991.64 on account of the construction and equipment of a building 
at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, known as the Franklin 
Union, and containing a hall capable of seating 1,000, 24 class rooms and 
6 draughting rooms. The object of the institution is to afford people 
working at a trade an opportunity to increase their knowledge and improve 
their condition. The land on which the building stands was purchased 
by the City of Boston for $100,000. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer,— and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in the proportion specified in the bequest,— was, at the request 
of the managers of the fund, turned over to the City Treasurer on October 
20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the Treasurer of the 
Sasy- of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer of both the avcu- 
mulated and the accumulating funds.

Bowvoin DorcuesteR ScHoot Funp.—On March 1, 1797, JAMES 
 Bownporn, of Boston, in token of his respect and esteem for the inhabi- 
_ tants of the town of Dorchester, and for the sum of 5s., deeded to them 
and to their successors forever, ‘‘for the use and benefit of the public 
schools in said town,” a certain parcel of woodland. The sale of this 
estate by the Board of Street Commissioners was authorized by the City 
_ Council in 1889, and the net proceeds paid to and invested by the City 
_ Treasurer in bonds of the City of Boston, the income of said bonds being 
_ expended by the School Committee for the benefit of the public schools 
in that part of said city formerly called Dorchester. 
On September 27, 1897, the Corporation Counsel of the city gave an 
_ opinion that the schools in South Boston had the same right as the schools 
_ in Dorchester to participate in the benefits of this fund, and since that 
_ date the income has annually been expended for the purchase of books 
y and other supplies for the schools in these two sections of the city.

CHARLESTOWN ScHoot Trust Funp.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nathaniel Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
Nathaniel Hawkins, Seth Wyman and their successors, Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was 
“Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treas- 
urer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, 
bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property of said free schools), that 
now are or may come ‘into his, the Town Treasurer’s hand.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the person thus chosen 
shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabili- 
ties set forth’’ in the act to incorporate certain persons under the name 
of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of Annexation to 
Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation in the members ° 
oF the School Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown 

istrict. 

By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877 the School Committee was incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘‘manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within the limits of © 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.”’ 

The School Committee elects annually one of its members as treasurer 
of the corporation, who holds in trust the property of this fund, and 
expends the income thereof for the purchase of books and other articles 
for the benefit of the schools situated within the limits of the former City 
of Charlestown.

FRANKLIN Mepau Funp.— The will of Dr. Benyamin FRANKLIN con- 
tained a legacy of one hundred pounds sterling to establish a fund, the 
income thereof to be expended in silver medals as honorary rewards to 
the pupils of the free school belonging to the town of Boston.

This fund was established under authority of chapter 589 of the Acts 
of 1908, as amended by chapter 617 of the Acts of 1910 and chapter 304 
of the Acts of 1915 for the payment of pensions to the members of the 
teaching or supervising staff of the public day schools of the City of Boston. 

The care and investment of said fund are “vested in a board of three

_ treasurer of the permanent pension fund such portion of the proceeds of 

said seven cents upon each one thousand dollars of the valuation aforesaid 

as, in the opinion of the school committee, will not be needed for the

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
237 of the Acts of 1900 and in charge of a board of trustees consisting of 
the superintendent of schools, three female teachers, three male teachers, 
and four members of the School Committee. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who have 
retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught a certain 
length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have contributed a 
certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 
voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 

On January 31, 1921, 2,760 teachers were contributing tg the fund at 
the rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31, 1921, two hundred and ninety-eight retired teachers 
were receiving annuities of $10 per month, one at $6 per month, three at $5 
per month, one at $4.61 per month and one at $4.44 per month.

Detroit and Clevéland are growing rapidly because 
of the establishment there of the ever-growing auto- 
motive industry. 

Los Angeles for the similar reason of its being the 
center of a great and growing cinema industry, and 
further because of an impetus given to civic building 
aggressiveness, since facilities for the city becoming a 
seaport have been established. 

Akron, Ohio, is the seat of the rubber tire industry, 
which is also growing by leaps and bounds, hand in hand 
with the automotive industry.

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REPORT OF FENCE VIEWERS. 


Boston, February 1, 1921, 
Mr. Hersert A. WILSON, 
Building Commissioner: 

Dear Srr,— In accordance with our usual custom we 
submit herewith our annual report for the year 1920 
as fence viewers of the City of Boston. 

From January 1, 1920, to January 1, 1921, we have 
had eighteen cases to consider, in twelve of which orders 
were issued to build partition fences, and in six cases — 
no order was issued. ‘The cases are as follows: One in 
3 Boston proper,two in Charlestown, one in East Boston, 

four in South Boston, six in Dorchester, two in Roxbury, 

one in Mattapan and one in Jamaica Plain. 
Since January 1, 1920, we have collected the sum 
of $24. There is now due us in unpaid fees for the past 
eight years the sum of $203.80; to this amount the sum 
of $2 to be added for unpaid fee for the year 1920. 

Total in unpaid fees, $205.80. 
For a number of years past we have recommended 
that the existing laws pertaining to fences be amended 

to fit the needs of the City of Boston. As yet no one 
seems interested enough in fence viewing laws to take 
_ the matter before the Legislature for amendment. 

There is a great need of a law that will empower 

the fence viewers with sufficient authority to definitely 
_ settle disputes continually arising over the maintenance 
i, pe embankment walls on division lines. 
_ There is a great need of a law that will empower the 
he fence viewers to collect their fee other than an action 
in tort. We would recommend that immediate action 
be taken with this regard, or that the present fee system 
be abolished, or that chapter 49, General Laws of 
Massachusetts, be amended to exclude Boston, and that 
chapter 76, Acts of 1911, be repealed.

DeEAR Sir,— The Board of Examiners submits here- 
with the report of the activities of the department during | 
the year 1920. 

The work of the Board during the year was of a some- 
what different nature from that of past years because 
of several changes which occurred and which are more 
fully explained in the report. 

The Board takes this opportunity to extend its thanks’ 
to you for your co-operation in the efforts of the depart- 
ment, especially during the period of reorganization.

In the year 1913 the Boston City Council passed an 
ordinance providing for the control of building opera- 
tions in the City of Boston, the qualifications of persons 
having such charge to be passed upon by a Board of 
Examiners appointed by the Mayor and approved by 
the Civil Service Commission. This Board organized 
March 17, 1913, and adopted such rules, regulations 
and classes of registration as it deemed advisable. 

Section 5 of said ordinance provided as follows: 
‘“Any person who shall, by affidavit, together with such 
other evidence as may be required by the Board, show to 
the Board that, prior to the passage of this ordinance, 
he has had charge or control of the construction, altera- 
tion, removal or tearing down of buildings or structures in 
the class in which he applies to be registered, and shall 
satisfy the Board that he is qualified by education, 
training or experience to have charge or control of such 
work, may, without any other examination, be registered 
in said class and be certified to the Building Commis- 
sioner as a person qualified within such class.” 

The work of determining the qualifications of approxi- 
mately two thousand applicants and the registration 
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of same, in the limited time allowed before the enforce- 
ment of this law, compelled the Board to have recourse 
to section 5. In consequence of such action, numerous 
licenses were granted without an examination. At the 
end of the calendar year, 1919, approximately three thou- 
sand regular licenses had been granted. 

During the year 1920 the Board held meetings in 
compliance with chapter 9 of said ordinance. On May 1, 
in accordance with custom, officers were elected for the 
ensuing year. John F. Hickey was made chairman and 
Thomas K. Reynolds, secretary. In June of this year 
William A. Fish resigned as clerk of the Board, and 
Mary C. Dowd was appointed to fill the vacancy <A 
general reorganization of the work of the department has 
since occurred. 

Because of the lull during the past few years in 
building operations, especially in apartment and dwell- 
ing-house construction, a number of license holders, who 
had previously specialized in this class of construction, 
were compelled to seek employment in other classes of 
work, particularly in alteration work. With thisin mind 
the Board adopted new classes of registration and made 
several changes in existing classes. The special license 
privilege, previously granted to applicants who, after 
examination, attained a fair percentage has since been 
confined to emergency or minor operations, and in its 
stead has been established a study class wherein such 
applicants are assisted in the study of pertinent subjects 

enmeested by the Board. 

Section 2, par. 1 of chapter 550 of the Acts of 1907, 
as amended, provides that the commissioner or one of 
his inspectors shall examine as often as is practicable 
every building in the course of construction or altera- 
tion, and shall make a record of all violations of this 
act and of all other matters relative thereto. 

Section 1 of chapter 9 of the Ordinances of 1912 states 
clearly that all persons ‘‘who shall hereafter take 
personal charge or control of the work of construction, 
alteration, removal or tearing down of buildings or 
structures in the City of Boston shall be qualified by 
education, training or experience for the performance of 
that duty in a manner which shall preserve public safety 
and conform to the laws, ordinances, rules and regula- 
tions relating to the construction, alteration, removal or 
tearing down of buildings or structures in the City of 
Boston.” 
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These two sections distinctly place the responsibility 
for the proper completion of the work upon the license 
holder; great care, therefore, should be exercised in 
passing upon the qualifications of such persons. Having 
in mind the licenses necessarily granted under section 
5 of said chapter 9, and the number of complaints 
received from the present Building Commissioner of 
violation of the license law requirements, the Board 
offered the following amendment: 


‘“‘Section 8. The Board shall issue a license to each 
person so certified by the Board to the Building Com- 
missioner. All licenses hereafter issued, or issued less 
than one year prior'to the passage of this ordinance, 
shall expire in one year from the date of issuance; 
and all licenses issued more than one year prior to the 
passage of this ordinance shall expire on the date in 
the year 1921 corresponding to the date in the year of 
issuance. The Board may renew a license upon any 
expiration thereof, for the further period of one year 
from the date of renewal, with or without re-examina- 
tion, as the Board may determine. The fees to be 
paid to the Board for such licenses and renewals shall 
be as follows: 

‘“New license, five (5) dollars, and each yearly renewal 
thereof, two (2) dollars. The first renewal of a license 
heretofore granted, five (5) dollars; and each yearly 
renewal thereof two (2) dollars. 

Special license, one (1) dollar. The fees received by 
the Bodrd shall be paid to the City Collector at least 
once a week.”’ 


This amendment was passed by the City Council and 
approved by his Honor the Mayor on September 22, 
1920; and the work of reissuing licenses began immedi- 
ately, Every license holder will be summoned to appear 
before the Board for instruction as to his responsibility 
on the work; re-examination will be given when deemed 
advisable; each licensee will be requested to secure a 
copy of the Building Law; licenses will be reissued 
regardless of classes previously held by licensee. — 

In consequence of this amendment the Board antici- 
pates the establishment of a class of competent superin- 
tendents who will cooperate with the Building Depart- 
ment, thereby representing the Building Commissioner, 
as well as protecting the interests of the publie and of 
the owner on the work.

BOARD OF APPEAL FEBRUARY 1, 1920, 
TO DECEMBER 31, 1920. 


Case No. 1863. 


(Violation of Section 31, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 


February 13, 1920. 


The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans 
of building as the proposed openings in party wall ex- 
ceeded 50 per cent of the length of the wall. The 
appellant contended that a party wall was “a wall that 
separated two or more buildings, and was used or adapted 
for the use of more than one building, and that his new 
building was essentially an extension of the old building 
and that therefore there was no necessity of shutting off 
the extension for the old building.” The old building was 
of first-class construction, however, and the extension was 
to be built in second-class. The Board was of the opinion 
that since the combined area of the old and new buildings 
could have been built in second-class and of volume area 
when used for manufacturing purposes that it was a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit, and 
therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case Nox 1864. 


(Violation of Sections 9 and 40, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 


February 13, 1920. 


The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as same was a two-family dwelling house with flat roof 
and area exceeded 2,200 square feet. It appeared that 
the building in question was of third-class construction 
veneered with brick on the exterior. The Board was of 
the opinion that it was a manifest injustice to refuse the 
appellant a permit to carry out his flat roof design of a 
modern type and sustained the appeal with reference to

(Violation of Section 12, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 

April 5, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans 
as egress was not satisfactory to the Building Commis- 
sioner. The appellant contended that while the means 
of egress was not in accordance with the law that the 
spirit was complied with. The Board, however, con- 

curred with the decision of the Building Commissioner 
and dismissed the appeal. } 
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Case No. 1926. 


(Violation of Sections 8, 14, 15 and 20, Chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907, as Amended.) 
April 12, 1920. 


The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as certain columns were deficient; floor slab was not of 
required thickness and self centering was not fireproofed; 
the gypsum roof construction was a system not covered 
by the act and soil value was exceeded. It appeared that 
the building was an office building, built practically of 
steel and the appellant desired to add a story to height 
of same. The floor was to be 2-inch concrete reinforced 
with Hy-rib and was to be earried partly on the old 
roof steel and partly on new framing. The walls were 
to be of terra cotta faced with brick and cast stone on 
the street sides and of terra cotta plastered on the court 
side. In view of existing conditions, the Board sustained 
the appeal with reference to sections 14 and 15 with 
the proviso “that such deficiency did not exceed 2,8, 
per cent in any column.” With regard to the gypsum 
roof construction, the Board sustained same with the 
proviso that “roof slabs were no less than 3 inches in 
thickness; metal was protected by at least inch of fire- 
proofing; slabs contained no more than 15 per cent of 
wood fiber and the underside of the roof was further 
protected by a suspended ceiling wire lath and plastered 
on the underside.” With reference to section 20, the 
board agreed with the Building Commissioner that the 
soil value was exceeded and therefore dismissed the ap- 
peal with reference to section 20.

(Violation of Section 12, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
April 5, 1920. 


The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans 

of building as location of fire escape was not satisfactory 

to the Building Commissioner. The Board was of the 

opinion, after examining the plans, that the location 

desired by the appellant was not as serviceable in case of 

fire as that of the commissioner’s and therefore dismissed 
the appeal. 
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Case No. 1928. 


(Violation of Section 23, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
April 12, 1920. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as exterior walls were not of legal thickness. It appeared 
that the building in question was of steel frame, exterior 
walls of terra cotta with tile roof and was to be occupied 
as a mill for stone cutting. Owing to the nature of the 
building, a considerable portion of the exterior wall at the 
gable end was of glass, and while the construction would 
allow the appellant to glaze the gable, he desired to have 
this gable shown as solid, but did not think it necessary 
to construct wall of masonry and offered as a substitute 
the covering of asbestos corrugated siding properly sup- 
ported in place of masonry wall. The Board was of the 
opinion that since he could have used glazing, and the 
method proposed was superior that to require masonry 
in the gable would be an unnecessary hardship. The 
Board believed this to be a case covered by the law 
though not contemplated by it and acting under its dis- 
cretionary power sustained the appeal.

April 12, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as height was illegal. It appeared that the building in 
question was to be used as an elevator in hoisting and 
discharging cracked stone. It was an open structure 
and the height was exceeded only in the monitor portion 
and covered approximately 12 feet by 20 feet. The 
Board was of the opinion that the appellant should be 
allowed to increase the height sufficiently to make a prac- 
tical structure and therefore sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 12, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
April 15, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building as 
fireproof inclosure of stairs was not of incombustible

two small adjoining dwelling houses of second-class con- 
struction into one to be occupied for the manufacture of 
dental supplies. Each of the dwelling houses was pro- 
vided with an interior staircase inclosed in studded par- 
titions. The appellant desired to remove one of these 
and provide an exterior iron fire escape. The Board was 
of the opinion that if the partitions around the remaining 
interior staircase was brick nogged, wire lath and plas- 
tered on both sides that the spirit of the law was complied 
with and that the appellant should be relieved from the 
provisions. of section 12, and therefore sustained the 
appeal. 
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Case No. 1931. 


(Violation of Section 1, Chapter 115, Special Acts 
of 1918.) 
April 15, 1920. 


It appeared that the appeal in question was not in 
violation of chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and therefore the 
Board of Appeal had no jurisdiction over same. 


CasE No. 1932. 


(Violation of Section 32, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
April 21, 1920. 


The appellant was refused a permit to install boiler as 
the flue extended through roof. It appeared that the 
boiler was located in the upper story of a second-class 
building and was to be used for supplying steam tanks, 
etc., for cooking. The head room over boiler was not 
enough to permit of reaching a flue on the side walls and 
therefore the appellant was obliged to carry same through 
roof. He was willing to provide a large concrete protect- 
ing collar of the entire distance from the ceiling to the 
roof line and about 11 inches away from the flue proper 
as well as to protect the ceiling with metal for a distance 
of 6 feet away from the boiler in all directions. The 
Board was of the opinion that if the method of protec- 
_ tion was adapted that it would be a manifest injustice to 
- refuse the appellant a permit. With the proviso, “That 
_ the appellant provided the protection as above stated,” 
the Board sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 1933. 


(Violation of Section 53, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 

April 15, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to install gas oven 
in a tenement house without wire lathed and plastered 
ceiling. It appeared that the appellant desired to install 
a rotary gas oven which set well up from the floor and 
away from the ceiling and walls. The Board was of the 
opinion that the law obviously intended to cover the old 


type of baking oven in which coal was used and fire — 


drawn at intervals. In view of the nature of the device 
which the appellant proposed to use the Board was of 
the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to 
require the appellant to conform strictly to the provisions 
of section 53 and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1934. 
May 19, 1920. 


The appellant neglected to file his appeal within thirty 
days after the Building Commissioner’s order and there- 
fore the Board had no jurisdiction over same and accord- 
ingly dismissed it. 

Case No. 1935. 


(Violation of Section 20, a, Elevator and Escalator Regu- 
lations of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
April 15, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to install an ele- 
vator as the pit at the bottom of shaftway of power 
elevator was less than 3 feet deep. The Board heard 
the appellant and examined the plans and was of the 


opinion that the Building Commissioner was justified in 


his refusal and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 1936. 


(Violation of Sections 79, 80, 82, 90, 91 and 92, Chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, as Amended.) 
April 21, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as same was not in accordance with the law governing 
theatres. It appeared that the appellant desired to erect 
over the first floor of his building a small theatre with 
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a maximum seating capacity of 558 situated on the 
corner of two streets. A corner portion of the floor on 
which the theatre was occupied by offices. The appellant 
proposed to give access to this portion from the theatre 
for emergency egress. The Board was of the opinion 
therefore that theatre should be considered on the corner 
of two streets and therefore sustained the appeal with 
reference to sections 79 and 80. The stage is more than 
5 feet above the level of the sidewalk, but the building is 
fireproof and the Board believes the hazard will not be 
increased as there is no balcony in same, and sustained 
the appeal with reference to section 82. The open spaces 
shown on the plans by the appellant for the aeccommodat- 
ing of an audience was the equivalent of that required 
under section 90 and the Board therefore sustained the 
appeal with reference to this section. With reference to 
the stage doors and room exits, the Board was of the 
opinion that the Building Commissioner was _ justified 
in his requirments and therefore dismissed the appeal 
with reference to sections 91 and 92. 


Case No. 1937. 


(Violations of Sections 80 and 82, Chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, as Amended.) 
April 15, 1920. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as the inner court and floor levels were not in accordance 
with the theatre laws of the building law. It appeared 
at the hearing that the building in question was of fire- 
; proof construction and that the theatre portion occupied 
' the rear half of the building. The portion of the build- 
ing in which the theatre proper was to be situated was 
surrounded by three streets. The Board was of the 
opinion that since the theatre faced on three streets the 
building had the equivalent of the court required under 
the law and therefore sustained the appeal with reference 
to section 80. It also appeared that the theatre lobby 
is entered directly from the main street. The Board took 
into account the levels of the auditorium and stage with 
reference to the street grades and was of the opinion 
that no disadvantage would follow by depressing these 
portions of the theatre. In view of this and the unusually 
good egress from all parts of the proposed theatre, the 
Board sustained the appeal with reference to section 82. 
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Case No. 1988. 
May 12, 1920. 

The appellant was ordered to remove violations of the 
elevator and escalator regulations, Acts of 1913, chapter 
806, Division C, section 2, 4 and 5, Regulation 95a exist- 
ing on his premises. It appeared that. all the require- 
ments had been complied with except changing to car- 
switch control. The building was to be taken down 
within two years and the Board was of the opinion that 
under the circumstances it would be a manifest injustice 
to require the appellant to change to car-switch control 
and therefore annulled the order of the Building Com- 
missioner.

April 21, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building as 
same was of third-class construction within the fire limits. 
It appeared that the appellant desired to put a store in the 
first story with a baker’s oven at the rear. The first floor 
was to be dropped 16 inches above the sidewalk and was 
to be of fireproof construction. The portion of the area 
which was to be increased was of fireproof construction 
with the exception of the roof which the appellant pro- 
posed to protect with incombustible material. The Board 
was of the opinion that if the “ceilings were covered with 
wire lath and plaster that the entire store and bakery 
portion of the building was practically of first-class con- 
struction.” With this proviso the Board sustained the 
appeal. 


Case No. 1940. 


(Violation of Section 36, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
May 5, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to amend his 
plans as the proposed change in column sections and 
beam connections omitted wind pressure. The Board 
having heard the appellant and having examined the 
plans was of the opinion that the Building Commissioner 
was justified in his refusal and therefore dismissed the 
appeal.

May 26, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter second- 
class building into a store as floor was not of first-class 
construction. The Board having heard the appellant and 
having examined the premises was of the opinion that 
the Building Commissioner was justified in his refusal 
and dismissed the appeal.

CasE No. 1972. 
(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
May 26, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building within the fire limits. It appeared that 
the proposed alteration consisted of erecting piazzas 
8 feet by 15 feet at the rear of dwelling house. These 
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piazzas were to be 5 feet from the side lot line on one 
side and 4 feet from the other and 12 feet from the rear 
lot line. The Board was of the opinion “that if no part 
of the piazzas were built within 5 feet of the side lot lines” 
that it was a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a 
permit.

(Violation of Section 100, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
May 26, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as proposed staircase was illegal. It appeared that in 
order to obtain adequate headroom at the different points 
the appellant was obliged to design a longer run of stairs 
than the law allowed, there being eighteen steps instead 
of fifteen. Owing to the impossibility of conforming 
strictly to law, and that the violation in this case was 
so slight as to offer no additional danger, the Board was 
of the opinion that it was a manifest injustice to refuse 
the appellant a permit and sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
May 19, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect third-class 
building within the fire limits. It appeared that the 
building in question was to be a temporary structure 20 
feet by 30 feet, one story high and was well isolated, being 
situated in a large lot at the junction of two streets and 
so placed that it was 70 feet from the party wall of 
the nearest building and was to be used as an employment 
bureau for the soldiers. The Board was of the opinion 
that “if building was removed six months from date of 
its erection that it was a manifest injustice to refuse 
the appellant a permit.” With the above proviso the 
Board sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 21, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
May 26, 1920. 
The apellant was refused a permit to allow a maximum 
future load of eleven tons on that portion of the building

of ten tons on the center building which was to be 
erected at once as same was not in accordance with the 
formula therein of above-mentioned section. It ap- 
peared that the appellant desired to use the formula pre-

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans 
of building as plans showed construction of third-class 
within the fire limits and foundation was not satisfac- 
tory. It appeared that the appellant desired to erect a 
loading platform, built of mill construction and covered 
with heavy planking at the side of a first-class building 
at the level of the ground. Same was to be used for un- 
loading heavy merchandise. The Board was of the 
opinion that it would be an unnecessary hardship to re- 
quire the appellant to make this portion of the building 
strictly fireproof as it appeared that the wood flooring 
was the best type for unloading purposes and such a 
floor would need to be provided even if platform was 
built of concrete. In view of this the Board sustained the 
appeal.

(Violation of Section 11, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 

as Amended. ) 

The appellant was refused a permit to install wooden 
partitions in a first-class building. The Board having 
heard the appellant and having examined the plans was 
of the opinion that the Building Commissioner was Jjusti- 
fied in his refusal and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 1982. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chanter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
June 1, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same would be an extension of area of a third-class 
building within the fire limits. It appeared that the 
building in question was used for stores and halls, and 
the appellant desired to remove a portion of the tower 
above the roof and to extend show window front 24 feet 
to lot line. In view of the minor character of the altera- 
tion, the Board was of the opinion that it was a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and sustained 
the appeal.

(Violation of Sections 9 and 13, Chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, as Amended.) 
June 7, 1920. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
building within the fire limits. It appeared that the 
building was of second-class construction with the excep- 
tion of the front portion which was of wood covered with 
galvanized iron. The appellant desired to raise roof of 
same, the masonry walls to be carried up also and the 
wooden wall carried up for a distance of 5 feet and pro- 
tected with galvanized iron.

As the law required 
a unanimous vote to vary the provisions of the law and as 
the Board did not unanimously agree, it was obliged to 
dismiss the appeal.

In 

view of this, the Board was of the opinion that it would 

be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit 
and therefore sustained the appeal.

The Board having heard the appellant and 
having examined the plans was of the opinion that the 
Building Commissioner was justified in his refusal and 
dismissed the appeal.

Case No. 1991. 


(Violation of Section 17, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 
June 16, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of 
building as proposed staircase was not of first-class con- 
struction. It appeared that the appellant desired to in- 
close stairs from basement to fifth floor in metal lath and 
plaster applied directly to the wood frame in place of 
an independent inclosure. The Board believed that the 
method proposed provided a staircase inclosure of sub- 
stantial fireproof material, that the construction was rea- 
sonable and proper for a building of second-class con- 
struction within the meaning of section 17, and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

It 
appeared that the building in question was a small mova- 
ble locker 9 feet by 9 feet by 8 feet built on a large lot 60 
feet by 175 feet and the appellant desired to use same for 
the storage of his tools. The building was of a temporary 
nature. The Board was of the opinion that it would be 
a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant to retain same 
owing to its size and temporary nature.

It ap- 
peared that the alteration consisted of including a small 
court of about 150 square feet area within the area of 
building in the first story so as to provide a store the 
full width and length of the lot. The appellant proposed 
in addition to the plastered ceiling to provide a new 
ceiling of stamped steel and below this an automatic wet 
pipe system of sprinklers with sprinkler alarm.

(Violation of Section 40, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) . 
June 28, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect third-class 
building as same would exceed the legal 2,200 square feet 
in area. It appeared that the building in question was 
two stories high, to be used as a dwelling house for two 
families. It had a pitched roof and was veneered on the 
exterior. While the legal area was exceeded by 200 feet 
in the front and an additional 190 feet in the inclosed 
piazza, the Board believed it would be a great hardship 
and no advantage would be gained to the building to 
require the appellant to reduce the size of the building to 
2,200 square feet. In view of the fact that the building 
while not strictly of second-class construction is veneered 
on the exterior with brick, thus reducing the fire hazard, 
the Board was of the opinion that it was a manifest in- 
justice to refuse the appellant a permit and sustained the 
appeal.

Cass No. 2002. 


(Violation of Section 40, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
June 28, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
building because same was nearer than 10 feet to another 
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building on land of same owner. It appeared that the 
appellant desired to build a new piazza on front of his 
building, which abutted an existing piazza on adjoining 
dwelling house, which house was separated from the 
house in question by a brick party wall. The Board be- 
lieved that owing to the fact that the piazza was open 
that it could not be considered an integral part of the 
building and therefore it would be a manifest injustice 
to require him to build one side of brick. The Board 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 2003. 


(Violation of Sections 13, 11 and 40, Chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907.) 
July 1, 1920. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect third-class 
building as masonry rested on wood; supports below the 
first floor were not satisfactory and building exceeded 
5,000 square feet in area. It appeared that the building 
in question was situated on a wharf and covered an area 
of 6,700 square feet. The appellant could have used 
wood for the underpinning but chose to use brick. The 
Board believed this to be a technical violation and was 
of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to 
refuse the appellant a permit and sustained the appeal 
with reference to section 13. The Board was of the 
opinion that section 11 did not apply to buildings of this 
type situated on a wharf and sustained the appeal in 
this particular.

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the legal area. It appeared that the alteration consisted 
in straightening out a large interior room thus increasing 
the area 35 square feet. In view of the minor character 
of the proposed alteration, the Board was of the opinion 
that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appel- 
lant a permit and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 2006. 
July 7, 1920. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of 
building as same was a third-class building within the 
fire limits. It appeared that the appellant desired to 
build an extension 72 feet by 12 feet for the purpose of 
protecting rough lumber from the weather. The side 
walls were of brick and the addition was to be covered 
with incombustible material. The present building was 
situated on a filled-in wharf and was also covered with 
incombustible material. Owing to the character of the 
proposed construction, the purpose for which it was to be 
used and its location, the Board was of the opinion that 
it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant 
a permit and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 2007. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
June 28, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of third-class construction within the fire 
limits. It appeared that he desired to make certain in- 
terior changes, one of which consisted of giving the build- 
ing an additional interior staircase. In view of the fact 
that the cubical contents of the building were diminished 
by the change, the Board believed that the fire hazard 
would be decreased and that therefore it would be a mani- 
fest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit. The Board 
sustained the appeal. 


Cask No. 2008. 


(Violation of Section 40, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
July 1, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
buildings within the fire limits. It appeared that the 
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proposed alteration consisted of making an extension to 
existing piazza which already came within 5 feet of 
the side lot lines. In view of the fact that these piazzas 
were quite small, being 4 feet 6 inches wide, the Board 
was of the opinion that the hazard would not be in- 
creased by allowing these small extensions and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 


July 1, 1920. 


The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
building within the fire limits. It appeared that the ap- 
pellant desired to build an extension in second-class con- 
struction using same for store purposes. He further de- 
sired to use a portion of the existing building, dropping 
the floor of same as an extension to the proposed new 
store. Same was to have a flat roof and was to be one 
story high with a low basement under the store. The 
Board was of the opinion that this basement should be 
cut off completely from the cellar of the house proper by 
filling in the old foundation and with this proviso sus- 
tained the appeal.

Owing to the character of the 
proposed alteration, the Board was of the opinion that it 
would be a manifest injustice to require the appellant to 
fireproof same under the circumstances and sustained the 
appeal.

(Violation of Section 20, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 


July 1, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to move building 


as proposed foundation of new wall as per existing ones 


were not in accordance with the provisions of the above- 
mentioned section. Owing to the proposed widening of 
Charles street, the city ordered that the owners should 
remove approximately 10 feet from the Charles street 
front. It appeared that the building in question was of 
second-class construction. The building which at pres- 
ent exists had been built for six years, and as the proposed 
new wall was not a bearing wall, the Board believed no 
danger would be incurred in allowing the appellant to 
design the new foundation similar to the existing ones 
and that it would be a manifest injustice to require him 
to carry the foundations to a lower level than the original 
ones and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 2018. 


(Violation of Section 17, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
July 14, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter second- 
class building as first floor and basement were not of 
first-class construction. It appeared that the building in 
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question was a one-family dwelling house and area cov- 
ered by same was hardly more than +} of the ground 
area allowed for second-class buildings. No extension to 
the ground area was proposed, but the appellant desired 
to add another story. The building was being improved 
by an additional egress. The Board believed that a house 
of this kind designed especially for a single family should 
not be required to make the first floor of fireproof con- 
struction and that it was a manifest injustice to refuse 
the appellant a permit. The Board therefore sustained 
the appeal.

(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
July 7, 1920. 


The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
building as same was within the fire limits. It appeared 
that alterattions were made necessary because of the 
changing in the pitch of the roof in order to satisfy a 
complaint made by the Board of Health. There was no 
increase in the ground area, but there was a slight in- 
crease in height because of the new roof being put on 
before the old one was removed. Owing to the character 
of the alteration, the Board was of the opinion that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a 
permit and sustained the appeal.

July 14, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect third-class 
building within the fire limits. It appeared that the 
building in question was to be built of sheet metal with- 
out a foundation 10 feet by 15 feet and was of a tempo- 
rary nature to be used for the sale of lunches.

It appeared that the structure in question is a 
cooling tower and that the use of wood for the cooling 
system is of a more permanent construction, moreover 
these louvres were protected continuously by water which 
flowed over same so that the Board was of the opinion 
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that the fire hazard would not be increased by allowing 
the use of this material in this particular case.

“The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as the floor slab was less than 4 inches thick; the unit 
stress in certain steel floor beams in bending exceeded the 
allowable stress of 16,000 pounds by 24 per cent and the 
roof proposed was “a system not covered by this act.” 
It appeared at the hearing that the building in question 
was an office building of first-class construction. ‘The ap- 
‘pellant desired to remove the present roof and build two 
additional stories instead of one. The new floors were 
to be of cinder concrete on steel framing, the beams be- 
ing fireproofed. The roof was to be of gypsum tile car- 
ried on unfireproofed steel with a suspended ceiling. With 
_ reference to section 15, while the floor was less than 4 
inches thick, the appellant proposed to make same of a 
cinder concrete mixed of the proportion of 1, 14 and 3. 
In view of this, the Board was of the opinion that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant and 
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sustained the appeal in this particular. With reference 
to section 14, the appellant desired to avoid overstressing 
the steel owing to existing conditions. The Board was 
of the opinion that where the overstressing was less than 
24 per cent that it was better to leave the beams alone 
but to reinforce such portions of steel as would be over- 
stressed more than 24 per cent. The Board sustained the 
appeal in this particular. With reference to section 8, in 
view of the fact that the gypsum roof construction was a 
system not covered by this act, the Board sustained same 
with the proviso that “roof slabs were no less than 3 
inches in thickness, the metal protected by at least # inch 
of fireproofing, the slabs contained no more than 15 per 
cent of wood fiber and the underside of the roof was fur- 
ther protected by a suspended ceiling wire lathed and 
plastered on the underside.”

It appeared that the 
buildings in question were of second-class construction 
and neither exceeded the 5,000 square feet in area but 
the appellant desired to make an opening in the second 
story of the building which was to be occupied by offices 
in order to form a connection at the second story and 
thus increased the area. The appellant proposed, how- 
ever, to install a brick wall in the basement 12 inches 
thick forming a dividing wall at that point and to carry a 
brick-nogged partition over same between the studs and

Same was to be built for the accommodation 
of a crane, the external walls of which were to be covered 
with asbestos. Owing to the size and nature of the pro- 
posed extension and the fact that same was to be covered 
with asbestos on the exterior, the Board was of the opin- 
ion that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the 

appellant a permit and therefore sustained the appeal.

No portion of the proposed construction was to 
come within 5 feet of the side lot lines and same did not 
cover 60 per cent of the lot. In view of all conditions, 
the Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and sustained 
the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as thickness of external walls was illegal. It appeared 
that the building in question was a portable steel covered 
building and was of a temporary nature to be used as an 
office until the land settled enough to put up a perma- 
nent building. Under the circumstances the Board was 
of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to. 
refuse the appellant a permit and with the proviso “that 
building be removed one year from pale of its erection,” 
sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter second- 
class construction building as proposed wall was not of 
the legal thickness.

He pro- 
posed to build a steel frame covered on the exterior with 
metal and wire lath and plasteréd on the interior with 
filling of gypsum block.

It appeared that 
the walls in question referred to a one story extension of 
an existing ell which was 10 feet by 17 feet and the wall 
of the existing ell was 12 inches thick at the basement 
and 8 inches at the first story level. As the law allows 8 
inches in thickness for dwelling houses not over three 
stories high with floor spanning not more than 20 feet, 
the Board believed there would be no danger in allowing 
him to construct the extension which was only two 
stories high with 8-inch walls and therefore sustained the 
appeal with reference to section 23. The proposed piazza 
had an exterior staircase leading from the second story 
to the ground, no portion of which came within 5 feet of 


. the side lot lines. The Board was of the opinion that as 


the proposed addition gave a second means of egress it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a 
permit and sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
building within the fire limits and also extending same. 
It appeared that the building in question was three 
stories high and occupied by stores and dwellings. The 
stores were in the front of the building and the appellant 
desired to increase the area of the stores by lowering the 
floor of the front room of the dwelling house, strength- 


een 
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ening the floor and building a small addition on the side 
of same one story high. The store was to be separated 
from the house proper by a brick wall in the basement 
and brick-nogged and metal lath and plastered on the 
first story as well as the ceiling of same. In view of the 
nature of the proposed alteration, the Board was of the 
opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse 
the appellant a permit and sustained the appeal.

It was to be hung 
from the floor above on an iron frame with a plank floor- 
ing. The Board was of the opinion that “if the soffit of 
the hung floor was protected with metal lath and plaster,” 
that there would be no additional fire risk involved and 
that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appel- 
lant a permit.

(Violation of Section 23, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.)

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans as 
proposed wall was of illegal thickness. It appeared that 
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the building in question was three stories high and the 
appellant desired to leave exposed as an exterior wall for 
a certain length of time, curtain walls in panels between 
reinforced concrete construction which were 4 inches 
thick. As it was the appellant’s intention in the future 
to extend his building, thus making the wall in question 
an interior partition, the Board believed it was a manifest 
injustice to require the appellant to increase same.

tained the appeal.

It appeared that certain interior columns had not been 
fireproofed but there was no wood used in the construc- 
tion and same was unusually well constructed and was 
superior to most sheds for stone cutting, ete. The build- 
ing was well isolated and the Board was of the opinion 
that the occupancy of the building was such that no in- 
crease to the fire risk would be incurred by allowing the 
columns to stand without the fireproofing and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 23, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
September 24, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as walls were of illegal thickness. It appeared that the 
appellant desired to replace a wooden one-story building 
by a two-story building of second-class construction using 
present foundations, which were of concrete 14 inches 
thick and therefore 2 inches less than the legal thickness. 
The foundation had a wide footing and the Board be- 
lieved that the foundations as existing were amply strong 
and that it would be a manifest injustice to require him 
to thicken same. ~The Board therefore sustained the ap- 
peal.

September 24, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to repair roof as 
proposed roofing was not in accordance with the above- 
named section. It appeared that the appellant desired to 
repair roof of an existing building with a ground slate 
roofing papers. About 35 per cent to 40 per cent of same 
was in need of repair but the appellant proposed to allow 
the present roofing to remain and to cover same with the 
new coating. In view of all conditions, the Board was 
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of the opinion that it would be manifest injustice to re- 
fuse the appellant a permit and therefore sustained the 
appeal.

(Violation of Sections 12, 20, 45 and 70, Chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, as Amended.) 
September 24, 1920. 

The Repellant was refused a permit to alter second- 
class building as kitchen was less than 8 feet in its least 
dimension, main stairs not in fireproof inclosure, shaft 
less than 6 feet, and foundations not carried to satisfac- 
tory bearing soil. With reference to section 20, condi- 
tions similar to Case No. 2012. While the kitchens are 
less than 8 feet in its least dimension, they are actually 
larger than required by law. The Board is of the opinion 
that there is no violation of section 12 and therefore sus- 
tained the appeal in this particular. With reference to 
section 45, the appellant showed a method of protecting 
stairs by covering inside of stair inclosure with metal 
lath and plaster and providing fireproof self-closing doors 
at the opening, which in the opinion of the Board was 
an improvement over existing conditions. The Board 
sustained the appeal with reference to section 45. With 
reference to section 70, the proposed shaft 3 feet by 4 
feet was intended to give light and ventilation to an ex- 
isting room which had no provision for light.. The legal 
size was 6 feet by 6 feet and would decrease the size of 
the small room thereby making it less habitable. The 
Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest in- 
justice to refuse the appellant a permit and sustained the 
appeal.

Case No. 2088. 
(Violation of Sections 38 and 13, Chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, as Amended.) 

September 17, 1920. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as shaft was not of fireproof material and masonry rested 
upon wood. It appeared that the building in question 
was of second-class construction and the appellant de- 
sired to construct a shaft upon the ceiling of second floor 


through roof in order to give ventilation to a toilet room 
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on the second floor and further light on the third floor 
by means of a window which was protected with metal 
with wire glass; the shaft was to be protected with 2-inch 
fireproof partition. The Board believed that the spirit of 
the law was complied with, that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Sections 23 and 32, Chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, as Amended.)

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as thickness of walls and fireproofing were illegal.

Ow- 
ing to the nature of the proposed alteration, the Board 
was of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice 
to refuse the appellant a permit and sustained the appeal.

The front of the building was 
to be extended in second-class construction and provided 
with a large show window;; the ell was to be widened and 
the party wall-rear was to be carried above the roof. The 
Board believed that if the “entire alteration was carried 
out in second-class construction,” that it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and 
with this proviso sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of 
building as proposed exterior walls were not of legal 
thickness.

Same 
were 12 feet instead of 16 feet. The walls would have to 
be lined to make the 16 feet and the lessee would not 
consent to give up the additional space required. In view 
of this and the fact that only a small portion of the wall 
is used as a bearing wall, the Board believed that the 
strength and stability of the building would not be im- 
paired and therefore sustained the appeal.

OF THE 


CITY PLANNING BOARD 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1921. 


Boston, Mass., February 1, 1921. 


Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir,—In accordance with the provisions of chapter 3, 
section 24, Revised Ordinances of 1914, the City Planning 
Board submits herewith, in the form of its Seventh 
Annual Report, a statement of the acts and doings and 
receipts and expenditures of the department for the year 
ending January 31, 1921. 

The personnel and organization of the Board have 
remained unchanged since the preceding year, thus per- 
mitting continuity of effort which is held to be a con- 
siderable advantage. 

The various matters presented herewith have, as far 
as possible, been classified into groups under appropriate 
headings, thus conforming to the general arrangement 
of previous reports. 
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COMPREHENSIVE SURVEYS. 


Tur Nortu Enp. 


A bill (Senate 268) providing for improvements in 
the North End, substantially in accordance with plans 
and recommendations contained in the report of the City 
Planning Board on “The North End; A Survey and a 
Comprehensive Plan” (Document 40, 1919), was sub- 
mitted by permission of your Honor to the 1920. Legis- 
lature. The bill was reported favorably by the Com- 
mittee on Municipal Finance, after hearings at which 
it was indorsed by representatives from the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Boston Society of Architects, the 
Boston Society of Landscape Architects, the Boston 
Central Labor Union, the North End Improvement 
Association, the League of Women Voters, and various 
other organizations and individuals. ‘The bill was passed 
to be engrossed by the Senate, but was referred to the 
next General Court by the House of Representatives. 
An attempt was made by a representative from the North 
End to secure reconsideration of this action but the 
motion was lost, 43 to 33. 


BILLBOARDS. 


The adoption of rules and regulations governing the 
erection of billboards has been closely followed since the 
acceptance of the Constitutional Amendment, Article 
L,* through the investigations and report of the Special 
Billboard Commission, and the various legislative hear- 
ings, until the enactment into law of chapter 545 of the 
Acts of 1920, providing for the regulation of advertising 
signs and devices within the public view. The Board 
also participated in the work of a voluntary committee 
in drawing up suggested rules and regulations which 
met with the approval of your Honor, and with your 
Honor’s permission the chairman appeared in their favor — 
before the Division of Highways of the Department of 
Public Works. While some of the suggestions made 
by this voluntary committee were incorporated in 
the rules and regulations finally promulgated, for the 
most part each individual case was left to the discretion 





* Article L. Advertising on public ways, in public places and on private 
property within public view may be regulated and restricted by law. 
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of the Division of Highways, to be decided upon on its 
merits, thus leaving the success or failure of the move- 
ment a question of administration rather than the adop- 
tion of rules and regulations. 


ZONING. 


Notwithstanding the ruling of the Attorney-General 
in 1919, that in his judgment the General Court cannot 
completely delegate to cities and towns the powers 
granted to it by Article LX* of the Amendments to the 
Constitution, and that any bill providing for such action 
would therefore be unconstitutional if enacted into law, 
House Bill No. 1660, being “An Act to Authorize Cities 
and Towns to limit Buildings according to their Use or 
Construction to specified Districts,’ was submitted to 
the 1920 Legislature. 

The matter was referred to the justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court, who handed down an opinion that mani- 
festly the amendment could not be carried into effect by 
general laws, and that they were able to perceive in the 
proposed act nothing contrary to the fundamental law 
of the Commonwealth, or to any of the provisions of the 
Federal Constitution or its amendments. Numerous 
legal decisions in support of their viewpoint were quoted, 
and the opinion was handed down that, in their judg- 
ment, the proposed act, if enacted into law, would be 
constitutional, thus reversing the opinion of the At- 
torney-General. The bill was accordingly accepted June 
4, 1920, and appears on the statute books as chapter 601, 
of the Acts of 1920. 

The importance of the zoning movement has been 
emphasized by this Board in repeated communications 
to your Honor. Now that the way has been cleared for 
definite action along this line the City Planning Board 
hopes to work out a plan which shall be at once compre- 
hensive and advantageous for the entire community. 
Considerable preliminary work in this direction has been 
already accomplished and a vast amount of material 
upon the subject has been assembled for future use. 


MunicipaL IMPROVEMENTS SURVEY. 
Under date of November 9, 1920, the City Planning 
Board received a communication from your Honor to 


* Article LX. The General Court shall have power to limit buildings accord- 
ing to their use or construction to specitied districts. 
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the effect that you were interested in learning what large 
municipal improvements other cities were making, with 
particular reference to street improvements. To that 
end your Honor asked whether this Board would be 
willing to undertake the collection of such information 
in detail from the ten largest cities in the United States. 
The following reply was sent your Honor under date of 
November 11, 1920: . 


The City Planning Board will be very happy to undertake this par- 
ticular piece of work, and will report its findings to you at the earliest 
possible moment. 

It might add that considerable information along this line was col- 
lected early in the present year. At that time it was ascertained that 
Chicago had approximately $200,000,000 worth of public and private 
improvements, either actually under way or soon to be undertaken; 
St. Louis had projects totaling approximately $15,000,000 and a further 
bond issue of $24,000,000 under consideration; Baltimore had appro- 
priated $70,000 for the preparation of a topographical map; Detroit had 
appropriated $197,000 for an aviation field, and nearly $4,000,000 for 
park and playground purposes together with an ambitious street pro- 
gram involving an expenditure of from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000; Cleve- 
land had street improvement projects totaling approximately $2,000,000 
under way; Philadelphia had just made its final payment on a $25,000,- 
000 City Hall started in 1872, while a total loan of $114,000,000 was 
made in 1916 for improvement purposes. In addition, over $15,000,000 
had been expended in the construction of Fairmount Parkway, 1% miles 
long, connecting the City Hall with the entrance to Fairmount Park. 
New York in 1917 estimated that blockades on Fifth avenue alone cost 
$750,000, while the loss of time to individuals as a result of congestion 
in the streets and on the transit lines was much greater. ~ . 

While these figures by no means represented the completed program 
of these different municipalities, they may be taken as an indication of 
what was contemplated’in other cities. The matter will now be taken 
up in more detail, and you will be advised of the results as soon as 
possible. 


At the same time a comprehensive survey was in- 
augurated and a questionnaire together with a personal 
letter of explanation was submitted to a responsible 
municipal official in each community. While complete 
information had not been received up to the close of the 
fiscal year, considerable material had been assembled 
and the balance was in preparation. 

Coincident with the receipt of this request from your 
Honor, a similar request with regard to municipal im- 
provements under way or proposed in the City of Boston 
was received from the Chicago Plan Commission. The 
information was accordingly assembled and, for purposes 
of comparison, a copy of the reply submitted will be in- 
corporated in the final report on this matter to you. 
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SURVEY OF DEVELOPMENT REPORTS. 


Pursuant to an order passed by the City Council at its 
meeting January 3, 1921, introduced by Councilman 
McLaughlin, 7. e.: 

Ordered, That the City Planning Board be requested to furnish the City Council 
with a list and synopsis of the various investigations and reports which have 
made in the past twenty or thirty years in connection with the com- 
mercial, maritime and industrial development of Boston, 
the work of assembling this material is already well under 
way. ‘This involves a vast amount of research work, not 
only in locating the material itself with the aid of 
various public and private libraries, but in preparing a 
resume of the different reports, and the major recom- 
mendations contained in each. Some idea of the magni- 
tude of this undertaking may be derived from a state- 
ment contained in a carefully compiled report, that, on 
the subject of transportation facilities in Metropolitan 
Boston alone, up to the year 1915, there had been no 
less than forty-one reports by special commissions’ and 
committees, supplemented by a number of special investi- 
gations made by permanent Boards and Commissions, 
and also by independent investigations made by business 
organizations, at an expense, conservatively estimated, 
of $250,000.

HOUSING. 


Much of the work of the department during the past 
year has been devoted to investigations of the housing 
situation. In this connection a number of surveys have 
been made in an’ attempt to ascertain the exact nature 
and extent of, as well as possible ways and means of 
meeting, the existing housing shortage. - 


SurRvEY oF INDUSTRIAL PLANTS, MERCANTILE ESTABLISH- 
MENTS, Rat Estate OPERATORS AND FURNITURE 
STORAGE WAREHOUSES. 


The first constructive attempt to cope with the housing 
situation in the City of Boston originated in the form 
of an order passed by the City Council at its meeting 
March 8, 1920, introduced by Councilor McLaughlin, 
at Ai 


Ordered, That his Honor the Mayor be requested to consult with the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, the Boston Real Estate Exchange, the Master Builders’ 
Association, the Boston Central Labor Union, and any other organization that 
he may consider advisable, and examine into the feasibility of forming a cor- 
poration of public-spirited citizens who will undertake and finance the project 
of providing housing facilities for the great number of people in this city 
who are not properly provided for. 


By virtue of the legislative act in accordance with 
which this Board was created, specifying that one of its 
duties should be to “make plans for the development of 
the municipality with special reference to the proper 
housing of its people,” the above order was referred to 
it by your Honor for attention and a report. 

A meeting was called of representatives of practically 
all of the quasi-public organizations in the city, and while 
it was the consensus. of opinion that a housing shortage 
existed, which was not likely to be met by the invest- 
ment of private capital, it was also admitted that the 
exact nature and extent of such a shortage had never 
been determined. It was felt that the only way this 
information could be definitely and accurately secured 
was by a survey of the industrial plants and of the other 
large employers of labor within the city limits. This 
meant the assembling of information in each case as to 
whether there was a scarcity of houses among industrial 
employees, the average or approximate rental basis, gen- 
eral information with regard to the size and price of 
vacant areas in the vicinity, the attitude of the employer 
with regard to assisting in financing a housing scheme 
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should one be considered feasible, and other data of a 
similar nature. It was also felt that the city as a 
municipality should undertake and finance this next 
step, and the sum of $2,000 was accordingly appropri- 
ated to be expended under the direction of the City 
Planning Board for the employment of investigators, 
traveling, postage, stationery and general office ex- 
penses.* 

The survey was accordingly undertaken by this Board, 
and was extended to include mercantile establishments, 
real estate operators, and furniture storage warehouses. 
It was deemed impracticable to attempt to obtain an 
expression of opinion from all employers of labor, but a 
group of the larger ones was selected, and questionnaires, 
supplemented by personal interviews and correspond- 
ence, were submitted to 


107 industrial plants employing over fifty per cent of the 
total number of industrial wage earners. 

75 real estate dealers, including local dealers in all the dif- 
ferent sections of the city. 

35 furniture storage warehouses. 

24 of the larger mercantile estatlishments. 


From the results of this survey, it was apparent that 
the shortage of houses for the entire city might be con- 
servatively estimated at from 3,000 to 5,000, while the 
questionnaire to the furniture storage warehouses brought 
out the fact that there were at that time 6,546 Boston 
units of furniture in storage, which was a considerable 
increase Over any previous year. 


MunicrpaL Rear Estate AGENT. 


The following recommendation was submitted to your 
Honor under date of July 22, 1920: 


The City Planning Board has devoted practically its entire time for 
the past three months to a study of the housing situation in Boston, 
and desires to make at this time one specific recommendation looking 
toward the fullest possible utilization of existing facilities. 

In every section of the city, people may be found seeking homes for 
one reason or another. In certain sections, this demand is more pro- 
nounced than in others; and with the end of the vacation season, and 
the return of the winter population to Boston, the situation, acute as it 
already is in some sections, is bound to assume serious proportions. This 
condition is further emphasized by the fact that it will be practically 
impossible to get any permanent building program under way this fall. 

*From the $2,000 appropriated for the purposes of this investigation, a 


balance of $626.16 remains unexpended. (See financial statement, page 28.) 
7 This report in full was published in the July 17, 1920, issue of the City Record. 
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The recommendation we would make at this time, therefore, is that 
an agent be appointed who shall act as a sort of a clearing house for real 
estate information. It should be his duty to find out the exact number 
and location of vacant houses in the different sections of the city, a 
general description of them, number of rooms, rent, etc., as well as the 
investigation of houses not now habitable but which might be made so. 
The home seeker might then make application directly to the agent and 
by him be referred to the real estate dealer having charge of the particu- 
lar piece of property desired. ‘This would obviate the necessity of 
applying to one real estate dealer after another in search of available 
accommodations. 

It should be clearly understood, however, that such an agent should 
under no circumstances infringe upon the privileges of the real estate 
dealer, but that on the contrary, he should at all times work in co-opera- 
tion with him, to the end that the utmost possible use may be made of 
all vacancies which may be found to exist. He should also work in the 
closest co-operation with the Health Department, Assessing Depart- 
ment, the Rent and Housing Committee and the City Planning Board 
in order to insure the most satisfactory results without duplication of 
effort. 

It is possible that the work of the Rent and Housing Committee 
might be extended to include such a feature, but this we do not offer 
as a definite recommendation. A move in this direction was made by 
the committee in sending out a questionnaire to owners of vacant 
property, as reported by the Assessing Department. It is our under- 
standing, however, that the returns from these questionnaires were not 
entirely satisfactory, due to the fact that many of the places reported 
vacant were not in a location where people would like to live. Further- 
more, the information thus assembled is under date of May 1, which 
makes it practically valueless at the present time. The success of such 
a plan as we have outlined above depends in.a large measure upon 
having up-to-date information. The reason for this is perfectly obvious 
under the present chaotic condition of the real estate market. 

A case in point is the following: While this letter was being written, 
we have received a call from a woman at present living in Lynn. She 
is compelled by circumstances to move her family to Boston, and has 
no choice but to make a house to house canvass of real estate dealers 
in the different sections of the city. Whether successful or not, such a 
course is bound to result in a considerable expenditure of time and 
money. 

The City Planning Board, therefore, begs leave to submit this 
recommendation at this time as a single concrete step in helping to 
meet the existing housing shortage. 


Co-OPERATIVE BANKS. 


Practically every possible source of revenue was in- 
vestigated by the City Planning Board in an attempt to 
discover ways and means of meeting the housing situa- 
tion. Private capital having from the start appeared not 
interested, partly due to the condition of the money 
market, and partly to the fact that any plan which 
presented itself possessed neither the advantages of a 
lucrative business enterprise nor the meritorious features 
of a philanthropic proposition, a group of financial and 
real estate men, called into conference with this Board 
by your Honor, took into consideration, among other

things, the possibility for service afforded by co-operative 
banks, and the extent to which they, with their already 
established organization and machinery, might be relied 
upon as a determining factor in any solution of the 
housing problem. 

As reported to your Honor under date of October 15, 
1920, it was found at that time the co-operative banks 
were not only without funds for construction loans, but 
also that applications for loans had been accepted which, 
when consummated, would use up their available funds 
for approximately from four to six months in advance. 


UNEXPENDED BALANCES FROM Pustiic Funps. 
A survey of national banks, savings banks, trust com- 


‘panies and banking organizations throughout the city, 


in an attempt to verify statements made by the legis- 
lative counsel for the Dorchester Board of Trade, with 
regard to unexpended balances from funds raised by pub- 
lic subscription for charitable purposes, was undertaken, 
and the following report, with reference thereto was sub- 
mitted to your Honor under date of December 14, 1920: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith its final report with re- 
gard to statements made by Mr. Raymond P. Delano, legislative coun- 
sel for the Dorchester Board of Trade, with reference to the limited 
state laws which apply to certain charitable corporations and funds held 
for the benefit of the citizens of a town. In this connection Mr. Delano 
stated that they had taken up the matter of charitable funds and the 
unused and unexpended balances thereof with his Excellency the 
Governor and also with the former bank commissioner and that, accord- 
ing to the best estimate of the Dorchester Board of Trade, there was 
existent in this Commonwealth today some nine or ten millions of dol- 
lars of unexpended charitable funds which, accumulating for years, have 
been held by bankers, banking houses, committees, societies, organiza- 
tions and individuals. In many cases the original organizations were 
said to have ceased to exist, or the responsible individuals to have died, 
but that the accumulated funds remain and should be put to their 
proper use. 

These statements were made at a conference which was held in this 
office on Monday, July 12, 1920, and afterwards confirmed by letter un- 
der date of July 17, 1920. The City Planning Board felt that the state- 
ments made constituted a serious charge which should be either verified 
or refuted beyond question. Perhaps its most direct interest in the 
matter at that time lay in the possibility, if such funds were in exist- 
ence, of their being made available, possibly through legislative act, 
for housing purposes. ‘The matter was accordingly referred to your 
Honor, who thereupon authorized the City Planning Board to take such 
steps as might be necessary to obtain authentic lists of such unexpended 
balances of funds gathered by public subscription for charitable pur- 
poses as might be in existence at the present time. 

The specific statements and charges made by Mr. Delano, as the 
representative of the Dorchester Board of Trade, are discussed herewith 
seriatim. As these statements were given considerable publicity at 
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the time, it seems only fair that the result of the investigations carried 
on by this Board should be treated in a manner equally as detailed and 
public. To that end we submit the following: 


1. Statement of Mr. Delano that the Old Colony Trust Company is the de- 
pository of some forty charitable funds. 

This statement is apparently entirely true. Officials of the company state 
that, while it is most natural that an institution of its size should have upon its 
ledgers many deposit accounts representing charitable movements, the best 
scrutiny they have been able to make of these accounts does not reveal any 
which would seem to come within the intent of Mr. Delano’s meaning. They 
further offer, if they may be furnished with a list of such accounts, to render 
every assistance and co-operation in their power. In addition to their signed 
statement to this effect, the matter was personally investigated by a representa- 
tive of the City Planning Board but no evidence was to be found which would 
indicate that any of these accounts were inactive, or that they could be trans- 
ferred to any other use. Practically every charitable account, so far as it could 
be identified, was functioning in purely normal manner. 

2. That the Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Company has, either directly or 
indirectly, a number of such funds under its control. 

This statement also is apparently entirely true. The Boston Safe Deposit and 
Trust Company acts as trustee of the Permanent Charity Fund under an agree- 
ment and declaration of trust dated September 7, 1915. The principal of this 
fund is made up from bequests and by various persons under will or otherwise. 
It is invested by the trustee in trust investments of various kinds in a similar 
way to all other trust funds in their care. A very considerable portion of the 
fund is invested in mortgages .on property in this Commonwealth, a policy 
toward which the company states it has always been favorable in the past, and 
toward which their attitude in the future probably will not change. 

The entire net income from this fund is paid to a committee composed of 
seven citizens of Massachusetts familiar with charitable needs for distribution 
among such charitable objects and purposes as they may believe to be most de- 
serving of assistance. No holder or seeker of political office can be a member 
of this committee and no person is eligible whose religion is the same as that of 
two other members. Appointments for terms of five years are made as follows: 

One by the judge of the District Court of the United States for the District of 
Massachusetts. 

One by the first judge of probate of Suffolk County. 

One by the chief justice of the Municipal Court of the City of Boston. 

One by the Attorney-General of the Commonwealth. 

Three by the Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Company. 

According to their latest published Year Book (June 30, 1920,) the present 
principal of the fund is $4,223,292.70. Of the income from this fund, the com- 
mittee expended during the period from July 1, 1919, to June 30, 1920, for edu- 
cational work, health measures, social welfare work and similar activities, the 
sum of $206,573.40. <A list of the beneficiaries, with the amount allowed in each 
case, may be found in the June, 1920, Year Book. 

3. That Edmund Billings, John F. Moors and Kidder Peabody & Company be 
interviewed with regard to disposal of the San Francisco Fund. 

In this connection we are informed by Mr. Billings that the San Francisco 
Fund, so far as his memory serves him now, was a matter with which he had no 
connection whatever, either-as disbursing agent or as a member of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Billings contributes further information with regard to other funds 
with which he was connected in various capacities, however, as executive secre- 
tary for the Chelsea Relief Committee; as agent and representative of a com- 
mittee having in charge the Messina Earthquake Fund; and as a member of the 
Salem Relief Committee. His mission was simply to expend the money under 
the direction of an executive committee, with no responsibility whatever for the 
raising of the funds, nor for whatever residue, if any, remained after the 
emergency was taken care of. 

For Mr. Moors, who was at home ill, it is reported that he was at one time 
treasurer of the Serbian Distress Fund but that he no longer acts in that capacity. 
At the same time Mr. Moors refers us to Kidder Peabody Company for infor- 
mation with regard to the San Francisco Fund, Kidder Peabody Company submit 
a signed statement to the effect that no balance whatever remains of the San 
Francisco Relief Fund. 

4. If the Boston Chamber of Commerce 1915 Fund had been used for the pur- 
pose for which it had been raised. 

The City Planning Board is informed by the president of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce that he has caused an ‘investigation to be made in the matter, and 
is informed that there never was a “‘Boston Chamber of Commerce 1915” fund 
and he suggests that it may have become confused with the “‘Boston-1915” fund 
which was an enterprise entirely separate and distinct from the Chamber, and 
for which the Chamber holds no funds. The president further states that, so 
far as he is informed, the Chamber is not identified with any other unexpended 
public funds; that the only funds which the Chamber possesses are those raised 
for its own expenses. 

5. That the State Board of Charities can furnish a list of the many charitable 
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funds solicited during the last seventy-five years; also information as to the 
societies, organizations and individuals which have for every conceivable cause, 
solicited money. 

The State Board of Charity having been absorbed by the Department of Public 
Welfare in the recent consolidation of state department, inquiry was made ac- 
cordingly and in reply the Commissioner of Public Welfare expressed his regret 
that the information was not available. He stated that his department has 
legal authority with reference only to charitable corporations, with one single ex- 
ception, (chapter 14, General Acts of 1915) which provides that wherever an in- 
strument is filed with a registry of deeds or probate which creates or increases 
an estate or fund for benevolent, charitable, humane or philanthropic purposes, 
the registrar shall send notice to the Department of Public Welfare. The com- 
missioner is in possession, consequently, of a list of all wills and deeds of trust 
creating charitable funds since February 17, 1915, when the act was approved; 
but funds collected by voluntary groups are not within the jurisdiction of the 
department. 


A conference was held with the bank commissioner, who, while 
anxious to be co-operative and helpful in every possible way, felt that 
it was a matter somewhat outside of his jurisdiction, particularly in 
view of the fact that the charges made extended to national banks and 
other financial institutions over which he had no control. 

A general survey of the entire situation was accordingly undertaken 
as the only remaining avenue of information. A letter was prepared 
and sent to the following groups under date of October 8, 1920. 

24 savings banks. (From report of bank commissioner, 1919.) 

81 trust companies. (From report of bank commissioner, 1919.) 

17 national banks. 

36 banking houses.

A second letter was sent under date of November 20 to those who had 
not replied to the earlier communication and the answers received 
have been chartered and summarized as follows:

In connection with savings banks deposits attention is called to the 
fact that under the Massachusetts law, up to a little while ago, savings 
banks have been limited to deposits of not more than $1,000 except in 
the case of religious and charitable corporations. As public subscriptions 
for charitable purposes would usually be paid to a committee rather 
than a corporation, it is not likely that the savings banks would have 
any considerable number of such accounts on their books.

Conclusions. 
The live accounts reported total an approximate number of 100 but 


in none of the cases coming to the notice of the City Planning Board ~ 


has the balance represented any material amount, nor has there been 
any information received which would indicate that there was in the 
possession of any of these banks or banking houses any unexpended 
balance which would be available, through legislative act or otherwise, 
for any purpose other than that for which it was originally raised, and 
in the interests of which, practically without exception, it is being ex- 
pended at the present time. 

The banks and banking organizations have been co-operative and 
helpful to the last degree. The survey was made at a time when finan- 


cial circles were in a more or less disturbed condition, and at the best, 


accounts of this sort, frequently deposited in the name of an individual 
or of a committee, are rather difficult to identify. Again, the objection 
might easily have been raised by the different organizations that it would 
be a breach of business ethics to furnish the information requested 
with regard to any of their depositors, but in no case was this done. 
On the contrary, lists and balances have been submitted, access given 
to books and accounts, and every assistance possible freely tendered. 

So far as the City Planning Board is able to ascertain, therefore, the 
only funds in existence in this city today, bearing any resemblance 
whatever to the situation outlined by Mr. Delano on behalf of the 
Dorchester Board of Trade, are those held in trust by the Boston Safe 
Deposit and Trust Company, and the origin of these funds and their 
method of distribution are so foreign to the case as to render their 
further consideration entirely unnecessary. 
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The City Planning Board therefore respectfully submits that, as a 
result of their investigations with regard to balances remaining from 
unexpended charitable funds, they find no evidence to substantiate the 
charges made by Mr. Raymond P. Delano, legislative counsel for the 
Dorchester Board of Trade. 


MIscELLANEOUS Houstne ACTIVITIES. 

In the meantime a variety of housing activities were 
being carried along in different directions. 

Conferences were held with representatives of various 
labor organizations, and the plans of the Building Trades 
Unions’ Co-operative Construction and Housing Council, 
Inc., were gone into in detail. As reported to your 
Honor at that time, the City Planning Board felt that 
the co-operative principle underlying this experiment 
was essentially sound, and with proper encouragement 
and support, might reasonably be expected to contribute 
materially to the relief of existing conditions. 

As the various surveys instituted by the City Planning 
Board neared completion, it became apparent that, with 
the exception of the women, all of the various interests 
had been, or were being thoroughly canvassed with ref- 
erence to present demand and possible supply. In view 
of the fact that no other body of citizens are more 
vitally concerned in the housing question than they, «a 
group of representative women were called together, 
under the leadership of Miss Mary A. Barr, a member 
of the City Planning Board, in order that their advice, 
suggestions and material assistance might be available 
at the proper time. Ways and means of raising funds 
were considered by this group at its various meetings, as 
well as definite studies of the vacant areas available in 
various sections of the city, and possible subdivisions in 
each case. 

Every effort possible has been made to co-operate with 
the work of the Rent and Housing Committee, as well as 
with the Boston Chamber of Commerce in its attempt to 
determine causes for the existing stagnation in building 
activities throughout Boston. Conferences have also 
been held with the Women’s Municipal League, and the 
Boston Housing Association, while hearings before the 


- United States Senate Committee on Reconstruction and 


Production, the Massachusetts Chamber of Commerce 
and other organizations, have been participated in. In 
each case all the information assembled by this office 
has been gladly placed at the disposal of the investigating 


agency. 
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FinaL HousinGc Report. 


The conclusions finally arrived at by the City Planning 
Board, after an exhaustive study of every phase of the 
housing situation, is contained in a report submitted to 
your Honor under date of January 7, 1921. This report 
‘was prepared pursuant to the following order, intro- 
duced by Councilman Hagan and passed by the City 
Council at its meeting October 4, 1920, 2. e.: 


Ordered, That the City Planning Board, through his Honor the Mayor, be 
requested to furnish the City Council with information on the following subjects: 

1. To what extent does a shortage exist in housing facilities in the City of 
Boston at the present time? 

2. Have conditions improved or become more acute in the last six months? 

3. In the absence of the investment of private capital what, in the opinion of 
the Board, can the city do to relieve the situation? 

A tentative report covering these questions was submit- 
ted to your Honor under date of October 12, 1920, and in 
the meantime a resurvey, covering the same sources of 
information as outlined in the preceding report, dated 
July 12, 1920, was undertaken. 

From the returns received it was apparent that condi- 
tions had improved somewhat since July, although the 
improvement might to a certain extent be accounted for 
by the doubling up of families in many instances, the 
general tendency toward depression in industrial circles, 
and by the fact that many families had, for the time 
being at least, sought homes outside the city limits. It 
was also evident that whatever element of panic may 
have obtained heretofore, it had subsided and people had 
in a measure adjusted themselves to conditions. In some 
instances whole districts reported generally improved 
conditions while others found no change in the general 
situation. This might be to a certain extent governed 
by the rental values in the different localities. Specifi- 
cally, over fifty per cent of the agencies from which in- 
formation was sought reported no change during the 
summer months; over thirty per cent reported some 
improvement; while over fourteen per cent claimed that 
conditions had become even more acute than at the time 
of the original survey. 

The conclusion arrived at by the City Planning Board 
was that the housing question was not an isolated phase . 
of the problems accompanying the transition of the 
world from a war to a peace basis; that its settlement 
must go hand in hand with the adjustment of industrial, 
commercial and social conditions; that far from being 
solved by any one effort in any one direction, it must 
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be a gradual, sane, orderly and co-ordinated readjust- 
ment, not only of housing accommodations, but of food, 
of clothing, and of general living conditions. 

The City Planning Board further expressed its belief 
that there was no royal road to a solution of the housing 
situation by means of governmental subsidy and regula- 
tion; that the matter should be approached upon a 
broader and a more comprehensive basis; that every 
attempt should be made to bring about a reversal of pro- 
ceedings which led up to present conditions; that private 
initiative as well as governmental action was necessary ; 
that business, labor and individual interests should be 
co-ordinated and made to work in sympathy with one 
another; that governmental assistance might well be 
enlisted to insure the regular and cheap delivery of raw 
materials, together with co-operation between coastwise 
shipping, inland waterways, terminals and railroads; that 
the repopulation of the rural districts should be encour- 
aged; that worthy attempts based upon co-operative 
efforts should be given moral and financial support; and 
that steps should be taken to preclude any possibility of 


- collusion in business transactions. Assistance along these 


lines, combined with the prompt and effective handling 
of individual cases, would, in the opinion of this Board, 
make for a saner and more fundamental solution of the 
housing situation than would be had by the investment 
of public funds in a housebuilding program.*

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PLAYGROUNDS AND OPEN SPACES. 


Otp BLAKE House AND RICHARDSON PARK 
(DoRCHESTER ). 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of February 27, 1920: 


The City Planning Board is in receipt of a request from your Honor 
for a report upon the following communication from the United Im- 
provement Association:

DEAR Mayor Preters,—At the last meeting of this association it was voted that 
an appeal be made to Mayor Peters on behalf of the preservation of the Old 
Blake House and the improvement of Richardson Park, both in Dorchester, also 
that the Mayor urge an appropriation of $2,500, provided that such action has 
not already .been taken.

In reply we beg leave to submit the following: 


Under the provisions of the will of one John Richardson, a parcel of 
land between Pond and Cottage streets, Dorchester, was bequeathed to 
the City of Boston, to be used as a park or for any other purpose except 
sold for house lots. It was accepted by the city in February, 1888, and 
by vote of the city government was named and thereafter to be known 
as Richardson square. At that time it comprised an area of 75,982 
square feet, but a subsequent taking for park purposes, known as the 
Dorchesterway, reduced this area appreciably, and at the present time 
but 45,982 square feet remain of the original bequest. This parcel of 
land, according to the assessors’ books, is valued at $34,000, or about 
75 cents per square foot. Only a small amount is annually expended 
thereon for maintenance. 

Inasmuch as the income from the Parkman Fund is restricted to the 
maintenance and improvement of the Common and such parks as were 
in existence January 12, 1887, Richardson square is not eligible for any 
portion thereof, and any improvements contemplated must accordingly 
be provided for out of the general revenue. 

The “Old Blake House,” said to be built about the year 1640, is the 
eldest house in Dorchester, and one of the oldest in the entire city. It 
was occupied by members of the Blake family for nearly two hundred 
years, standing upon land on East Cottage street which was acquired by 
the city in 1895 for the purpose of providing additional greenhouse and 
nursery facilities. An appeal for the preservation of the house itself 
was made by the Dorchester Historical Society, and an order was 
passed by the City Government in September, 1895, 7. e.: 


Ordered, That the Superintendent of Public Grounds be authorized, with the 
approval of his Honor the Mayor, to place the building known as the “Old Blake 
House” at the disposal of the Dorchester Historical Society, for removal to a 
more suitable site and its permanent preservation. 
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Authority for the location of the building upon Richardson square 
was given in a further order passed by the city government in October, 
1895, 7. e.: 


Ordered, That the Dorchester Historical Society be and hereby is authorized to 
remove and place upon Richardson park the building known as ““The Old Blake 
House” in Dorchester, and to erect and maintain another building on said park 
for the uses of said society and for the collection and preservation of matters of 
historical interest; the said buildings to be placed upon such portions of said 
lot, and the external parts of said buildings to be constructed on such plans and 
kept -in such condition as the Superintendent of Public Grounds and the Mayor 
may approve, and the buildings to be open to the public at such times as said 
Superintendent, with the approval of the Mayor, may from time to time require. 


The expense involved in the removal of the Old Blake House from 
its original location on land adjoining the city greenhouses to Richard- 
son square, where it now stands, assessed to the City of Boston for 
$1,500, was met by public subscription, and the removal was accom- 
plished in the spring of 1896. The work of restoration was immedi- 
ately undertaken by the Dorchester Historical Society, and a resident 
caretaker was installed for many years. Members of the society state 
they were forced to abandon this arrangement nearly two years ago, 
however, owing to the malicious and mischievous actions of children 
and others so inclined, making it impossible for anyone to occupy the 
premises. The statement is made that windows were repeatedly 
broken, fires started, shingles torn off, and other annoyances perpe- 
trated which perhaps might not have been encountered had the build- 
ing been located on other than public property. 

These statements with regard to vandalism are not borne out by the 
testimony of the police captain in the district, nor by the patrolman in 
that section, both claiming that conditions generally are good, and that 
they have never had any serious complaint of either annoyance or 
property damage. In the meantime the Dorchester Historical Society 
claims to have been put to frequent small expense in repairing damage 
done, eventually resulting in the refusal of the caretaker to remain 
longer on the premises, their inability to find another to take his place 
under present conditions, and the closing of the building to the public 
except on special occasions. 

In the 1920 budget of the Park and Recreation Department the sum 
of $3,000 has been asked for improvements and changes at Edward 
Everett square and at Richardson square. Twelve hundred dollars of 
this amount is for work in connection with Edward Everett square, 
and $600 for change in curb and road line of Columbia road and East 
Cottage street, with the idea of facilitating traffic on Columbia road, 
which is very heavy at times. This would leave but $1,200 available for 
the improvement of Richardson square. 

The Park and Recreation Department has also had prepared a plan 
for the improvement of Richardson square and the preservation of the 
Old Blake House. This plan provides for an iron picket fence 5 feet 
high around the house, and at other locations as shown on the plan; a 
granite curb around the entire square on the line of the present gutter; 
the resurfacing of the walks on account of the change in grade occa- 
sioned by the construction of the curb; concrete steps; a wooden arch 
- located at the entrance walk to the Old Blake House; a flagstone walk; 
and planting, at an estimated expense of $6,900. While this treatment 
would no doubt add much to the appearance of the property, and the 
City Planning Board does not wish to be understood as in opposition 
to it, it nevertheless feels that the expenditure at this particular loca- 
tion is not warranted at this time in view of the much more urgent 
recreational needs of certain other sections of the city. 

The City Planning Board also feels that the Old Blake House, in 
common with every other feature of historic interest in the city, is a 
distinct asset to the community and should be preserved. Western 
cities frankly spend enormous sums of money in beautifying their park 
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systems and improving their highways in order to attract visitors from 
other cities. Here in Boston we have an unequalled historical setting, 
and every feature in connection with the early associations has a claim, 
not only upon the loyalty and patriotism of our present citizenship, but 
upon the treasury of the community as well for its proper preservation 
and maintenance. So much is said about the debt which we owe to 
posterity that the even larger debt which we owe to our forbears is 
too often lost sight of. 

The City Planning Board therefore feels that the city should make 
every effort to co-operate with the work of the Dorchester Historical 
Society in the preservation of the Old Blake House. The park area 
around it is used, more or less, for play purposes, and as the nearest 
playgrounds, the William Eustis on the west and the Strandway on 
the east, are a half mile or more away, this privilege should not be 
withdrawn. While the area is not adapted nor equipped for playground 
purposes, the health giving opportunities for restricted play and recre- 
ation should not be denied. This in itself constitutes a certain danger 
to the Old Blake House, and this Board accordingly recommends that 
a fence be erected around it as a means of protection. This fence 
should be selected and located with care in order to avoid any appear- 
ance of an attempt to keep the house in, rather than to protect it from 
invasion. It should be ornamental in design, in keeping with the his- 
torical period of the house, and at a sufficient distance from it to permit 
of a planting scheme, and at the same time render the house generally 
out of reach of annoyance and vandalism. While no attempt has been 
made to work out a definite plan, it has been roughly estimated that 
the $2,500 specified in the vote of the United Improvement Association 
would be sufficient to erect a fence with walk, entrance gate and attrac- 
tive planting scheme adjacent to the house. 

The City Planning Board therefore recommends that $1,300 be appro- 
priated in addition to the $1,200 included in the Park and Recreation 
Department budget item for the improvement of Richardson square, 
or a total of $2,500 for the purpose of erecting a fence for the protection 
of the Old Blake House and the improvement of that portion of Rich- 
ardson square immediately adjacent thereto. 
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STREETS AND TRANSPORTATION. 


WESTERN ARTERY. 


Senate bill No. 269, “An Act to authorize the City of 
Boston to lay out and construct a Highway from a Point 
at or near the Intersection of Tremont and Eliot streets, 
through Phillips Square, to a Point at or near the Inter- 
section of Bedford and Kingston streets,” designed to 
make provision for the second step in the so-called west- 
ern artery plan, was submitted to the 1920 Legislature 
by permission of your Honor. This bill was framed on 
the assumption that the extension of Stuart street, from 
Huntington avenue to the junction of Tremont and Eliot 
streets, might be accomplished under the provision of 
chapter 329 of the Special Acts of 1917, incorporating 
such modifications of the original measure as were made 
necessary by intermediate developments. 

This act having been tabled by the City Council, how- 
ever, thus rendering the project incomplete, combined 
with the fact that the city had at that time many matters 
of grave financial import confronting it, the City Plan- 
ning Board felt justified in asking that the matter be 
put over to the next General Court. 

In every conference devoted to this improvement, the 
City Planning Board has maintained that it was impor- 
tant that the present terminus of the proposed Stuart 
street extension should be at the junction of Ehot and 
Tremont streets rather than on Eliot street, at or near 
Warrenton streets, as suggested in tentative proposals, 
in order to facilitate the flow of traffic at this point, and 
also to make possible a continuation of the street through 
to the business section of the city when circumstances 
permitted. After repeated conferences on the subject 
with your Honor, the chairman of the Board of Street 
Commissioners, and the chairman of the Board of 
Assessors, an agreement was reached which was satisfac- 
tory to all and definite plans were prepared accordingly. 

Considerable time has also been devoted to a study for 
the extension of this thoroughfare, first from Tremont 
and Eliot streets to Washington street and second from 
Washington street to Phillips square. 
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CAMBRIDGE AND CouRT STREETS WIDENING AND CAUSE- 
WAY STREET EXTENSION. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of December 18, 1920: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith a report on the proposed 
widening of Cambridge street as requested in a communication received 
from you under date of November 9, 1920. 

In reply to your inquiry as to whether the City Planning Board has 
ever made a report on this matter, we would say that the Board did 
study the project to a certain extent in 1915. Its investigations at that 
time were based upon a plan providing for the widening of Court and 
Cambridge streets, from Scollay square to Bowdoin square to Charles 
street, and for the construction of a new street from Cambridge street 
to the North Station. These investigations did not reach the point of 
a formal report or definite recommendations however. ‘Phe matter 
has been accordingly taken up anew at this time, and acting upon the 
suggestion of your Honor, we have studied the plan proposed by the 
Board of Street Commissioners in the light of existing circumstances, 
as well as in combination with information already on file as the résult 
of our former investigations. 

The City Planning Board considers the widening of Cambridge street 
one of the most necessary features in the development of the city. AI- 
most the first report of the Board on “Main Thoroughfares” under date of 
June 3, 1914, recommended that as large an appropriation as the city’s 
financial condition permitted should be made each year for the widen- 
ing of its main thoroughfares, which included Cambridge street. 
Again in 1918, in response to a request for co-operation from the 
Street Improvement Committee appointed by your Honor, the Board 
called attention to certain thoroughfares, among them Cambridge 
street, which it felt were specially in need of attention. In short, the 
City Planning Board has held consistently to the position throughout, 
that Cambridge street was an important artery of traffic and that it 
should be widened and maintained in good condition. That position it 
still holds, and it is therefore free to indorse in principle the plan pro- 
posed by the Board of Street Commissioners, subject to slight modifi- 
cations as noted herein. 

At the same time, the City Planning Board feels very strongly that 
the widening of Cambridge street should not be allowed to take prece- 
dence over, nor to delay in any way, the plan for the widening and 
extension of Stuart street, from Huntington avenue to the junction of 
Tremont and Eliot streets. This improvement the City Planning Board 
considers of paramount importance. With this fact clearly understood, 
it submits herewith the following discussion with reference to the pro- 
posed widening of Cambridge and Court streets, and the laying out of 
a new street from Causeway street to Cambridge street as provided for 
in the plan proposed by the Street Laying-out Department. (Fig- 
ure 2.) 

For purposes of study and comparison, the plan adopted by the 
Street Laying-out Department in submitting estimates of cost to your 
Honor has been adhered to, and the improvement has been considered 
in four different sections, 7. e.: 

Section 1. Cambridge street, from Charles street to North Russell 
street, widened to 80 feet. 

In general the plan proposed by the Board of Street Commissioners 
for this section of the improvement is approved by the City Planning 
Board, but with the following changes suggested: 

If the plan proposed by the Board of Street Commissioners is carried 
out, the actual available width of Cambridge street, as it approaches

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Charles street and the Cambridge Bridge, owing to the space con- 
sumed in the location of the massive columns which support the Ele- 
vated structure at this point, will be less than fifty feet. This, in view 
; of the increased volume of traffic which will naturally follow the widen- 
ing of Charles street, as well as the widening of Cambridge street itself, 
would be not only entirely inadquate, but it would lead to a serious 
condition of delay, confusion,’and congestion at this point. ~ 
The City Planning Board therefore recommends that additional 
properties be taken on the south side of the Elevated structure 
(Figure 3), leaving a reserved space approximately 50 feet wide and 
200 feet long, between Hamilton Coolidge square and West Cedar street. 
This would permit of traffic being divided and easily regulated, all 
easterly moving vehicles passing to the south of the reserved space, 
and all westerly moving vehicles continuing as at present on the north 
side of the Elevated columns to Charles street.

The reserved space in itself would be valuable as a safety zone for 
passengers boarding and leaving surface cars; and would further afford 
excellent opportunity for the construction of entrance and exit stair- 
ways in the event of an Elevated station being established at this 
point, a feature closely allied to the improvement now under consider- 
ation, and one which the City Planning Board considers really vital 
and necessary. 

The plan submitted by the City Planning Board also shows a slight 
cutting back of the land belonging to the Massachusetts Charitable 
Eye and Ear Infirmary at the southwest corner of Short Side road and 
Charles street, thereby facilitating the flow of traffic from the parkway 
into Charles street. 

Section 2. Cambridge street, from Chambers street to Bowdoin 
square, widened to 60 feet. 

In this connection the City Planning Board firmly believes that the 
interests of the city would be better served by the construction of a 
street 70 feet in width rather than 60 feet, particularly in view of the 
study now being made for a teaming tunnel to and from East Boston. 
While plans have not been made public, such an improvement would 
doubtless be planned to link up with the widened Cambridge street, 
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possibly through Hanover street, thus making a direct artery of travel 
between East Boston and the Cambridge Bridge. Cambridge street 
would thus become one of the most important main thoroughfares in 
the city, second only to the proposed Stuart street widened and ex- 
tended, and in order to properly meet the demands which would be 
made upon it, it should be a full 70 feet in width. 

The smaller blueprint accompanying this report (Figure 4), 
shows a slight cutting back of property at the northeast corner of 
Cambridge street and Chambers street. This in the opinion of the 
City Planning Board is necessitated by the presence of the concrete 
structure surrounding the open incline into the subway at this point, 
and the regulation of the increased volume of traffic which is bound to 
follow in the wake of the improvement. 

There is one feature in connection with the widening comprehended | 
in this section to which the City Planning Board would call attention 
merely as a matter of information and precaution. The plan now under 
consideration for the widening of Cambridge street, as proposed by the

Board of Street Commissioners and indorsed by the City Planning 
Board, provides for the taking of a strip of land from the park area in 
front of the old West Church, now used by the West End Branch 
Library. This park area, known as Lowell square, was acquired by the 
city in 1849, by purchase from the West Boston Society under a proviso 
that it should be “enclosed, ornamented, and forever kept open as a 
public square under such rules and regulations as the council may 
attach.” This is a technicality, however, which can doubtless be taken 
care of in a perfectly legal and proper manner. 

Section 3. Court street, from Bowdoin square to Scollay square, 
widened to 60 feet. : 

Beyond reiterating its opinion that the interests of the city would be 
better served by the construction of a 70-foot street rather than one 60 
feet in width as proposed, the City Planning Board has no suggestion to 
offer at this time with regard to the plan submitted for this section of 
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the improvement. The widened Cambridge street will possess many at- 
tractive possibilities as a convenient means of entrance to and exit from 
the down-town section of the city. Automobile traffic from many of the 
outlying suburbs would doubtless make use of the widened thorough- 
fare; heavy teaming and trucking will be only too anxious to utilize 
its advantages; while its physical connections with subways, tunnels 
and elevated railroads portends a use of the street so extensive that 
the City Planning Board feels justified in emphasizing its expressed 
belief that a 70-foot street is not only justified but entirely necessary. 

Section 4. Causeway Street, Extended from Leverett Street to 
Cambridge Street at Blossom street, 60 Feet Wide. 

The need for a street cutting across this section of the city linking up 
Causeway street and the traffic emanating from the North Station with 
the widened Cambridge street, is so obvious as to preclude argument. 
The City Planning Board considers it a most essential part of the im- 
provement, but in this case also, is convinced that the widening should 
be to 70 feet. 

The exact location of the street lines has apparently been carefully 
studied by the Board of Street Commissioners and the City Planning 
Board has no criticism to offer. The lines as at present laid down leave 
several small remnants of little value for the building purposes, but these 
can doubtless be combined with open areas adjoining in such a way 
as to result to the advantage of the district. 

From Leverett street to Merrimac street, Causeway street is at pres- 
ent of an average approximate width of 40 feet. The City Planning 
Board feels that this should also be widened to 70 feet as a part of the 
general improvement. 

The City Planning Board therefore indorses the plan proposed by 
the Board of Street Commissioners for the widening of Cambridge 
and Court streets, from Charles street to Scollay square, and for the 
laying out of a new street from Causeway street to Cambridge, at 
Blossom street, with the following specific recommendations: 


(1.) That additional property be acquired at the intersection of Cambridge 
and Charles streets in order to permit of a division of traffic at this point. 

(2.) That sufficient land be acquired at the corner of Short Side road and 
Charles street to permit of the corner being cut back. 

(3.) That property be acquired at the corner of Chambers and Cambridge 
a to permit of the corner being cut back as shown on blueprint. (Fig- 


ure 4. 
(4.) That Cambridge street, from Chambers street to Bowdoin square, and 


Court street, from Bowdoin square to Scollay square, be widened to a width of 70 
feet instead of 60 feet as proposed. 


(5.) That Causeway street extended from Leverett street to Cambridge street, 
at Blossom street, be constructed to a width of 70 feet instead of 60 feet as pro- 


Pp 
(6.) That Causeway street, from Leverett street to Merrimac street, be 
widened to 70 feet. 


TraFrric TUNNEL TO East Boston. 


The City Planning Board was called into conference 
by the Street Laying-Out Department with regard to a 
report submitted to your Honor by the United Improve- 
ment Association recommending the construction of a 
four-section subway, for pedestrian and vehicular traffic 
from the South End of Boston under the congested part 
of the city to and under the Harbor to East Boston. 

In the joint report submitted to your Honor under 
date of December 29, 1920, the facts were set forth that, 
in the opinion of the City Planning Board and the Street 
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Laying-Out Department, such a tunnel would not be of 
sufficient public utility to warrant the expenditure of such 
a large sum of money, estimated to be about $40,000,000; 
also, that such a tunnel would do but little to relieve 
surface highways of either pedestrian or vehicular traffic. 
The opinion was further expressed that the surface pos- 
sibilities for the relief of traffic in the down-town district 
had not been exhausted; that street widenings and exten- 
sions could yet be made which would permit a free move- 
ment of vehicles in any direction; that such improve- 
ments could be made at a cost far below what a tunnel 
such as proposed would cost; that they would result 
in actual benefits to traffic that could not be obtained by 
a tunnel; and that they would have the further ad- 
vantage of enhancing real estate values thereby con- 
stituting a direct benefit to the treasury of the city by 
increasing the tax revenues. 


HIGHWAY, SOUTH STATION To Back Bay. 


An order was passed by the City Council at its meet- 
ing December 20, 1920, introduced by Councilman Wat- 
son, providing for the appointment of a special committee 
of five members to confer with the Board of Street Com- 
missioners and the City Planning Board as to the feasi- 
bility and possibility of providing a direct highway from 
the South Station to the Back Bay. The plan as out- 
lined was based upon the electrification of the railroads 
and the erection of a bridge from the end of the old 
Atlantic Avenue (Cove Street) Bridge over the railroad 
tracks to St. Mary’s street, Brookline, as a means of 
relief for automobile and other vehicular traffic in the 
down-town section. 

At the conference held on this matter, the City Plan- 
ning Board took the ground that the Stuart street 
widening and extension and the Cambridge and Court 
street widenings should come first; and that while the 
matter of this highway was important it should be made 
absolutely contingent upon electrification. A similar 
plan was proposed in the report of the City Planning 
Board on “Larger Aspect of Passenger Transportation 
in Metropolitan Boston” (1914) at which time the 
recommendation was made, among other things, 


“That the railroads be electrified and that the Boston and Albany tracks be 
covered over for a teaming boulevard from the Cove Street Bridge to Common- 


wealth avenue.’’ 


One of the arguments advanced by the City Planning 
Board at that time in support of this recommendation 
was that it would give the city at small expense a new 
teaming thoroughfare which would cross at grade every 
important radial thoroughfare in the city. 
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ASHLAND STREET WIDENING. 


(Mt. Hope District.) 


In the report of this Board on “Main Thoroughfares,”: 
submitted to the Mayor and City Council under date 
of June 3, 1914, attention was called to certain streets 
that were then, and probably always would be, the most 
important arteries of traffic from Boston to other cities 
and towns, and between different parts of the city itself. 
The map which accompanied this report showed the 
route through Ashland street from Roslindale square 
and through Oakland street to Mattapan square as one 
of these main thoroughfares and the recommendation 
was made that as large an appropriation as the city’s 
financial condition will permit be made each year for the 
widening of these main thoroughfares substantially in 
accordance with the plan submitted. _ 

At the solicitation of the Mt. Hope Citizens’ Associa- 
tion the matter was again taken up, and the City Plan- 
ning Board was advised by the Street Laying-Out De- 
partment that they were having an estimate made of the 
cost of widening and constructing Ashland and Oakland 
streets. 


MISCELLANEOUS TRANSPORTATION MATTERS. 


(a.) The investigation under way by the Department 
of Public Utilities and the Transit Department of a com- 
prehensive rapid transit system for the Dorchester dis- 
trict, as provided by chapter 26 of the Acts of 1920, was 
considered by this Board, and inasmuch as it might in- 
volve certain changes in the vicinity of Mattapan square 
which should be accompanied by a redivision of street 
lines in that locality to insure proper development of the 
surrounding area, the City Planning Board offered to 
co-operate with the Joint Board in its study of the 
situation. 

(b.) The plan proposed by George C. Hill, 582 Blue 
Hill avenue, Dorchester, providing for a cement overhead 
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bridge or roadway of artistic design, commencing at 
Arlington street, opposite Commonwealth avenue, and 
ending at Tremont street, in the vicinity of Temple place 
or West street, was also considered and the members 
of the Board expressed themselves as opposed to any 
further diminution of the Common, or any cutting of 
streets across, or any traffic subways beneath or over 
the Common. 

(c.) The Board also expressed itself as opposed to the 
plan for a proposed autoway between Scollay square and 
Commonwealth avenue. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCES. 


For the first time the Board was permitted by circum- 
stances to be represented at annual conferences of organi- 
zations devoted to matters of direct interest. These in- 
cluded: 

National Conference on City Planning, twelfth annual 
meeting, held in Cincinnati, Ohio, April 19 to 22 in- 
clusive, at which the Board was represented by the sec- 
retary. A report upon the proceedings of the conference 
appeared in the May 29, 1920, issue of the City Record. 

The annual meeting of the Massachusetts Federation 
of Planning Boards, held in Amherst, Mass., on’ October 
15, was also attended by the secretary and a copy of her 
report was published in the December 18, 1920, issue of 
the City Record. 

It was a matter of regret to the Board that attendance 
at the eighth annual meeting of the National Housing 
Association, held in Bridgeport, Conn., December 9 to 
11 inclusive, was rendered impossible by reason of the 
fact that, according to section 2, chapter 274, of the Acts 
of 1914, the aggregate for persons attending conferences 
as delegates of the City of Boston had been already spent 
and no further money was available for traveling ex- 
penses for any department during the year 1920. 

The City Planning Board considers representation at 
these annual conferences desirable and advantageous, not 
only on account of the information to be gained from 
the papers read and the discussions held, but also in 
the further and perhaps almost greater benefit to be 
derived from actual contact and acquaintance with the 
best and most expert city planning minds in the country, 
combined with the opportunity of hearing at first hand 
the experiences of other communities. 


C0-OPERATING COMMITTEE. 


It has been suggested by members of several different 
groups that a committee of public spirited citizens should 
be organized who would co-operate with the work of the 
City Planning Board by stimulating and crystallizing 
public opinion and by arousing an intelligent and con- 
structive public criticism of its work. It was pointed out 
that Chicago and Philadelphia, notably among other 
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cities, are carrying through great improvements largely 
due to the force operative behind individuals and ideas. 

The suggestion coincided with the views of the City 
Planning Board and a letter requesting your Honor to 
take the necessary, initial steps toward the organization 
of such a co-operating committee was submitted under 
date of October 5, 1920. 


PUBLICITY AND CO-OPERATION. 


The other city departments, state departments and 
semipublic organizations have been co-operative and 
helpful, whenever possible, while the local papers have 
been generous and constructive in their treatment of 
problems studied by the City Planning Board. In addi- 
tion special articles on traffic and housing have been 
prepared for various publications, and photographs 
showing local conditions have been taken for the benefit 
of city planning periodicals. Frequent lectures on dif- 
ferent phases of their work have also been given by 
members of the department with the two-fold object of 
stimulating public interest and at the same time giving 
to the various groups addressed the benefit of first-hand 
information with regard to matters studied and recom- 
mendations made.

Boston, February 1, 1921. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear S1r,— The report of the Consumptives’ Hos- 
pital Department for the year ending January 31, 1921, 
is respectfully submitted herewith. 

The Board of Trustees met on May 13, 1920, and 
organized for the year. John F. O’Brien was elected 
chairman and James J. Minot secretary. 


The appropriation for the year 1920-21 was 
$371,899.04. The expenses for the year were $351,240.63, 
leaving a balance of $20,658.41, which was turned back 
to the city measury: 


Th: receipts for the year were $93,327.93, which 
are not credited to the hospital but paid into the city 
treasury. This makes the net cost of the hospital 
to the city $257,912.70. 


Below is given a table showing the cost, the receipts 
and the net cost, together with the figures for the 
principal activities of the hospital for a number of years. 
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From the above tables it appears that the cost exclusive 
of salaries for the year 1920 was $37,704.17 more than 
for the year 1919. The chief reasons for this increase 
were as follows: Food cost in 1920, $4,261.10 more 
than in 1919; forage and animal, $1,135.70; fuel, 
$16,514.67; furniture and fittings, $2,990.27; medical 
equipment, $1,103.51; repairs, etc., $5,680.14; indus- 
tries, $1,996.83 (a new undertaking). 


Under chapter 637,, Acts of 1912, the state allows a 
subsidy of $5 a week for those patients who have 
“tubercle bacilli in their sputum.”’ a 

Under chapter 238, Acts of 1920, subsidy is allowed 
for patients who do not show bacilli in their sputum 
but who in the opinion of the hospital staff and of the 
State Department of Health have ‘‘consumption.” Up 
to December 1, 1920, subsidy has been asked for 60 
such patients. It was allowed for 51 and refused for 9. 

No subsidy 13 allowed for patients who are employed 
and paid by the hospital, nor for those whose board 
at the hospital is paid by the state. When the board 
is paid for by another city or town, that city or town 
can apply for subsidy; Boston cannot. 

The amount allowed for subsidy appearing in annual 
reports of the hospital is for the preceding year and 
not for the year of the report. 


The length of stay of the patients in the hospital, at 
Mattapan, for successive years is shown in the table 
below. Patients who had entered the hospital less than 
three weeks before the day in January this census was 
taken were not counted.

The increased number of admissions to the hospital 
in 1916 was due to the fact that new wards had been 
completed. There were less admissions in 1920 than in 
-any year. ‘The decrease in admissions for the last year 
and more has been chiefly among the “cottage cases.” 
These are the patients well enough to be up all day. 

There are more nonpulmonary cases of tuberculosis 
in the hospital than ever before. Because the hospital 
beds were not needed for pulmonary cases and had not 
been filled for some years the trustees have admitted 
chronic “‘surgical’’ tuberculosis cases. There was prac- 
ny no place where these cases could go and be cared 

or. 


In the year 1920 there were 821 deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis in Boston. In the same year there 
were 243 deaths at the hospital at Mattapan and 172 
deaths at home, a total of 415 among the patients under 
the care of the hospital. Fifty-one per cent of all the 
deaths in Boston during this year occurred in patients 
under the care of the hospital. In the year 1919, 62 
per cent occurred under the care of the hospital. (The 
per cent 513 printed in the report for 1919 was wrong.) 


The table on page 6 gives the total number of new 
and old cases treated at the day clinics of the out- 
patient department as well as the percentage of positive 
cases by years since the beginning.

In addition to the day clinics there is once a week an 
evening clinic. At the evening clinics there are usually 
some 70 new and 500 old cases treated (this year 69 new 
and 517 old) in a year. 


This table, as well as the one given above for the 
ward patients at Mattapan, shows a marked decrease in 
new cases of recent years. Similar decreases have 
occurred in other places. The explanation for them is 
not known. Various reasons have been given, none of 
which seem to be entirely satisfactory. 


More has been done this year than before in the way 
of entertainment for the patients. The trustees wish 
to thank those who have given these entertainments 
and also those who have given books for their kindness 
and their thoughtfulness for the consumptives, confined 
for months and even years to the hospital grounds. 


The entertainments for patients are held in the “ day 
camp” dining room. This room is unfinished on the 
inside. It is used as the dining room for the cottage 
patients and for church services as well as entertain- 
ments., The trustees have asked for money to properly 
finish this room. 
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The occupational therapy department has passed the 
experimental stage. Many more patients are occupied 
with this work than last year. They make, under the 
instruction and supervision of teachers, a great variety 
of things, which are sold, the patients receiving pay for 
their work. It has added very much to the happiness 
and contentment of the patients and given them 
interesting occupation which takes their minds off 
themselves. This work is done by those confined 
entirely to bed, often not able to even sit up, as well as 
by those who are the least sick. A great variety of 
work is done and well done, making baskets, caning 
chairs, making rugs on hand looms or hooked rugs, 
weaving many and beautiful scarfs, belts, etc., making 
jewelry, much beadwork, carving, toy making, lace 
making, embroidery, much knitting by men as well as 
women, dressmaking and many other things. The 
money received by the patients helps to support their 
families and to provide their own clothes. 

The present workshop is in a basement. The room 
is small, badly lighted and heated and ill-suited for the 
purpose. The trustees have asked for the money 
necessary to convert an unused ‘“‘bridge’’ between 
Wards A and B into a large and proper workshop and 
where the sun shines all day. 


The trustees having concluded that the cost of keep- 
ing cows and producing a part of the milk used at the 
hospital was greater than the cost of purchasing the 
same amount of milk, have sold the cows. This will 
increase the amount asked for in the budget under D-2, 
food and ice, correspondingly. The total amount for 
the cost of food to the hospital, however, should be less. 
The cow barn was already old when the property was 
bought and far from a proper modern cow tieup. 


The amount asked for in the budget under D-3, fuel, 
is more because the supply department feels that there 
should always be at the hospital a larger surplus supply 
on hand than has been kept there before. During the 
winter when the snow is heavy it has been very difficult 
to get coal delivered. More than once the supply has 
been sufficient for a few hours only. 


The high tension electric wires have been strung on 
poles. The poles and wire were getting old; some had 
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already fallen. Fortunately no one was injured. The 
trustees have made a contract to bury all these wires: 
When this is done, all the current used will pass through 
one transformer and one meter instead of through 
several, as now is the case. 


Only a very small part of the interior walls of any 
of the hospital buildings has been painted. The 
trustees have in previous years asked for money to do 
this painting with and ask it again this year. 


OutT—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The out-patient department is the center of a most 
important part of the hospital’s work. The work done 
at this clinic and by the nurses at the homes, who 
spread the gospel of right living, knowledge in regard 
to contagion, proper housing, food and cooking in the 
districts of the less educated, does more to eradicate 
tuberculosis than anything else. In January, 1920, 
Boston had 7 more clinic hours a week per 100,000 
population than Philadelphia, twice as many as New 
York or Cincinnati and still more than any other large 
city had. (United States Census Bureau report.) 


A new out-patient building is absolutely necessary. 
Not only is the house now used utterly too small and 
badly arranged, but it is to be taken down and new 
commercial buildings are to be erected. 


The budget for 1921-22 has been submitted already. 


Attention is called to the reports made to the trustees 
by the chief of staff and by the superintendent and to 
the financial reports which follow these reports. 


During the year the following changes have occurred: 

July 15. Dr. Samuel Cline was appointed second 
laryngological assistant. 

November 1. The position of assistant physician for 
diseases of children was made and Dr. Eli Friedman 
was appointed to this position for 3ix months.

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL STAFF. 


Boston, January 31, 1921. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 


The report of the medical staff of the Boston Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital for the year ending January 31, 
1921, is herewith submitted. 


A. HospitaL, MATTAPAN. 


As anticipated in last year’s report, the shortage of 
assistant resident physicians has been to a considerable 
degree during the past year overcome. While there has 
not at all times been a full quota of residents, there has 
always been a sufficient number to properly carry on the 
medical work. 

There have been no resignations from the visiting 
staff during the past year. ‘The following new appoint- 
ments have been made: On July 15 Dr. Samuel Cline 
was appointed assistant visiting laryngologist; on 
November 1 Dr. Eli Friedman was appointed assistant 
physician for diseases of children, and on December 1 
Dr. Frederick A. Keyes was appointed visiting dental 
surgeon. 

Doctor Childs has continued to direct the work of the 
clinical laboratory, and in spite of the fact that she has 
not had adequate assistants she has constantly main- 
tained the usual high standard of the laboratory. ‘The 
records of the laboratory for the year show, roughly, 
2,800 sputum examinations and 728 miscellaneous 
examinations. 

The X-ray department has shown a very gratifying 
growth during the year, the total number of house cases 
examined being 511. Besides these there were examined 
in this department 288 cases from the out-patient depart- 
ment. For the past six months Doctor O’Brien has 
been assisted by Doctor Ames, one of our former resident 
physicians. The importance of this work and its rapid 
growth make it evident that in the near future it will 
be necessary to employ a regular technician. » 

In last year’s report considerable attention was given 
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to the consideration of the industrial work for patients 
which was organized and is still being conducted by 
Miss Emmons. There has been a continued demon- 
stration during the past twelve months of the importance 
of this work to the patients. The most important 
consideration is perhaps the fact that there is a distinct 
change in the attitude of the patients in general toward 
this industrial work. It is now possible to interest a 
considerably larger proportion of the patients than was 
formerly the case. Were the facilities for this work to 
be enlarged it seems evident that a considerably larger 
number of patients would be ready to accept its advan- 
tages. In order to accomplish this it will be necessary 
to give Miss Emmons additional assistants and to en- 
large the space where the work is done. At present 
Miss Emmons has only one assistant for three days each 
week and one helper from among the patients. In all, 
110 different patients have been enrolled in this work 
during the year. 

The regular instruction of students from the Harvard 
and Tufts Medical Schools has been continued as usual 
and is, we believe, a very strong asset for the hospital. 
In addition to the teaching previously done, Doctor 
Friedman is now conducting a course for graduate 
students from the Harvard Medical School which meets 
at the hospital and in the children’s wards once each 
week, 

A very important step has been taken this year. in 
the organization of a definite dental department in the 
hospital at Mattapan. Early in June, 1920, Doctor 
Keyes was given a temporary appointment of six months 
as dental surgeon in order that he might make a careful 
survey of the needs for dental work at Mattapan. 
On July 28, 1920, Doctor Keyes made a most important 
report on the conditions found among a representative 
group of patients examined. The following table gives 
a summary of his findings:

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In explanation of these figures Doctor Keyes says, 
“the ninety-seven cases of pyorrheea are really advanced 
cases, with loose teeth covered with salivary calculus, 
with gums red and turgid, and pus oozing from the 
alveolar sockets, and the breath in most cases very 
foul.””’ He further states that the majority of the 


eases in the group of gingivitis are in reality cases of 


incipient pyorrhcea. ‘‘The mouths in the case of the 
group of seventy-four patients noted as needing extrac- 
tion are in very bad condition. ‘These patients have 
from one to twenty badly broken-down teeth with 
dirty roots, many with acute or chronic abscesses. At 
least 75 per cent of the cases noted to have cavities 
needing filling were among the children. The edentulous 
patients are those who have neither teeth nor plates.” 
Doctor Keyes particularly calls attention in the case 
of the adults to the almost universal evidence of lack 
of mouth hygiene. In spite of the abundant evidence 
of the need of dental care among the children, Doctor 
Keyes takes occasion to compliment the department on 
the excellent care which has been given the teeth among 
the children as evidences of careful brushing which 
has been enforced. 

Regarding the work accomplished since December 1 


- Doctor Keyes reports as follows: 


Since beginning the actual work in the wards I have come 
to realize that the previous report underestimated the real 
conditions existing. A great amount of emergency work 
has been done. In fact, we have been forced, for the present, 
to limit the scope of dental work to treatment of acute abscesses, 


pulpitis, pyorrhoea, etc. Some bed cases have been treated 


and even extractions successfully done. The patients appear 
very grateful.

It is planned, wherever possible, to examine all cases upon 
entrance to the hospital so that dental work may be done at 
once, if this is practicable. 
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A system of follow-up work to note general improvement 
in patients is planned, and it is hoped in the near future that 
material of scientific interest may be available. 


Pavilion Wards for Adults. 


The total number of patients remaining in the pavilion 
wards on February 1, 1920, was 201, comprising 148 | 
males and 538 females. The number of patients re- 
maining on February 1, 1921, was 142 males and 59 
females, or a total of 201. During the year 522 patients, 
comprising 357 males and 165 ‘females, were admitted, 
and a total of 522, comprising 363 males and 159 females, 
were discharged. Thus the total number of patients 
treated in these wards during the year was 723, as 
compared with 915, 989 and 1,184, respectively, for 
the previous three years. It was suggested in last 
year’s report that this falling off in the total number 
of cases treated in the wards year by year was probably 
in large part due to the fact that during the war the 
patients found it an easy matter to obtain lucrative 
employment. The continued decrease during the past 
year, that is, since the termination of the war, would 
seem to indicate that this is not the main factor. Com- 
parative figures given below as well as the experience © 
of the out-patient department and the records of the 
Boston Health Department seem rather to point to the 
probability that tuberculosis is slowly waning in the 
community. Similar conclusions have been reached by 
investigators in other communities and it has been 
repeatedly claimed of late years by various authorities 
that the anti-tuberculosis work of the past twenty 
years is now bearing fruit.

B. Ovut—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 
Day Clinic. 


No changes in the staff of the out-patient department 
have occurred during the year, the remaining members 
of the staff preferring to take the extra months which 
have become available during the past year or two by 
resignations. Doctors Kent and Downing have con- 
tinued to serve six months each as assistant directors 
of the clinic. 

The asthma clinic, particularly referred to in last 
year’s report, which has been under the direction of 
Doctor Cronin, has continued to show a gratifying 
development, the number of patients being considerably 
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in excess of that of last year. As previously the clinic 
is held each Wednesday and the usual attendance varie3 
from twenty to thirty patients. 

Dr. Clarence Gable, assisted by Miss Herrick, an 
expert technician, has organized a research laboratory 
and during the year has been carrying on a very impor- 
tant investigation. This beginning of a scientific labora- 
tory in the out-patient department is a step of unusual 
importance. 

Year after year attention has been called in this report 
to the urgent need of a new out-patient building. 

The situation in this respect is now actually critical. 
Cramped and generally inadequate quarters and equip- 
ment make effective work enticely impossible. In a 
word, the conditions are utterly demoralizing to both 
the staff and patients. It has not infrequently happened 
during the past year that patients have refused to 
attend the clinic because of the deplorable conditions 
there. 

The total number of patients treated during the year 
was 8,479, or 1,590 new patients and 6,889 old. Similar 
figures, together with those of the percentage of positive 
cases by years since the out-patient department was 
opened in 1907, are given in the following table:

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For some years there has been a general tendency 
indicated in this table to a smaller number of new and 
total cases. For the present year the total number of 
new cases is less than during any previous year. ‘This 
fact cannot be accounted for by conditions arising out 
of the war as was previously suggested, but must be 
due to some other factors. This experience seems to 
lend weight to the explanation offered above under 
Section A, namely, that the active cases in the munic- 
ipality are gradually being rounded up and that prophy- 
laxis is having its effect in diminishing the number of 
new cases of infection. In line with this argument it 
will be noted that the percentage of positive cases is 
also smaller than for the majority of previous years. 
Doubtless other factors also play a part in causing this 
decline and there is no possibility of strictly evaluating 
them. There has certainly been no abatement of the 
organized effort to bring new cases to the dispensary. 
The moderate increase in the number of old cases seen 
during the year is undoubtedly due to the fact that a 
systematic campaign on the part of the nurses to bring 
all old cases to the clinic has been pushed vigorously.

Evening Clinic. 


For several years the total number of both old and 
new patients treated in this clinic has been slowly but 
steadily decreasing. It is interesting this year to note 
a quite material increase in the numbers. ‘This increase 
is shown not only in the total attendance for the year 
but also in the number of new cases. Indeed, it is in 
the latter where the increase is most striking. 

The totals for the year are 69 new cases and 517 old 
cases.

C. RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Of the five major recommendations made in last 
year’s report only one has in part been carried out, 
namely, the establishment of a dental clinic at the hos- 
pital at Mattapan. The arguments there urged in 
support of these recommendations still hold with as 
great if not greater force than a year ago.

To the Trustees of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 

The report of the work for the year 1920 is herewith 
presented : 

There were 8,479 patients treated at the day clinic of 
the out-patient department during the year. One thou- 
sand five hundred and ninety of these were new cases. 
Five hundred and eighty-six cases were treated at the 
night clinic, of which 69 were new cases. 

On February 1, 1920, there were 377 patients in the 
wards in the hospital at Mattapan. There were 
admitted during the year 497 and 522 were discharged. 
The number of deaths during the year was 248. 

In the children’s ward, February 1, 1920 there were 
59 children. There were admitted during the year 39; 
47 were discharged, of whom 11 died. 

The out-patient department shows an increase in the 
work over last year and the crowded condition referred 
to in previous reports is much more apparent and tends 
to show the very urgent need of a new out-patient 
building. 

The occupational therapy, which was introduced into 
this hospital in 1919, has been carried on very success- 
fully during the past year. It has not only proved a 
source of enjoyment but has furnished part-time em- 
ployment for many of the patients who have been 
instructed in many kinds of work, including basket 
making, weaving, needlework and beadwork. The work 
of the patient in this department has been excellent. 

Many entertainments were held during the year for 
the patients at the day camp building. These included 
moving pictures, concerts, minstrel shows, etc., and as 
in the past, the success of these affairs was due in great 
measure to the chaplain, the Rev. Francis A. Burke. 

We are still compelled to lease a house outside the 
hospital grounds to accommodate a number of the 
employees. It is due to this condition and the fact that 
there is little chance for recreation, because of the lack 
of accommodations, that I again recommend the erection 
of a nurses’ home. 
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The va ric s officers and employees of the department 
ve se ved very faithfully during the year and deserve 

ommendation for the interest taken in the work.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
NURSES TO THE OUT-PATIENT DEPART- 
MENT. 


To ArtTHuR J. Wuitn, M. D., Superintendent: 


The past year has shown very few changes in the 
character of the work done at the out-patient depart- 
ment. For the year ending January 31, 1921, 6,142 
patients were carried by the nurses of the out-patient 
department. Of this number, 612 patients were ‘‘ home” 
cases, a large majority of these being referred for hospital 
care or bedside nursing. 

The number of visits made by the nurses for the year 
was 60,628; 6,532 of these visits were to patients of 
private physicians, investigation being made in many of 
these cases for the survey of the Boston Health Depart- 
ment. More than one visit is often required in these cases, 
in order to feel assured that proper precautions are really 
taken. Often patients refuse to believe they are a 
source of danger to others, and will take no precautions. 
With this class of patient the only remedy seems to be 
visiting often enough to know just what is going on in 
the family, trying to educate both the patient and family 
and keeping the whole family in constant touch with the 
clinic or private physician to avert a calamity. 

Substitutes now allowed for sick nurses have helped 
very much. ‘Three substitutes were employed and their 
work was most satisfactory. 

By the appointment of two extra nursing maids it has 
been possible to transfer two nurses to the asthma 
clinic. There are still eight nurses in the clinic four 
mornings a week and one in the night clinic, leaving 
eight districts with nurses on them only about three and 
a half days a week. No nurse carries less than 150 
patients. It would seem that at least five more nurses 
are needed for the work. 

The number of days lost by the nurses was very large 
this year, but as substitutes were provided it did not 
mean there was so much less work done. 

The hospital waiting list has been a very short one 
this last year. At the end of each month practically 
the only ones on the waiting list were the patients who 
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were put on the last clinic day of the month, with the 
exception of the list for beds in the children’s ward. 
The number of children waiting is never very large, 
possibly four or five at the end of each month. Chil- 
dren are on the waiting list for weeks and sometimes 
months. 

The asthma clinic has continued throughout the 
year with an average attendance of about thirty. Relief 
to these patients has been very pronounced. These 
patients are very faithful in their attendance and express 
their gratitude for the relief they get. 

For the past few months the problem of ‘‘no work’’ 
has been met again, but by linking up with the different 
relief-giving agencies it has been possible to tide many 
of them over this period. The ‘‘homeless men”’ problem 
seems to have gone by. 

In our program for the following year w e will continue 
to emphasize the necessity of having all members of a 
family examined where there is a tubercular case, 
especially the children, for after all, though so much of 
our work must of necessity be with the tubercular person, 
isn’t the education and constant supervision of the 
exposed person going to give us the best results? 

This last year appeals to different charitable agencies 
and individuals have met with excellent results. The 
out-patient department is very much indebted to the 
American Invalid Aid of America, the Needlework 
Guild of America, the First Parish Church of Dorchester, 
the various St. Vincent dePaul Conferences, the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, the Young 
Men’s Christian Union, Fruit and Flower Mission, the 
Boston American Christmas Basket Fund, the Boston 
Evening Record Coal Fund, the Lend a Hand Society, 
Fragment Society, St. Cecilia’s Guild and personal 
friends of Doctor Floyd and the nurses. The hearty 
co-operation of the Family Welfare Union, the Jewish 
Welfare Union and the Boston Provident Association 
has been given. 

In closing I wish to thank the doctors for their 
many courtesies and nurses for their assistance and 
co-operation.

Sir,— In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


During the current year the nineteenth amendment 
to the federal constitution was ratified, which provides 
that the right of citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by the United States 
or by any state on account of sex. The ratification of 
said amendment placed additional burden upon this 
department of providing means to register the women 
who desired to take advantage of their right to vote. 
Some 56,354 women availed themselves of this privilege 
and were registered. ‘The time of outside registration 
in wards was extended by direction of the Mayor, 2 
evenings before the state primary, and 3 evenings before 
the presidential election, and 2 additional registrars 


ee bed 
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were added in each ward registration place. Ten addi- 
tional registrars were employed in the central office 
and the offices on the first floor of City Hall Annex, 
namely, Registry Department, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures Department, a room of Public Buildings 
Department, and the room of the Employees’ Credit 
Union, were used by this department, many days and 
evenings for this registration. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held December 16, 1919, the num- 
ber of male and female voters on the list was 135,900. 
The number of such voters on the first lists published by 
the Board August 1, 1920, was 120,808. From that 
time to the close of registration for the city election 
there were added the names of 82,858 voters. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on the 
day of the city election, held December 14, 1920, was 
203,666, an increase of 67,766 over the number on the 
list at the preceding city election. 


ABSENT VOTING. 


This office received 974 requests for applications for 
absent voters’ ballots. From this number 927 applica- 
tions were received. From the number of applications 
properly filed, 871 were found to be voters qualified to 
receive a ballot and ballots were mailed to said appli- 
cants. 

682 ballots were received in this office in time to be 
distributed to the various precincts before the close of 
the polls. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS. 


Under the provisions of chapter 258 of the General 
Acts of 1918, entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide for Supple- 
mentary Registration of Soldiers and Sailors,’’ 4 men 
in the military service availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by this act by registering as voters of. 
this city during the periods after the close of registra- 
tion for citizens not in the service up to the third day 
preceding the state and city elections.

Dear S1r,—In accordance with section 24, chapter 3 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, City of Boston, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the Fire Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1921. 


FINANCES. 


The total amount spent in maintaining the department 
during the year was $3,223,133.35, including the Wire 
Division. The increased expenditure for 1920-21 over 
1919-20 is due to the following causes: High cost of 
supplies, increase in pay of officers, men, clerks and in- 
spectors, four-year provision for maximum pay, and the 
fact that the appropriation for the Wire Division for 
1920-21 covered an entire year while in the previous 
year it was for seven months. 


ALTERATIONS TO Houses.—PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 


In the quarters of Engine Company 26-35, Mason 
street, the first floor was torn out, walls and ceilings 
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cleared. A new reinforced concrete floor, from front to 
rear, was installed. New structural I-beams were added 
for the support of the second and third floors and roof, 
when the rest of the building is remodeled. The walls 
and ceilings were fireproof plastered and a handsome 
brick wainscot run along the walls of the apparatus 
room. A new fire alarm board, with all the latest instru- 
ments, was placed in the building. In addition to the 
tapper, alarms are now flashed insuring the men of get- 
ting the correct box number when motors are running or 
any other noise interferes with hearing the tapper strike. 
Besides the foregoing a new patrol desk, gasolene pump, 
fire alarm board in the basement were installed together 
with new house wiring. 

In the station occupied by Ladder Company 23, Wash- 
ington street, Grove Hall, quarters were provided for the 
deputy chief of the third division and other changes 
were made to bring this house into a first-class and up-to- 
date condition. | 

A new fireproof ventilating window was installed in 
the house’ occupied by Ladder Company 17, Harrison 
avenue. 

In Ladder Company 1’s quarters, Friend street, an 
incjosed patrol desk was installed. 

At the house occupied by Engine Company 19, Nor- 
folk street, Dorchester, the exterior brick walls on front of — 
building were repaired and pointed, making them good © 
for many years. The original high belfry towers of wood 
had strained and cracked these walls before their removal 
last year. 

The retaining wall in the rear of the quarters of En- 
cine Company 40, Webster and Orleans streets, East 
Boston, was rebuilt. 

Shower baths are under installation in the quarters of 
Engine Company 11 and Ladder Company 21, Byron 
and Saratoga streets, East Boston. 

In the Repair Shop a monorail shop conveyor and a 
battery of oil tanks were installed. 

In the building used as a garage at Wareham street 
and Harrison avenue the former dormitory has been 
altered for use as a class room for the automobile school. 

Automatic sprinklers and fire doors were installed in 
the third story of the Headquarters Building, and the 
stairway to the balcony on this floor was fireproofed.

T recommend that the policy of gradually fireproofing 
various fire stations to be followed where the fire appa- 
ratus is to be motorized in the near future. 


FIRE-FIGHTING FOorcE. 


There are 1,382 employees in the Fire Department of 
whom 1,213 are privates and officers in the uniform 
force. The balance, 169 employees, are in various divi- 
sions of the department, namely Headquarters, Bureau 
of Supplies and Repairs, Fire Alarm Branch, Wire Divi- 
sion and Veterinary Hospital. 


Moror APPARATUS. 


During 1920-21 fourteen pieces of motor apparatus 
were purchased and placed in service. 

On February 1, 1920, there were 97 pieces of motor 
fire apparatus in’service and in reserve. On February 1, 
1921, there were 111 pieces of motor fire apparatus in 
service and in reserve. 

In connection with the installation of the high pressure 
system the department has purchased three high-pressure 
hose cars, the plans having been prepared by the Fire 
Department. These cars are adapted for the narrow 





streets of Boston, and will carry 2,000 feet of 3-inch hose 
with 24-inch couplings. On each wagon will be mounted 
two guns, each of which will deliver in fire streams of a 
maximum diameter of 23 inches at 100 pounds pressure 
2,046 gallons of water per minute, in an unbroken vertical 
stream of 167.3 feet in height or an unbroken horizontal 
stream of 154 feet in length. These high pressure cars 
will be located in the high value district of the city. 

There has been a further increase in the number of 
1,000-gallon motor pumpers in service. 

The department has maintained the policy of cane 
ardizing the apparatus used and increasing the amount 
of motor apparatus. 

On January 19, 1921, in response to a request for help 
from the city of Worcester, Engine Company 26, a 1,000- 
gallon motor-driven pumping engine, a motor-driven 
combination hose and chemical car, and one officer and 
ten men were sent. The engineer of motor apparatus 
was also ordered to accompany the apparatus. 

The apparatus left Mason street at 6.30 a. m., and 
under its own power reached the fire, over the road, in 
two hours and ten minutes, after a run of approximately 
forty-six miles. This pumping engine weighed approxi- 
mately six tons, without men, and the hose car, without 
men, weighed approximately four and one-half tons. 

The city of Worcester had two large fires to extinguish 
at one and the same time, and in ease a third fire broke 
out there was no means at hand to protect the city. The 
apparatus from Boston was ordered to the Central Fire 
Station with instructions to answer any alarms that 
might be received. At 10.20 a. m., the apparatus being 
no longer needed, it was released by the chief of the 
Worcester Fire Department and ordered to return to 
Boston. The apparatus returned in approximately the 
same length of time that was taken in going to Worces- 
ter. The total mileage covered was approximately 
ninety-two miles and when the apparatus returned to 
the fire station on Mason street, Boston, it was in first- 
class condition, and immediately went into service. This 
is the first time in the history of fire fighting that fire ap- 
paratus has responded, under its own power, so long a 
distance, and demonstrates what can be done by motor 
apparatus in protecting large territories from fire as 
compared with horse-drawn apparatus. The time con- 
sumed, namely two hours and’ten minutes, is extraordi- 
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narily short in view of the general condition of the road 
to Worcester, namely curves and steep hills. 

On the fifth day of March, 1897, the city of Worcester 
asked for help from Boston because of a large fire. The 
Boston apparatus was loaded on flat cars of the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, and four hours and fifteen minutes 
after the apparatus started loading in Boston it was 
stopped on the train at Riverside with a message to the 
effect that the fire in Worcester was under control. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND CHANGES. 


The efficiency of the department is continually being 
improved by changes in the organization and appliances. 
Among the improvements made during the past year are 
the following: 

The reorganization of the accounting system in the 
Repair Shop, which is practically completed. By the new 
system of accounting it will be possible to establish com- 
parative costs of maintenance of each of the various 
pieces of apparatus used in the department, as well as © 
complete stock and repair records. 

A study has been completed of the various types of 
smoke masks and oxygen-breathing apparatus to be 
used in the department. A final report has been recerved 
from the expert who made the investigation. The de- 
partment has prepared plans and will construct a test 
house at the Drill School yard at Headquarters for the 
purpose of making practical tests of masks and oxygen- 
breathing apparatus. The house will eventually be used 
for the purpose of instructing all the members of the 
department in the use of masks, oxygen-breathing appa- 
ratus, and in the operation of the automatic sprinkler. 

All the officers of the department completed the course 
of lectures at the Fire College. The college closed in 
July. In addition to the officers of this departments offi- 
cers from Milton, Newton and Winchester fire depart- 
ments attended the course of lectures. The college 
reopened in December, 1920, so that the privates of the 
department, who so desired, might avail themselves of 
‘the advantages it offered. The number of men of the 
department as well as officials of fire departments of 
other cities and towns who attended was very gratifying. 

Small libraries have been established in the fire sta- 
tions made up of books of reference. The subjects cov- 
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ered are: Fire prevention, hydraulics, gasolene, steam and 
marine engines, electricity, telegraph, fire protection, in- 
flammables, building construction, automobiles, ete. The 
installation of these libraries has resulted in an increased 
efficiency in the department. 

The annual drill and inspection of the companies a 
the department commenced September 1, 1920, and 
ended October 23, 1920. This was the second annual 
drill and inspection, the first having been held in 1919. 
A marked improvement in the efficiency of the various 
companies was shown by a comparison of the results of 
this year with 1919. 


FIRE PREVENTION. 


The work of the Fire Prevention Bureau of the depart- 
ment, reorganized in 1919, has been very satisfactory. 
The year ending December 31, 1920, marked the first full 
calendar year of the Bureau’s activities. Although the 
fire losses showed a gain over the previous twelve months, 
nevertheless the number of alarms from all causes, 
namely 4,485, was 938 less than the previous year, and 
establishes a new low record in the number of alarms for 
the past nine years. The high fire loss is due mainly to 
the increased valuation of replacing the property de- 
stroyed. If business conditions were normal the fire loss 
would have been very much less in amount.

New FIREBOAT. 


Arrangements are being made with the United States 
Navy Department to obtain the loan of one of the sub- 
marine chasers which were used in the late war. The 
indications are that we will be successful in obtaining 
one of these boats. When the arrangements have been 
completed it is proposed to convert this submarine 
chaser into a fireboat for the Boston Fire Department. 


SCHOOLS. 


Two new schools have been established in the depart- 
ment, one for motor pumps and one for chauffeurs. 
About eighty-five members of the department have at- 
tended the motor pump school in small groups, and re- 
ceived diplomas. In the chauffeurs’ school 229 members 
have taken the course of training and received diplomas. 
The results in both these schools have been more than 
satisfactory. 

Fire ALARM OFFICE. 


The office of the present fire alarm headquarters was 
established in 1895 in the Headquarters Building on 
Bristol street. The system is fast outgrowing its present 
quarters. I am of the opinion that action should be 
taken towards the selection of a new site and the making 
of preliminary plans and studies for a suitable building 
in which can be installed a new fire alarm system. 


UNDERWRITERS’ INSPECTION. 


The National Board of Fire Underwriters completed 
its examination of the Fire Department up to February 
1, 1921, and submitted a report superseding that of 1916. 
The report states, among other findings “Under the pres- 
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ent capable and progressive administration, the Boston 
Fire Department has resumed, and in some features sur- 
passed, its former high standard of efficiency. 

“The excellent system of drills and training for all 
members, the weeding out of aged or disabled members, 
the firm enforcement of discipline, and the refusal to per- 
mit interference from outside organizations, have all 
helped to restore efficiency and their effects are evident 
in the improved: appearance and behavior of the men. 
Manual strength has improved since the return of mem- 
bers from the war, and, with the effective meal hour ar- 
rangements, is generally adequate. The organization of 
the fire force has been improved by rearranging into 
three divisions. There is still a shortage in company and 
chief officers. ) 

“On the whole the department may now be rated as 
well managed, adequately manned and properly trained 
and equipped. With the further improvements contem- 
plated by the administration, it should take high rank 
among modern metropolitan fire departments.”

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF DEPARTMENT.

The following is the report of the Chief of Department 
_ for the year ending January 31, 1921: 
During the calendar year the department responded to 
4.485 alarms. The fire loss was $2,997,816. Marine loss 
$141,750. Total fire loss $3,139,566. 


ADDITIONS AND CHANGES. 


Apparatus. 


February 21, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination hose and chemical wagon, forty-eight 
horse power, weight, fully equipped without men, 9,500 
pounds, was placed in service with Engine Company 8, 
displacing the Seagrave motor-driven combination .hose 
and chemical wagon. 

March 2, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
pumping engine, seventy-two horse power, with a rated 
pump capacity of 1,000 gallons per minute, weight, fully 
equipped without men, 11,500 pounds, was placed in 
service with Engine Company 50, displacing the 750- 
gallon American-LaFrance pumping engine. 

April 3, 1920, a first size steam fire engine, equipped 
with a Christie tractor, and a Seagrave. motor-driven 
combination hose and chemical wagon was placed in 
service with Engine Company 15, displacing the Sea- 
grave triple combination pumping engine. 

April 13, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
pumping engine, seventy-two horse power, with a rated 
pump capacity of 750 gallons per minute, weight, fully 
equipped without men, 10,500 pounds and an American- 
LaFrance motor-driven combination hose and chemical 
wagon, forty-eight horse power, weight, fully’ equipped 
without men, 9,530 pounds, were placed in service with 
Engine Company 28. Five horses were displaced by 
this change. 

April 15, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
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combination hose and chemical wagon, forty-eight horse 
power, weight, fully equipped without men, 9,500 pounds, 
was placed in service with Engine Company 26, replac- 
ing the Seagrave motor-driven combination hose and 
chemical wagon. 

May 2, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
pumping engine, seventy-two horse power, with a rated 
pump capacity of 1,000 gallons per minute, weight, fully 
equipped without men, 11,300 pounds, and an American- 
LaFrance motor-driven combination hose and chemical 
wagon, forty-eight horse power, weight, fully equipped 
without men, 9,530 pounds, were placed in service with 
Engine Company 23. Five horses were displaced by this 
change. 

May 14, 1920, a fuel wagon was placed in service in 
the quarters of Engine Companies 38-39. This appa- 
ratus consists of a body placed on the chasis of a Buick 
runabout formerly in service with the District Chief of 
District 5. Capacity, one and one half tons cannel coal. 

June 23, 1920, a steam fire engine equipped with a 
Christie tractor and an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
combination hose and chemical wagon, forty-eight horse 
power, weight, fully equipped without men, 9,530 pounds, 
were placed in service with Engine Company 48. Five 
horses were displaced by this change. 

June 23, 1920, Chemical Company 14, District No. 15, 
was disbanded, the apparatus delivered to the Bureau of 
Supplies and Repairs and the members of the company 
reassigned. Two horses were displaced by this change. 

July 12, 1920, Ladder Company 31 was disbanded, the 
apparatus placed in reserve and the members of the 
company reassigned. 

July 12, 1920, Engine Company 51 was organized and 
established at the fire station in Oak square, Brighton, 
formerly occupied by Ladder Company 31. The appa- 
ratus assigned to this company is an American-LaFrance 
motor-driven triple combination pumping engine, hose - 
and chemical wagon, seventy-two horse power, with a 
rated pump capacity of 750 gallons per minute, weight, 
fully equipped without men, 11,050 pounds. In addi- 
tion to the usual equipment this piece of apparatus will 
carry one 25-foot extension ladder and one 12-foot root 
ladder. 

July 12, 1920, a city service truck equipped with a 
Christie tractor was placed in service with Ladder Com- 
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pany 11 replacing the horse-drawn apparatus. Three 
horses were displaced by this change. 

July 20, 1920, Chemical Company 2 was disbanded, the 
apparatus placed in reserve and the members of the com- 
pany reassigned. Two horses were displaced by this 
change. 

August 7, 1920, a Pierce Arrow chassis fitted with a 
body built by the Bureau of Supplies and Repairs was 
placed in service with Rescue Company 1 replacing the 
American-LaFrance motor-driven combination which is 
to be used at the Chauffeurs’ School. 

September 3, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven pumping engine, seventy-two horse power, with a 
rated pump capacity of 1,000 gallons per minute, weight, 
fully equipped without men, 11,300 pounds, was placed 
in service with Engine Company 10, displacing the steam 
fire engine equipped with an American-LaFrance tractor. 

September 17, 1920, a steam fire engine equipped with 
a Christie tractor and a Seagrave motor-driven combina- 
tion hose and chemical wagon was placed in service with 
Engine Company 42. Five horses were displaced by this 
change. 

September 23, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven 85-foot quick-raising aerial truck was placed in 
service with Ladder Company 8, replacing the 85-foot 
Seagrave aerial truck. Weight, fully equipped without 
men, 19,000 pounds. 

October 16, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
city service truck, seventy-two horse power, weight, fully 
equipped without men, 10,000 pounds, was placed in 
service with Ladder Company 10. Three horses were 
displaced by this change. 

October 18, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
pumping engine, seventy-two horse power, with a rated 
pump capacity of 750 gallons per minute, weight, fully 
equipped without men, 10,500 pounds, was placed in 
service with Engine Company 37, replacing the steam 
fire engine equipped with an American-LaFrance tractor. 

October 25, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
pumping engine, seventy-two horse power, with a rated 
pump capacity of 750 gallons per minute, weight, fully 
equipped without men, 10,500 pounds, was placed in 
service with Engine Company 46, replacing the steam fire 
engine equipped with a Christie tractor. 

November 8, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor- 
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driven city service truck, seventy-two horse power, 
weight, fully equipped without men, 10,000 pounds, was 
placed in service with Ladder Company 28. Three 
horses were displaced by this change. 

December 5, 1920, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination hose and chemical wagon, forty-eight 
horse power, weight, fully equipped without men 9,500 
pounds, was placed in service with Engine Company 10, 
displacing the American-LaFrance motor-driven combi- 
nation hose and chemical wagon in service with that 
company. 

January 5, 1921, Engine Company 26 returned to the 
remodeled quarters on Mason street from the temporary 
quarters on Church street. The steam fire engine 
equipped with a Christie tractor was replaced by 
an American-LaFrance motor-driven pumping engine, 
seventy-two horse power, with a rated pump capacity of 
1,000 gallons per minute, weight, fully equipped without 
men, 11,500 pounds. The American-LaFrance combina- 
tion hose’and chemical wagon in service with this com- 
pany equipped with pneumatic tires. 

January 5, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
pumping engine, seventy-two horse power, with a rated 
pump capacity of 750 gallons per minute, weight, fully 


equipped without men, 10,500 pounds, was placed in . 


service with Engine Company 35, replacing the self-pro- 
pelled steam fire engine formerly in service with this com- 
pany. The Seagrave motor-driven combination hose and 
chemical wagon in service with this company was re- 
placed by an American-LaFrance motor-driven high 
- pressure hose wagon. ‘This wagon is equipped with two 
Morse guns. There are six 24-inch inlets to each gun, 
with nozzle tips ranging from 14 to 23 inches in diam- 
eter. This hose wagon carries 1,300 feet of 3-inch and 
700 feet of 24-inch hose. . Weight of high pressure wagon, 
fully equipped without men, 11,240 pounds. 

January 26, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor-driven 
pumping engine, seventy-two horse power, with a rated 
pump capacity of 750 gallons per minute, weight, fully 
equipped without men, 10, 500 pounds, and an American- 
LaFrance motor-driven combination hose and chemical 
wagon, forty-eight horse power, weight, fully equipped 
without men, 9,500 pounds, were placed with Engine 
Company 41, replacing the Robinson motor-driven triple 
combination pumping engine in service with that com- 
pany. 
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January 27, 1921, replacing the city service ladder 
truck, equipped with a Christie tractor, an American- 
LaFrance city service ladder truck, 72 horse power, weight, 
fully equipped without men, 8,900 pounds, was placed in 
service with Ladder Company 11. 


Chief's Automobiles. 


Five new automobiles for the use of the chief officers 
were placed in service during the year, replacing old ones. 


Tools and Appliances. 

During the year the following new devices were intro- 
duced into the department as follows: 

Buster bars were supplied to Ladder Companies 1, 4, 
7, 8, 13, 17. This bar is used for jimmying or opening 
doors, windows, ete. It isa steel bar 20 inches long, with 
a beveled end; attached to this bar near beveled end is a 
small block of steel which acts as a fulerum when bar is 
used. 

The Boston bar, an invention of Capt, James Mahoney, 
Water Tower Company 2, was placed in service with 
Ladder Companies 3, 5, 7, 9, 138, 15, 18, 24. This is a steel 
bar with one end beveled and the other end hook shaped. 


It is used for opening doors, windows, pulling padlocks, 
wall plaster, ete. 


BUILDINGS. 

During the year the basement and main floor of En- 
gine Companies 26-35 were remodeled, the old wooden 
floor being replaced with a solid concrete floor, the trussed 
support for second floor being replaced with steel girder 
supports and that portion of the building below second 
floor being made fireproof. 

Numerous other company houses which contain motor 
apparatus are in need of alterations in order to comply 
with the regulations. 

~Much work has been done in the painting of the exte- 
rior and interior of several department houses. As re- 
gards cleanliness the houses are kept in good condition. 


APPARATUS AND EQUIPMENT. 
The annual inspection of apparatus and equipment, 
including hose, was made, and the necessary repairs 


made to bring same up to the proper standard of effi- 
ciency. 
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BUILDING INSPECTION. 


As previously reported weekly building inspections 
were made by all officers of the fire-fighting force. A 
vast number of hazardous conditions were remedied by 
verbal requests. Where it appeared that verbal request 
was not sufficient to cause the remedying of hazardous 
conditions, complaint in writing was forwarded to Head- 
quarters from whence copies were forwarded to the re- 
sponsible parties, which action invariably produced the 
desired results. 

Theaters and motion picture houses were inspected 
weekly and reports-forwarded on their condition. | 

Fire appliances in schoolhouses and public buildings 
were inspected monthly and conditions reported. 

The work of the inspectors of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau continues to show good results. 


Mutvau AIp. 


The usual fine spirit of co-operation manifested in pre- 
vious years by the cities and towns on our border and 
adjacent thereto was shown during the year. The de- 
partment responded to twenty-eight alarms outside of 
the city.

ANNUAL DRILL. 


During the year the annual company drill was held 
the various companies of the department reporting at 
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the Drill School yard, Headquarters, Bristol street, for 
the purpose of performing drill evolutions under the 
supervision of the department drill master. 

Each company was marked according to the display of 
efficiency shown. Efficiency was determined by knowl- 
edge and method of handling apparatus, tools and appli- 
ances and promptness in executing commands. 

Denuty Chiefs attended the drilling of companies of 
their respective divisions. 

These drills were very satisfactory in their results. 
Each company drilled in ten evolutions, namely: 


1. Connect two lines, 100 feet each, from engine to deluge 
set. 


2. Connect two lines, 100 feet each, from engine to Morse 


n. 

3. Raise 50-foot ladder to fourth floor window and dog 
same. 

4. Run 200 feet 24-inch line over 50-foot ladder, up stair- 
way and show pipe on fifth floor window. 

5. Raise 30-foot: ladder to the fire escape, carry 17-foot 
roof ladder over same to story above. Dog 30-foot ladder. 

6. Run 250 feet of 24-inch line over 30-foot ladder, over 
fire escape to roof, 75 feet from ground. 

7. Take life line and haul 25-foot ladder to roof 75 feet 
from ground. 

. 8. Take life line, haul 200 feet 24-inch line to roof. 

9. .Run 100 feet 24-inch line from engine; connect to Morse 
gate and Bresnan nozzle. 

10. Connect chuck to hydrant (flexible suction) water to 
engine. 


Drills. 


The following tables show the result of the drills in’ 
which all companies participated, except the three fire- 
boat crews. These tables show the list of companies 
drilling, the time consumed in each evolution, and time 
consumed by each company in completing all evolutions. 
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SCHOOLS. 


Forty recruits passed the Drill School, including one 
man from outside the city. 

Sixteen members passed the Engineer’s School. 

Sixty-one members attended and passed the Automo- 
bile School at the Franklin Union. 

Eighty-five members passed the Motor Pump School. 

The Fire College was attended by seventy officers and 
eighty-five privates during the past year. Three officers 
from departments outside the city also received instruc- 
tions at the college. 

Two hundred twenty officers and privates received 
instructions in the operation of motor apparatus. 

Six members attended and completed the course of 
instruction at the Marine Engineering School at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 


Fire PREVENTION Day. 


On October 9, 1920, Fire Prevention Day, the depart- 
ment held a fireman’s parade, which was made up of vet- 
eran organizations, members of the department on day- 
off and a detail of members on duty, together with a dis- 
play of hand-drawn, horse-drawn and motor-driven appa- 
ratus of all types. The parade passed through several 
of the high value district streets, was reviewed by his 
Excellency, Governor Calvin Coolidge, and his Honor, 
Mayor Andrew J. Peters. Fire Alarm Box 1411, Dor- 
chester avenue and Congress street, was sounded by his 
Honor, Mayor Andrew J. Peters, at 3 p. m.; the appa- 
ratus responded and operated the same as at a fire; this 
included the operation of fireboat Engine Company 44. 
This exhibition showed clearly the advancement made 
in fire-fighting apparatus by the competition between 
the old hand machine, the steam fire engine and the 
motor pumping engine. 

In addition Fire Prevention Day was observed by the 
displaying of rules governing fire prevention on the 
screens of the various motion picture houses throughout 
the city. Officers visited the public and private schools 
of the city and addressed the pupils on fire prevention. 
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Fire STATIONS. 


I would recommend the fireproofing of the main floors

In addition I would recommend that the quarters of 
Engine Companies 4 and 7 be remodeled in anticipation 
of motor apparatus being installed therein in the near 
future. 


FuRTHER RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Apparatus. 


Engine Company 1.—A_ 1,000-gallon motor-driven 
gasolene pumping engine and a motor-driven combina- 
tion hose and chemical wagon. The apparatus at pres- 
ent in service in this company consists of a triple combi- 
nation pumping engine which is not sufficient for this 
centrally situated company. 

Engine Company 2.—A triple combination pumping 
engine now in service with Engine Company 1 should be 
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placed in the quarters of Engine Company 2 at the same 
time that the two units are installed in the former com- 
pany. This will complete the motorization of the engine 
companies of this district. 

Ladder Company 19.—A motor-driven city service 
truck should replace the horse-drawn apparatus now in 
service with this company. The company should be re- 
moved from the present quarters and relocated in the 
quarters of Engine Company 2. This merging of the two 
companies into one building will result in economy and 
efficiency. 

Chemical Company 11.—A 750-gallon motor-driven 
pumping engine and a motor combination hose and — 
chemical wagon. With the installation of these two units, 
Chemical 11 should be abolished and a new company. 
Engine Company 52, established. This locality is rap- 
idly developing into a mercantile and residential section 
and more adequate means of protection should be. 
afforded than as at present. 

Engine Company. 20.—A _ 750-gallon motor-driven 
pumping engine and a motor-driven combination hose 
and chemical wagon. ‘This company is located in a re- 
mote section of the city, Neponset, and the installation 
of motor apparatus there would not only increase the 
efficiency from a fire protection viewpoint but would also 
be a saving by displacing five horses now in service there. 

Engine Company 380.—A 750-gallon motor-driven ~ 
pumping engine and a motor-driven combination hose 
and chemical wagon. This company is also located in 
a remote section, West Roxbury, near the Dedham line. 
The installation of motor apparatus would not only 
increase the efficiency of the fire service but would also 
result in a saving because of the displacement of five 
horses. | 

Ladder Company 2.—A 75-foot motor-driven aerial 
ladder. ‘This should be installed to replace the old style 
box truck now in service with this company. 

Ladder Company 9.—A 75-foot motor-driven aerial 
ladder. This company also has the old style box truck 
which should be replaced with more modern apparatus. 

Ladder Company 27—A motor-driven city service 
truck. This company occupies a part of the building 
with Engine Company 20, Neponset, the apparatus con- 
sisting of the old style horse-drawn box truck type. This 
should be replaced with more modern and efficient 
apparatus. 
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Engine Company 14.—A_ 750-gallon motor-driven 
pumping engine and a motor-driven combination hose 
and chemical wagon. These two units should be installed 
in this company to replace the single unit triple combi- 
nation pumping engine now in service. 

Chemical Company 13—The triple combination 
pumping engine located at Engine Company 14 should 
be installed in these quarters, the Chemical Company 
abolished and a new engine company established, to be 
known as Engine Company 53. This section is rapidly 
developing as a residential center and should have more 
adequate protection. 

Rescue Company 1. Relocation.—This company is at 
present located in the quarters of Ladder Company §8, 
Fort Hill square, and should be relocated in the quarters 
formerly occupied by Chemical Company 2 on Church 
street. 

Rescue Company 2.—A second rescue company should 
be established to be known as Rescue Company 2, to be 
located in the southerly, Roxbury, section of the city. 

The quarters of Ladder Company 4, Dudley street, would 
seem to be an ideal location for this second rescue com- 
pany. Chemical Company 10, now located at these quar- 
ters, could be abolished and the members assigned to the 
new rescue ‘company. 

Motor-Driven Coal Wagons.—Motor-driven coal 
wagons should be placed in the quarters of Engine Com- 
panies 4 and 22. 

I desire to express my appreciation to all the members 
of the department for the excellent spirit shown by them 
in the performance of their duties. I also wish to extend 
my thanks to the Boston Police Department, the Boston 
Protective Department, and to all other departments 
and corporations which at various times during the year 
rendered assistance.

CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


UNDERGROUND CONSTRUCTION. 


Cable bought this year arrived so late in the season that 
a comparatively small part of it was installed, but not- 
withstanding that fact considerable underground con- 
struction work was done. About 33,270 feet of cable 
was hauled into underground ducts; 4,205 feet of ducts 
were laid; twenty-six box posts and two test posts were 
placed in position; one test post was relocated and one 
test post removed from service. 


LINE CONSTRUCTION. 


About fifteen miles of old line wire was replaced by 
new wire; sixteen miles of wire was removed from poles 
because of the extension of the underground system, and 
about 4,945 feet of aerial cable was installed. Fire alarm 
wires on poles in most sections of the city are in excellent 
condition, which is attested to by the fact that compara- 
tively few line troubles occurred during the year. Im- 
provements of lines in Hyde Park and in sections of Dor- 
chester and West Roxbury will receive early attention 
this year. 
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Fire ALARM BOXEs. 


Fire alarm boxes were installed in three schoolhouses, 
and one schoolhouse box was removed from the service: 
one box was placed in a hospital, and one in a hotel re- 
moved. Nine boxes were installed, for public use, on 
street corners; five new boxes were placed in iron posts, 
and fourteen were removed from poles and relocated on 
posts. Two new box circuits were added to the system, 
one in Brighton and one in West Roxbury. Thirty-six 
new red lights were installed over boxes. 


INTERIOR CONSTRUCTION. 


The force of inside wiremen was too small (due to sick- 
ness and injuries of men) to enable us to do much impor- 
tant work we had planned to do. The most important 
changes made in interior electrical construction was the 
complete rewiring of the first floor and basement of En- 
gine 26-35 station, and in the station of Engine 2. 

Several minor changes and additions were made in 
other stations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Conditions arising from and during the war prevented 
the extension of the system than would otherwise have 
been the case, but now since it is anticipated that the 
high cost of labor and material, prevailing for several 
years, will be considerably lower, plans are being made 
for the extension of the underground system on a larger 
scale than heretofore. 

There remains work to be done in streets that were 
prescribed for the removal of overhead wires in each of 
the last four years. This work should now, of course, be 
provided for, but for the improvement of the system the 
most essential needs are the installation of two main 
cables, one to run from headquarters to Adams square 
and one from Headquarters to Northampton street. The 
present cables running from Headquarters have not a 
sufficient number of spare conductors to maintain the 
system in a safe and proper manner. The possibility of 
serious consequences happening by the failure of one of 
the present main cables, should be at least partially 
eliminated. |

Under the direction of our Instructor of Motor Appa- 
ratus about two hundred twenty men have been given a 
thorough course of training in the care and operation of 
motor vehicles. 
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Moror VEHICLE INSPECTION. 


Frequent inspection of each piece of motor apparatus 
in service is conducted by our Engineer of Motor Appa- 
ratus. 

The Engineer of Motor Apparatus, in addition to his 
duties specified above, responds to multiple alarms of 
fire, at which time he notes particularly the workings of 
the various motor pumps in action. 


TrestTInG or New Apparatus Brerore ACCEPTANCE. 


All of the apparatus purchased during the year was 
subjected to most severe tests in hill climbing, road work. 
turning radius and reverse movements. Cylinder com- 
pression tests by means of a gauge were made on all 
motors. Representatives of the makers, members of our 
department, and in some cases interested outside fire 
department officials have been present at these tests. 


WAREHAM STREET GARAGE. 


This garage was put in operation on June 1, 1920, in 
which are stored all trucks and cars of the Fire Alarm 
Branch, cars of the Wire Division, reserve chiefs’ road- 
sters, and school instruction car. In addition, as an an- 
nex to this garage, we have the Plympton street garage, 
in which we store reserve apparatus and the Mack 
emergency truck used by the Fire Alarm Branch. In all 
we have from twenty to twenty-five cars stored in the 
Wareham street property. Here is maintained a day and 
night service, insuring proper care for all cars located 
therein. 

In the garage a record is made of the time of leaving 
and time of arriving of each car. A daily report is kept 
of the gasolene and oil used, defects noted, and repairs 
made. All of the activities at this garage are under the 
direct supervision of the Instructor of Motor Apparatus. 

On the second floor of the Wareham street garage are 
located the Officers’ and Chauffeurs’ schools. 


Repairs To Horse-pRAWN APPARATUS AND EQUIPMENT 
(Our SHOP).

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Included in the above cost were the overhauling and 
repairing of steam fire engines, replacing of band brakes, , 
repairing and replacement of springs, the renewal of 
channel irons and solid butt end tires, and repairs to 
service ladders.

This expenditure covers the repair and renewal of 
shut-off nozzles, chucks, suctions, extinguishers, coup- 
lings, ete., due to the fact that our shop does not contain 
the proper facilities for handling the same. 


REMARKS. 


During the year all steam pumps were thoroughly 
tested and inspected. 

On October 1, 1920, the Dover street storehouse was 
abolished. Much of the useless material was sold, and 
that which could be utilized by the department was stored 
in nearby locations, the property of this department, and 
within easy access of our shop. 

The upkeep of various department buildings was cared 
for by our corps of carpenters, painters, plumbers and 
steamfitters. Among other things, many lights of glass 
were reset and worn sashes replaced with new ones. The 
necessary stock used in this work was obtained from re- 
liable outside sources. 

The cost of the above work is indicated in the fol- 
lowing:

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Hose AND HARNESS SHOP. 


This year, to this branch was turned over the duty of 


receiving, marking and distributing of uniforms furnished 
by the City of Boston, to the uniformed forces requiring 
them. 

In addition to the above, all hose is tested and re- 
paired; all canvas work is also performed here, e. g.. 
radiator and engine hoods for motor vehicles; automobile 
top and upholstering work also done here by expert forces. 
Harnesses, fire hats, life belts, etc., are also repaired here. 


PAINT SHOP. 


In accordance with recommendations made, we have 
separated the house painting material from that of the 
apparatus painting material, both being located in the 
same room of this floor. We have installed a wire mesh 
inclosure, covering a small part of the floor area, for the 
storage of all usable material, brushes, etc., for our house 
painting forces. 

Some forty-one jobs were performed by our house 
painting forces, which were of major importance; inci- 
dentally, many minor jobs were performed. 

In the apparatus painting shop, fifty pieces of motor- 
driven and horse-drawn apparatus have been completely 
painted. This, with the many other jobs incidental to 
the apparatus, was put through at a much reduced 
figure than that of previous years. 


MACHINE SHOP. 


Much work of the most intricate type has been turned 
out at this shop, including motors, engine parts, lathe 
work, shaft grinding, and marine work. | 


WHEELWRIGHT SHOP. 


The interior finish for our outside building carpenters 
is prepared here, as well as repairs on apparatus. 


BLACKSMITH SHOP. 


The application of solid butt end tires has been done 
by members of this branch on our heavy apparatus 
wheels, thus eliminating the necessity of recourse to out- 
side concerns.

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CARPENTERS. 


The maintenance and upkeep of our department 
houses was cared for by the few carpenters at this Bu- 
reau, and in many cases it was necessary to detail men 
to assist from our fire-fighting forces, who possessed the 
necessary qualifications for this work. As you are well 
aware, we have some ninety odd fire stations to main- 
tain, and during the year, on twenty-one of these we have 
made extensive alterations and repairs. 

In fact, all carpentry work done in the department was 
performed wholly by our department forces, as well as 
the plumbing repairs and renewals. 


GENERAL IMPROVEMENTS Mapr AT BUREAU. 
First Floor. 


The installation of a Coburn overhead trolley rail to 
facilitate in the handling and transferring of heavy ma- 
terials in the conduct of work throughout the shop. This 
rail is fitted with two traveling chain hoists with lifting 
power equivalent to 3,000 pounds. 

Establishment of battery and ignition room with 
charging and testing equipment, so arranged as to sim- 
plify and safeguard this important work. This room is 
also utilized as a workroom by our ignition expert in the 
repair and testing of magnetoes, vibrating, coils, vacuum 
tanks, etc. I have no hesitation in saying that this ar- 
rangement ‘has paid for itself many times over since its 
installation. 

Erection of new racks with three levels for the holding 
of various types of motor-driven and _ horse-drawn 
wheels. ‘These racks are so arranged that the Coburn 
trolley rail runs in between, and the lifting in and out 
of these wheels is simplified by the use of the hoists, by 
which one man can now do the work, unassisted, which 
formerly required the services of many. 

Machinists’ benches were erected, running parallel 
with the Albany street building, thus providing for the 
better handling of tools, and facilitating in the repair of 
apparatus. 

Installation of a blower system in the blacksmith shop, 
this being done at a minimum of cost, 7. e., a trade was 
consummated, through the Fire Commissioner’s office. 
whereby we exchanged an old, unused forced-draft en- 
gine for a blower system. 
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Second Floor. 


Institution of new tool room, where there are stored 
all tools necessary for the proper handling of repair work 
A metal check system has been adopted in order to elimi- 
nate carelessness on the part of employees, as these tools 
are for the most part of a delicate nature and costly. 


Third Floor. 


A change for the better has been wrought in the rear- 
rangement of the stock in our storeroom. A most thor- 
ough and complete inventory of merchandise on hand 
has been made. 

We have installed a battery of oil tanks, containing 
automobile oils and paint oils, on this floor. This has 
proved to be of great benefit as it has minimized to a 
great degree the time taken to distribute the monthly 
quota of oils requested on requisition or otherwise. Aside 
from the saving in time, it has also resulted in the pre- 
vention of loss of oils through leakage, overflowing, ete., 
and has made conditions much safer and saner. 

Temporarily, for the purpose of holding heavy equip- 
ment and steam appliances, we have built a rack con- 
taining 150 bins, into which the various sizes of steam 
and other accessories are placed, with the sizes marked 
on the external side of the bins, thereby simplifying and 
saving much time in the distribution thereof. 

A complete rearrangement of our motor accessories’ 
stock room was made, and so systematized, that, whether 
it be night or day service,:a record is kept of all material 
taken from this store room, which is subsequently turned 
into the office by our watchmen on duty. 


Note. 


Wherever space permitted, in houses throughout the 
department, reserve apparatus, both motor-driven and 
horse-drawn, were located, and so distributed through- 
out the city that there would be no interruption of serv- 
ice in the event of break-downs. This systematic ar- 
rangement has obviated the necessity of relying wholly 
on this Bureau in an emergency.

The losses from sixty-seven fires, due directly or indi- 
rectly to electrical causes, were $5,728.68, one fire not 
being adjusted for losses on contents. These fires have 
received the attention of this division. 

All electrical construction which comes under the su- 
pervision of this division has received attention. 

No violation of the law relating to electrical construc- 
tion has necessitated court action during the year. 

The total income was $34,283.11. 

During the year the division was transferred from City 
Hall Annex to Fire Headquarters with the exception of 
the Permit Branch, which still remains in Room 906, 
City Hall Annex. 

The testing equipment of the. Division formerly located 
in the laboratory, City Hall Annex, has been removed to 
the Fire Alarm quarters, Wareham street.

In the selection of new pole locations our engineers 
have accompanied the engineers of the various companies 
for the purpose of passing on such locations. All poles 
standing in the streets are stencilled by this department 
for purpose of identification and are plotted in atlases on 
file in this department. All poles standing in the city 
are inspected and tested yearly by the inspectors of this 
division, and at the same time a general inspection is 
made of all overhead construction. This work, of course, 
is in addition to the regular inspection work necessary on 
account of new construction. 

Poles found to be leaning or in process of decay are re- 
ported to companies owning same, and where conditions 
warrant it, poles are condemned. 

During the past year the inspectors of this division 
reported two hundred and seventy-seven (277) poles de- 
cayed at the base and seventy-six (76) poles leaning, or 
a total of three hundred and fifty-three (353) poles 
which were replaced by new poles or reset by the various 
companies at the request of this department. 

Twenty (20) abandoned poles were also reported by 
our inspectors and were removed by the various com- 
panies at our request.

Srr,— Pursuant to section 24 of chapter 3 of the 
ordinances of the City of Boston, I have the honor to 
submit this report, being the forty-ninth annual report 
of the Health Department, covering the work of the 
department for the calendar year 1920, and its receipts 
and expenditures for the fiscal period ending January 
31, 1921. 


PART I.—PUBLIC HEALTH IN BOSTON DURING 
CALENDAR YEAR 1920. 


POPULATION. 


Birth rates, death rates and morbidity rates through- 
out this report are computed upon an assumed population 
of 751,251 persons on July 1, 1920. This estimate is 
based upon the federal census of 1920, and is arrived at 
by the use of arithmetical method of determination, as 
recommended by the United States Bureau of the Census. 
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GENERAL BrrtH RATES AND DEATH RATES. 


The number of births, stillbirths and deaths among 
all classes and from all causes, that occurred in Boston 
during 1920, with corresponding figures for recent years, 
is shown in the following table:

Deaths of nonresidents during 1920 numbered 1,909, 
the percentage of nonresident deaths and total deaths 
being 15.6. If the nonresident deaths be deducted from 
the total number of deaths stated in the foregoing table, 
then the death rate for the city in 1920 is 13.03. The 
word ‘‘nonresident”’ as used in this connection means a 
person whose usual place of abode is not in the City of 
Boston. 


Brrrus AND DEATHS BY WARDS. 


The birth rate per 1,000 inhabitants for Boston as a 
whole, considering residents alone, was 22.55. The high- 
est birth rate was recorded from Ward 2, 33.50; Ward 5 
came next with a birth rate of 32.29; each of these wards 
has a large Italian population. The lowest birth rate 
was recorded in Ward 7, 12.15; Ward 8 showed sub- 
stantially the same figure, 12.45. 

The infant mortality rate in 1920 for residents of 
Boston, per 1,000 live births, was 96.64. Ward 17 
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showed the highest infant mortality rate, 164.81, ac- . 
counted for by the presence of an infant asylum in this 
ward. Some of the children who die here are so-called 
“house babies,’’ children who are given over to the 
authorities of the institution and for whom no ward 
residence other than that of the institution can be 
established. Ward 20 was next, with a high rate of 
127.36, and Ward 13 was third, with a rate of 117.55. 
The lowest infant mortality rate was shown in Ward 19, 
61.00; Ward 8 was second, with 63.69. 

The general death rate for 1920 among residents alone 
was 13.03 per 1,000 of the population. The highest 
death rate for the year, 18.42, occurredin Ward 13; Ward 
12 came next with a death rate of 16.06. The lowest 
rate occurred in Ward 8, where it was 9.67; Ward 26 
gave the next lowest rate, 9.84.

The twenty most conspicuous causes of death during 
1920, arranged in the order of the frequency of death 
from each during the calendar year 1920, with corre- 
sponding figures for the four preceding years, appear in 
the following table: 
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The group of diseases classified under the general 
designation ‘“‘heart disease’ year by year heads the list 
of maladies when measured by the relative numbers 
of their respective victims. ‘‘ Heart disease’’ represents, 
however, a group of diseases rather than a single disease, 
and if the group were split into its constituent elements 
it is hardly likely that there would be found among them 
any one disease causing so many deaths as does cancer, 
tuberculosis and some of the other diseases named in 
the table on page 6. | 

Cancer is probably the disease that took the heaviest 
toll of life last year, although ordinarily exceeded by 
tuberculosis. Unfortunately, as the foregoing figures 
show, its annual ‘toll seems to be on the increase. 
Various explanations are offered, but none is satis- 
factory. ‘To some persons the supposed better diagnosis 
of cancer at the present time accounts for the increase, 
but the weakness of the explanation appears when it is 
remembered that figures such as are submitted above 
relate only to fatal cases of cancer; and however diffi- 
cult the diagnosis of cancer may be in its early stages, 
there is and probably never has been any great diffi- 
culty in diagnosis in those cases that terminate fatally. 
Moreover, if the increase were due to better diagnosis, 
then certainly, inasmuch as the increase is at the present 
time almost constantly progressing, we should look for 
correlated improvement in methods of diagnosis year by 
year as the mortality increases, but none are to be 
found. Better diagnosis would, too, appear to be of 
little practical value if the death rate increases in pro- 
portion as facility of diagnosis increases, and hardly be 
a thing to be desired. ‘The answer to the last sugges- 
tion might be that better diagnosis had not really in- 
creased the mortality from cancer, but that it had 
resulted in having certain deaths charged to cancer that 
otherwise would have been charged to other causes. 
The proponents of such an explanation, however, would 
find difficulty in pointing out the maladies from which 
fatal cases of cancer had been taken, to be charged 
against cancer, and which showed, therefore, a reduction 
proportionate to the increase in the number of deaths 
from cancer. It must frankly be admitted that the 
causes for the increase in mortality from cancer are as 
yet a mystery. 

Tuberculosis shows a still diminishing death rate, the 
exact significance of which cannot yet be stated. The 
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situation calls for a more extended study than is now 
possible, of the variations that have occurred during 
recent years in the death rates of many diseases, before 
the significance in the decline of the tuberculosis death 
rate can be determined, particularly for a study of the 
death rates from lobar pneumonia, broncho-pneumonia, 
influenza, and other diseases attacking or apt to attack 
the respiratory tract. 

Deaths from motor vehicle accidents numbered but - 
90, a figure 10 per cent greater than in 1917, but dis- 
tinctly less than the number of deaths from this cause 
recorded in 1918 and 1919. Suicides numbered 100, 
and, like accidental deaths, have shown a steady and 
consistent dechne since 1917. 

Infant Mortality— Live births and stillbirths together 
numbered 20,151. Stillbirths numbered 657, having 
occurred in 3.3 per cent of all deliveries, practically the 
same as in the year 1919. Children born alive num- 
bered 19,494; deaths of children under one year of age 
numbered 1,966, and the infant death rate per 1,000 
live births was therefore 100.8. This rate is higher than 
the rate for the previous year, 96.8, due in part to the 
occurrence of influenza during February, at which time 
an increase of deaths of children under one year was - 
noted in the broncho-pneumonia group. Of the deaths 
recorded during the first year of life, 1,032 occurred 
during the first month, representing a rate of 53 per 1,000 
live births. 

Maternal Mortality. Deaths of mothers from causes 
incident to childbirth numbered 157, equivalent to 7.8 
deaths out of every 1,000 women coming to confine- 
ment, the number of women confined being represented 
by the total of reported live births and stillbirths to- 
gether. The average annual maternal mortality cor- 
respondingly computed during the five-year period 
1901-1905 was 5.2; the average for the following five- 
year period was 4.7, and the average for the five-year 
period next following was 6.5. The records are sug- 
gestive of a tendency toward an increasing mortality in 
this group.

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Anterior Poliomyelitis.— An outbreak of anterior poli- 
omyelitis occurred in the summer of 1920, an account of 
which is printed in the appendix. There occurred dur- 
ing the year 244 cases, as compared with 15 in 1919. 
Forty-eight cases terminated fatally, while only three 
ended in death during the preceding year. The per- 
centage of deaths to cases was substantially the same 
each year, 20 per cent. The most careful inquiry failed 
to reveal anything to show why the disease should have . 
spread in Boston during the year 1920, although it had 
not spread during other years, notwithstanding the 
occurrence of a few cases then, or anything to show how 
the spread of the disease can be checked. 

Diphtherva.— There was a decline in the prevalence 
of diphtheria during 1920 as compared with the two pre- 
ceding years. Cases numbered 2,010 and deaths 140. 
Deaths occurred in 7 per cent of all reported cases, 
an excessively high proportion when the availability of 
diphtheria antitoxin is considered. The death rate per 
100,000 population was 18.6. 

Influenza.— In the early months of 1920 there oc- 
curred an epidemic of influenza, not as large nor as 
severe as the outbreak of 1918-19, but still sufficiently 
serious to call into activity all of the resources of the 
Health Department and of the various health and 
social agencies throughout the city. Eight thousand 
three hundred ninety-two cases of influenza were re- 
ported during the year, 8,274 within the first three 
months. The total number of cases registered during 
the year did not differ materially from the number 
registered in 1919, — 8,463 — but the early months of 
1919, it should be remembered, were themselves marked 
by a considerable prevalence of influenza, representing 
the latter part of the great pandemic of 1918-19. Deaths 
in 1920 numbered 479, as against 903 in 1919. The out- 
break subsided, leaving us no better informed as to the 
reasons for the appearance and the spread of the disease 
and no better informed as to methods of prevention 
than we were when it appeared. 

Leprosy.— ‘Three cases of leprosy were found in Boston . 
in 1920. Two patients were natives of southern Italy, 
but one had been living in the United States for seven 
years, and the other for fourteen years. Confusion in the 
diagnosis of these cases had occurred in the earlier stages 
of the disease because the patient’s blood in each case 
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gave a positive Wasserman reaction, leading to the 
diagnosis of syphilis. While a positive Wasserman re- 
action is evidence tending to prove the presence of 
syphilis, it is by no means conclusive proof even though 
suggestive symptoms of the disease be present, and as a 
matter of fact the occurrence of Wasserman reaction has 
been noted as a not unusual occurrence even in the 
absence of syphilis. 

One patient was a native of the Madeira Islands, and 
had been in the United States less than the period 
necessary under the law to entitle him to remain. He 
was therefore returned to his native land by the United 
States Immigration officials. 

Measles.—Reported cases of measles numbered 6,518, 
almost three times as many as were reported during 
the year 1919. Deaths numbered 65. The percentage 
of fatalities was .99 and.the death rate per 100,000 of 
the population was 8.65. 

Pneumonia, Lobar.— Reported cases of lobar pneu- 
monia numbered 1,522, and the deaths totaled 672. 
Here again we are confronted with the problem of incom- 
plete reporting of cases, as the case fatality rate of 
44.1 would indicate. The deaths from this disease 
increased by 77 over the total for the year 1919. The 
death rate from lobar pneumonia was 89.4 per 100,000 
of the population as against 79.5 for the preceding year. 

Scarlet Fever.— Reported cases of scarlet fever num- 
bered 2,154, a decrease of 19 cases as compared with 
last year. Deaths numbered 71, an increase of 40. 
Deaths occurred in 3.3 per cent of the reported cases, 
and represented a death rate of 9.4 per 100,000 of the 
population. The increase in the percentage of deaths 
from 1.3 in 1919 to 3.3 in 1920 indicates a more virulent 
form of the disease during this year, or less complete 
reporting. 

Tuberculosis.— Reported cases of tuberculosis in all 
forms numbered 2,625. Of the reported cases 2,308 
were of the pulmonary type. Deaths from all forms of 
tuberculosis numbered 956, equivalent to 36.4 per cent 
of all reported cases and indicating that many cases 
were not reported. Tuberculosis in all forms was 
responsible for the death of 127 persons out of every 
100,000 of the population. Deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis numbered 821, the percentage of fatalities 
computed upon the basis of reported cases being 35.6; 
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the death rate per 100,000 of the population was 109.3. 
The death rate represents a new low record for pul- 
monary tuberculosis. 

Typhoid Fever.— Reported cases of typhoid fever 
numbered 141, an increase of 21 cases over the previous 
year. Deaths numbered 11, giving Boston a very 
enviable position among the cities of the country with 
respect to its typhoid fever death rate, 1.5 per 100,000 
of the population. This also represents a new low 
record. About 8 per cent of all the reported cases ended 
fatally, as compared with 15 per cent for the year 1919. 
Included in the total cases mentioned above, 141, were 
31 cases of nonresidents as against 15 nonresidents out 
of a total of 120 cases for the year 1919. Another il- 
lustration of the influence of non-resident cases on 
Boston’s morbidity statistics. 

Venereal Diseases.— Cases of syphilis and gonorrhea 
are not reportable to the Boston Health Department but 
to the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. By 
the latter department it is stated that during 1920, 3,042 
cases of gonorrhea were reported from Boston, as against 
3,992 during the preceding year, and 1,183 cases of 
syphilis as against 1,774. 

Reports of cases of syphilis and gonorrhea made to 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health do not 
in the first instance disclose the identity of the patient. 
If, however, a patient discontinues treatment while he is 
still infectious the physician who reported the casein the 
first instance must report that fact to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, stating the identity of the 
patient; and thereupon that department reports to the 
Boston Health Department that the patient is negligent 
and presumptively a menace to the public health, 
seeking the aid of the Boston Health Department in 
bringing the patient under treatment. During the year 
762 such patients were reported to the Boston Health 
Department. At the close of the year, 119 were still 
being sought or else had been brought under observation 
but not yet placed under treatment; 424 could not be 
found, of whom 246 had given false addresses; 107 had 
moved to unknown addresses; 71 had left Boston; 13 
were found to have resumed treatment before the Boston 
Health Department had gotten into touch with them; 23 
no longer needed treatment, and 107 were induced to 
resume treatment. 

Whooping Cough.— Whooping cough was more prev- 
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alent than during the year 1919, 2,550 cases having been 
reported as compared with 1,003. Deaths numbered 155, 
equivalent to 6.1 per cent of the reported cases, indicating 
the occurrence of many cases that were not reported. The 
death rate for 1920 was 20.6 per 100,000 of the population. 


PART II.— ADMINISTRATION. 


The organization and administration of the Health 
Department have remained substantially the same as 
during the preceding year. 


MeEpDIcCAL DIVISION. 


Organization, etc. — The working force of the Medical 
Division in 1920 was made up as follows: One deputy 
commissioner, one epidemiologist, one chief medical 
inspector, nine medical inspectors, two supervising 
nurses, twenty nurses, one investigator and five clerks. 
For the maintenance of the Detention Hospital there 
were provided one superintendent, one matron, one 
helper and one laborer. At the Blossom Street Health 
Unit, in addition to a nurse detailed from the group 
referred to above, there were a custodian and an assistant 
caretaker. The working force of the Medical Division 
is regularly supplemented by service rendered by the 
nurses on duty in the Out-Patient Department, Boston 
Consumptives’ Hospital, who report upon cases of 
tuberculosis referred to them from the Health Depart- 
ment. ‘The annual pay roll for the Medical Division was 
approximately $62,806.85. Other expenses amounted 
to approximately $57,612.42, but this includes $51,215.04 
paid for the care and treatment of patients suffering 
from supportable diseases, under the direction of boards 
of health of other Massachusetts cities and towns, and 
in the Massachusetts Charitable Eye and Ear Infirmary 
at the request of the Boston Health Department. 

_ Operations.— The nature and extent of the work done 
in the Medical Division during the year can be best 
learned from an examination of the report of the deputy 
commissioner in charge of that division, printed in the 
appendix. The outstanding feature of the year’s work 
was probably the study made of the outbreak of infantile 
paralysis that occurred during the summer, an account 
of which is printed in the appendix.* An outbreak of

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influenza in the early months of the year occupied for 
a time a considerable part of the attention of the Medical 
Division. 

Smallpox was introduced into Boston once during 
1920, but the outbreak was limited to ten patients. 

The records show 21,286 visits made by the medical 
inspectors, at a cost of $16,900. The average cost per 
visit was therefore 85 cents, exclusive of vaccinations. 

Visits made by the twenty-two nurses numbered during 
the year 60,550. The total cost of this nursing service 
during the year was $28,800, and the cost per visit was 
475 cents, disregarding the service rendered by the 
nurse on duty at the Blossom Street Health Unit. Of 
the nurses’ visits, 36,828 were made on account of 
communicable diseases and 23,722 in connection with ~ 
infant welfare work. 

Compulsory Hospitalization.— During 1920 four pa- 
tients were required against their will, but in the interest 
of public health, to go to hospitals for treatment, one 
on account of tuberculosis, one on account of diphtheria, 
and two on account of typhoid fever. 

Gonorrhea and Pulmonary Tuberculosis; Institutional 
Quarantine.— By chapter 306, Acts of 1920,* patients 
suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis or from gonorrhea 
who are inmates of public charitable institutions or 
prisoners in penal institutions must be placed under 
medical treatment, and so long as in the opinion of the 
attending physician it is necessary, be isolated. If upon 
the expiration of a sentence to a penal institution or 
upon the arrival of the time when a patient would 
otherwise be dismissed from a public charitable institu- 
tion his discharge would be dangerous to the public 
health, he must be placed under medical treatment and 
cared for in the institution where he has been confined 
until in the opinion of the attending physician the 
symptoms have disappeared and his discharge will not 
endanger the public health. By this law persons in 
the institutions named above who are suffering from 
gonorrhea or from pulmonary tuberculosis are placed 
upon the same basis as persons similarly situated who 
are suffering from syphilis, such restrictions with respect 
to syphilis having been imposed by chapter 420, Acts 
of 1891. While upon its face this law seems to require 
that persons suffering from syphilis, gonorrhea and 
pulmonary tuberculosis in sanatoria or in hospitals be

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restrained until they have recovered so far as to permit 
their discharge without danger to the public health, yet 
it must be borne in mind that many sanatoria and 
hospitals are not within the statutory phrase ‘‘a public 
charitable institution,’ and therefore are not within 
the purview of the law. 

Blossom Street Health Unit. — Nothing worthy of note 
occurred at the Blossom Street Health Unit during the 
year and it is mentioned in this report only to record the. 
urgent need for improvement there. 


LABORATORY DIVISION. 


The designation ‘‘ Laboratory Division”’ is mislead- 
ing, inasmuch as the work of the division is limited to 
bacteriology. The chemical laboratory now operates 
as a part of the milk inspection service in the Food 
Inspection Division. The wisdom of this arrangement 
is questionable, and probably better results would be 
obtained were the chemical laboratory transferred to the 
Laboratory Division, or else organized as an independent 
activity of the Health Department, the chemist being 
directly responsible to the Health Commissioner. Under 
existing conditions the attention of the chemist is too 
much absorbed in the chemical analysis of milk, now. 
recognized as a minor factor in milk control, to the 
exclusion of chemical analysis of foodsand drugs whose 
purity and strength can be determined in no other way. 

Organization, etc.— The working force of the Labora- 
tory Division consisted during the year of one deputy 
commissioner, one assistant director, three bacteriolo- 
gists, one assistant bacteriologist, two technical assist- 
ants, three media men, one rat catcher and two clerks. 

Under immediate supervision of the Laboratory 
Division 52 culture stations are maintained in various 
parts of Boston. The pay roll for the Laboratory 
Division was approximately $20,722.85, and other 
expenses amounted approximately to $6,545.52. 

Operations»— Routine diagnostic examinations in 1920 
numbered 43,790, somewhat fewer than were made 
during the preceding year, 45,729. The diseases with 
reference to which these examinations were made were 
diphtheria, gonorrheal ophthalmia, gonorrheal urethri- 
tis, malaria, rabies, syphilis, tuberculosis and typhoid 
fever. Detailed statements with respect to the examina- 
tions made and with reference to each of the diseases 
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named will be found in the report of the Laboratory 
Division, in the appendix.* 

Examinations of milk, cream and ice cream, to 
determine the bacterial content, numbered 6,792 as 
against 6,436 in 1919. These examinations showed a 
distinct improvement in the bacterial content. - Of the 
samples of milk and cream collected from wagons, only 
4.3 per cent showed more than 500,000 bacteria per 
cubie centimeter as compared with 11.3 per cent in the 
preceding year; of the samples collected from stores, 
only 4.4 per cent as compared with 7.6 per cent; and 
of unclassified samples, only 1.3 per cent as compared 
with 11.3 per cent. Of samples of ice cream, 52.4 per 
cent showed bacterial counts in excess of the 500,000 
as against 61.5 per cent in the preceding year. 

The average cost of collecting and examining the 
45,890 samples of all kinds examined in the Bacteriolo- 
gical Laboratory during the year, to determine the 
presence or absence of infection and to determine the 
quality of milk, cream, etc., was approximately 50 
cents, exclusive of cost of quarters. 


Foop INSPECTION DIVISION. 


Organization, Eic— The Food Inspection Division 
comprises market, store and restaurant inspection, 
milk inspection and abattoir inspection, and the peddler 
service, each as an independent unit of activity, all being 
supervised by the deputy commissioner. The working 
force of the Market, Store and Restaurant Service was 
made up of one assistant chief inspector and eleven 
inspectors. The working forces engaged in milk inspec- 
tion are divided into a Bureau of Milk Inspection and a 
Dairy Division.t 

The Bureau of Milk Inspection consists of the milk 
inspector, who acts as chief, one chemist, one assistant 
chemist, three collectors of samples and one cleaner.{ 

The Dairy Division consists of a chief, seven inspectors 
and one clerk. The inspection service at the abattoir 
consists of a veterinarian in charge and three inspectors. 
The licensing of peddlers is conducted by an inspector 
or superintendent of peddlers, responsible directly to the 
deputy commissioner. ‘The whole service is supervised

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by a deputy commissioner, and one patrolman assists 
in his work. The pay roll for the entire Food Inspec- 
tion .Division was approximately $60,515.42. Other 
expenses amounted to $10,764.69. 

Operations of the Market, Store and Restaurant Service. 
— Premises inspected (original reports) by the Market, 
Store, and Restaurant Service numbered 4,948, as com- 
pared with 2,205 (original reports) during the preceding 
year. The total inspections made of such premises were 
16,141 as compared with 18,961 during the preceding 
year. Inspections per day in this service varied from 
67.44 in January to 34.04 in August, and the average 
number of inspections made per day per inspector varied 
from 10.54 in November to 5.67 in August. State- 
ments showing the character and quantity of foodstuffs 
and the number and results of prosecutions, appear in 
the appendix.” 

Prosecutions numbered 372, of which 371 were dis- 
posed of during the year, 180 having been continued and 
awaiting trial at the close of the year. In the cases 
disposed of, in 139 instances the defendant was found 
guilty, and in 7 not guilty. In 24 instances cases were 
‘“‘placed on file.’’ 

Inspection of .Bakeries— By chapter 418, Acts of 
1920,7 bakeries were placed under better supervision 
and more rigid control than before. The statutory 
definition of the word ‘‘bakery”’ gives the law a very 
broad applicability, inasmuch as a bakery is defined as 
‘a building or part of a building wherein is carried on the 
production, preparation, packing, storing, display or 
sale of bread, cake, pies, or other bakery products.” 
Regulations were promulgated by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health for the guidance of local 
boards of health in the execution and enforcement of 
this law on September 27, 1920. At the close of the year 
gradual progress was being made toward procuring a 
general compliance with the law, although the process 
has been found difficult. 

Fraudulent Advértising.— Five prosecutions were 
instituted during the year under the provisions of the 
law for the prevention of fraudulent advertising (chapter 
149, Acts of 1916), four being based upon the fraudulent 
advertising of ‘‘patent’’ medicines and one being based 
upon the fraudulent advertising of a treatment to cure . 
epilepsy, diabetes, asthma and skin diseases. Con-

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victions were obtained in four cases, the defendant in 
one case being acquitted because his advertising methods 
were found by the court to be not such as came within 
the provisions of the law. The results of these prosecu- 
tions showed that there is law enough on the statute 
books to prevent much of the misleading advertising 
that is being done within Massachusetts to promote the 
sale of so-called ‘‘patent’’ medicines. Prosecutions are, 
however, difficult, requiring tedious and refined analysis 
in the course of preparation for trial and the marshalling 
of the best experts at the trial; but provision should be 
made by the state to meet the situation. The duty of 
enforcing the statute should devolve in practically all 
cases upon the Commonwealth, and not upon individual 
cities and towns, inasmuch as there are but few of the 
fraudulent advertisements that should be attacked that 
are limited in their circulation to any single municipal 
jurisdiction in the Commonwealth. The Common- 
wealth should place the duty of enforcing the statute 
definitely upon one or more public officers, who,having 
the duty placed upon them, would be in a position to 
demand that they be provided with the necessary 
resources for the discharge of the duties assigned to them. 
If provided with such resources they could be definitely 
held responsible if the law is not enforced. Unfortu- 
nately, however, no one at the present time is speci- 
cally charged with the duty of enforcing this law and 
what is everybody’s business is nobody’s business, and 
the law, in so far as it relates to patent medicines, is 
substantially a dead letter. 

Operations of the Bureau of Milk I nspection. — 
There were collected by the Bureau of Milk Inspection 
during the year,-for analysis, 19,545 samples, sub- 
stantially the same as in the preceding year, 19,767. 
Of the samples collected, 13,215 were for chemical 
examination and 6,330 for bacteriological examination. 
By far the larger part of all samples collected were sam- 
ples of milk and cream, but the total collections included, 
for chemical examination, 1,209 samples of vinegar, 
236 of butter, cheese and oleomargarine, and 744 of 
ice cream. The Bureau of Milk Inspection received 
from other branches of the Health Department 406 
samples. In addition to the officially collected samples, 
718 were brought to the Bureau of Milk Inspection by 
private citizens and from unclassified sources, 262 for 
chemical analysis, and 456 for bacteriological examina- 
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tion. All samples collected for bacteriological examina- 
tion by the Bureau of Milk Inspection were transferred 
by it to the Laboratory Division for such examination. 

Of the samples of milk, cream, butter, cheese, ice 
cream and vinegar, 13,477 were examined for the detec- 
tion of violations of food and drug laws. Twelve 
thousand nine hundred sixteen were found in conformity 
with legal requirements, and 561 fell below. Four 
hundred thirty-three cautionary letters were sent, five 
hearings were held, and 446 prosecutions instituted. 
Convictions were obtained in 420 cases, and _ fines, 
amounting to $6,300, were collected in 367 of these cases. 
Thirty-four cases were pending at the close of the year. 
The futility of prosecutions for the purpose of improving 
the milk supply is shown by the fact that of the defend- 
ants found guilty, one was being prosecuted for the 
fifteenth time, two for the fourteenth time, one for the 
thirteenth, two for the twelfth, and so on. Sixteen 
defendants were each convicted for the fourth time, and 
of these four escaped without penalty, the case being 
“filed.’’ Of 386 defendants convicted for the first time, 
67 escaped without punishment, their cases being filed. 
These figures seem to show a difference in points of view 
as between the courts and the Health Department 
which ought to be adjusted. It is bad practice to take 
any person into court unless he is presumptively worthy 
of punishment, and it is wasteful of the time of the court 
and of the time of the officers and employees in the 
Health Department, who could be better employed than 
by attending court not only to no good purpose but 
possibly to the detriment of some person deemed by 
the court technically guilty but not to merit punishment. 

In 1920, 137 licenses were issued to persons desiring 
to distribute milk by wagon, 5 less than during the 
preceding year, but 12 applications were pending at the 
close of 1920. There were licensed during the year, 
4,408 shops desiring to sell milk, an increase of 464 as 
compared with the preceding year, and 83 applications 
were pending at the close of the year. Licenses to sell 
oleomargarine numbered 798 in 1920 as compared with 
702 in 1919. The total amount collected for licenses in 
1920 was $2,800, $72 in excess of the amount received in 
1919, 5,601 licenses having been issued as compared 
with 5,456 in 1919. 

The records of the Dairy Division, operating as a 
part of the Bureau of Milk Inspection, unfortunately 
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do not show the number and location of the places subject 
to inspection. Inspections of dairies numbered 5,175 
during the year. Inspections of milk plants and licensed 
dealers numbered 2,983. Three thousand ninety-four 
microscopic examinations were made at creameries in 
country districts. New dairies registered during the 
year, as reported by the Dairy Division, numbered 
2,102. Four hundred fifty-nine dairies were excluded 
from the Boston market because of insanitary conditions, 
but 263 were subsequently readmitted. The general 
system of supervision and control of dairy farms and 
creameries from which milk comes into Boston is receiv- 
ing careful study with a view to much needed improve- 
ments. 

The Chief of the Dairy Division reports that the av- 
erage number of dairies inspected for each working day 
was 2.56; the average number of milk plants and licensed 
milk dealers inspected, 1.53; and the average number 
of microscopic examinations, 1.05. The average cost 
per inspection and microscopic examination he reports 
as $1.64. | 

The Chief of the Dairy Division, in his capacity as 
~veterinarian for the Boston Health Department, in- 
vestigated during the year 111 cases reported as sus- 
pected glanders, of which only 5 proved positive. He 
investigated, too, 216 cases of dog bites, 22 cases of 
suspected rabies and 3 cases of rabies. 

Further details concerning the work of the Dairy 
Division will be found in the report from the Chief of the 
Dairy Division in the appendix.y 

Operations at the Brighton Abattowr.— At the Brighton 
Abattoir there were inspected by the inspection service 
maintained by the Boston Health Department 85,323 
animals, with a resulting condemnation of 32,392 pounds 
of meat. The number of animals inspected varied from 
11,491 in March to 3,816 in August, and the average 
number of animals inspected per working day varied 
from 460 in the earlier month to 159 in the later. The 
average number of animals inspected per inspector per 
day varied from 115 in March to 53 in August. A 
detailed report showing the distribution of the activities 
of the Brighton Abattoir throughout the year appears 
in the appendix.* 

Superintendent of Peddlers.— The supervision of ped- 
dlers and certain more or less remotely related work is

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entrusted to the Superintendent of Peddlers, whose 
activities are supplemented by those of the regular food 
and sanitary inspection forces of the Health Department, 
and by the Police Department. The amount collected 
as license fees from peddlers and other persons under the 
supervision of the Superintendent of Peddlers amounted 
in the fiscal year 1920-21 to $5,439. 

During the calendar year of 1920, 1,052 persons were 
licensed to peddle fish, fruit and vegetables, as against 
955 in 1919. ‘To peddle other miscellaneous articles, 
304 were licensed as against 178 in 1919. Licenses to 
remove bones, grease, manure, etc., numbered 105 as 
against 107 during the preceding year. 

Laws and ordinances provide for the issue of peddlers’ 
licenses of two classes. One class is issued free and for 
the other class a fee is charged. Peddlers paying a fee 
are authorized to sell certain kinds of articles that license- 
free peddlers are not authorized to sell. With a view 
to preventing the use of wagon numbers assigned to 
license-free peddlers as a cloak for the sale of articles 
for which paid hicenses are required, a new system of 
assigning numbers was inaugurated during the year. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 


Organization, etc.— The working force of the Sanitary 
Division consisted of a deputy commissioner, one as- 
sistant chief inspector, thirty-five inspectors, eight 
patrolmen, three constables and five clerks. Of the 
thirty five inspectors, five were assigned to the housing 
service, the rest being engaged on general nuisance work. 
In addition as a part of the working force of this division, 
for the suspension and care of public comfort stations, 
there were one superintendent of convenience stations, 
fourteen caretakers and ten matrons. 

The pay roll for the inspection and office force amount- 
ed to $84,890.87; for the comfort station force, to $27,- 
103.06. Incidental expenses of the entire service during 
the year amounted approximately to $6,649.46. For 
licenses issued for the carrying on of various activities 
of the Sanitary Division, there was collected during the 
fiscal year 1920-21, $3,746. 

Operations.—The Sanitary Division acted upon 8,737 
complaints of nuisances during the year and made 14,- 
134 new inspections on its own initiative. Preliminary 
notices calling for the abatement of nuisances, numbered

10,802, and 3,967 legal notices followed. In following up 
these notices 54,717 reinspections were made. In con- 
nection with such work and with the general activities 
in the Sanitary Division 16,172 calls were made in- 
volving no inspection. There is a manifest disproportion 
between the number of notices served to abate nuisances 
and the number of reinspections made for the purpose of 
determining whether or not the nuisances have been 
abated, and yet, notwithstanding this patience with 
respect to prosecutions, prosecutions were instituted, 
and 1,464 hours, equivalent to 209+ working days, were 
spent in court by inspectors. 

Reports filed by inspectors and others in the service of 
the Sanitary Division showed the sanitary condition of 
15,844 street cars during the year, ane the same 
as in the preceding year. 

Inspections of barber shops numbered 4, 663 as against 
2,808 in 1919. 

The regular inspection of vessels arriving in Boston 
from plague-suspected ports has been maintained by the 
Sanitary Division to insure the proper placing of rat 
guards and the taking of all other necessary precautions 
to prevent the escape of rats to the shore. With a view 
to eliminating the rat population around the water front, 
special attention has been given to the matter of garbage 
disposal in that locality. 

In order to enable the Sanitary Division to give 
proper attention to mosquito prevention, a motor truck 
with a motor-driven spray outfit was purchased for the 
department for use during the mosquito season. 

In the housing service inspection of tenement houses 
and three-family houses numbered 6,386, as compared 
with 3,896 during the preceding years, but were still far 
short of the required statutory inspections annually. 
A detailed report of the activities of the housing service 
is printed on pages 114 and 119. 

Heating of Tenement Houses, etc.— By chapter 555, 
Acts of 1920,* no lessor of any building can lawfully 
omit, wilfully or intentionally, to furnish water, heat, or 
light to any occupant of a building let by him, provided 
the lessor is required by the terms, express or implied, 
of any contract or lease to furnish them and provided 
such water, heat, or light is necessary to the proper and 
customary use of the building. The law did not provide, 
however, any standard as to the amount of water, heat,

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or light to be furnished. It left the sufficiency to be 
determined in each particular case, according to the 
tenor of the act, it being necessary for the prosecution 
to show that the water, heat, or light, not furnished was 
“necessary to the proper and customary use of the 
building,’’ and to show, too, that the default was wilful 
or intentional. Under such circumstances, while doubt- 
less the law will act as a deterrent upon careless and 
avaricious landlords, prosecutions will be difficult to 
maintain. 


Drviston or Virit Statistics, Recorps AND ACCOUNTS. 


Organization, etc. The working force of the Division 
of Vital Statistics, Records and Accounts comprised in 
1920, one deputy commissioner, four clerks, one claim 
agent, one claim agent at the Boston City Hospital, and 
one claim agent at the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital. 
The general motor vehicle service of the Health Depart- 
ment was administered as a part of this division, and 
comprised during the year three chauffeurs and one 
caretaker. The total pay roll amounted to $16,481.78. 
Other expenses charged directly to this division amounted 
to $18,069.90, but this includes postage, printing, divi- 
sion service, ete., for all divisions and branches of the 
Health Department. 

Operations.— The elaborate statement of the vital 
statistics for Boston, for the year 1920, printed in the 
appendix, was prepared in this division. No report has 
been made, however, concerning the activities of the 
settlement clerk, although the records of the division 
show that the Health Department paid out on the basis 
of his investigations, for the care and treatment of 
persons suffering from supportable diseases, $51,215.04. 
The Health Department issued from the Division of 
Vital Statistics, Records and Accounts during the year, 
13,138 burial permits and 332 disinterment permits. 

By chapter 321, Acts of 1920*, it was made the duty of 
superintendents and other officers in charge of cemeteries 
and crematories to.indorse upon the burial permits the 
fact of burial, removal, or cremation, in accordance 
with the terms of the permit, and forthwith to return 
the permit to the office from which it has been issued. 
The enactment of this law rendered necessary a change 
of the form of burial permits issued by the department,

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in order to enable superintendents and other interested 
persons to retain copies of the permits authorizing 
burial or cremation, when returning the original copy 
as required by law. 


SECRETARY’S OFFICE. 


Organization, Hitc.— The activities of the secretary’ s 
office were conducted during the year by the secretary, 
five clerks and one messenger. The pay roll of the 
office for the year amounted to approximately $9,341.67 
and other expenses amounted to $1,733.87. 

Operations.— The report of the secrétary, printed on 
page 42, shows the activities of his office. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Health Education Service.— A beginning was made 
during the year for the establishment of the proposed 
health education service. No substantial progress was 
made, however, because of the impossibility of finding 
and keeping in the service an efficient director. 

Statistical Clerk.— A statistical clerk was appointed 
from the Civil Service Register, but no report upon his 
activities could be made that would be of any value at 
this time.

REGULATIONS PROMULGATED IN 1920. 
Laws and Regulaiions Governing Day Nurseries. 
[CHapTeR 195, Acts or 1919] 


An Act To PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION AND LICENSING OF Day 
NURSERIES. 
Be it enacted, et:., as follows: 

Section 1. For the purposes of this act, a day nursery is defined to be 
any institution, establishment or place in which are commonly received at 
one time three or more children not of common parentage, under the age 
of fourteen years, for a period or periods exceeding four but not exceeding 
twelve hours, for the purpose of nursing and care apart from their parents 
or guardians, irrespective of compensation or reward. 

ecT. 2. No person, firm, association or corporation shall conduct a 
day nursery without receiving a license from the local board of health. 
An application therefor shall be in a form prescribed by the said board 
and shall be uniform for all day nurseries within the board’s jurisdiction. 
There shall be attached to the application a statement, sworn to by the 
applicant, or by an officer thereof duly authorized thereto, containing such 
information as may be required by the board. If, in the judgment of the 
- said board, the said statement or any other evidence submitted in relation 
to the application indicates that the operation of the proposed day nursery 
will be for the public benefit and welfare, a license, in such form as the 
board may prescribe, shall be issued to the applicant. All licenses shall 
expire at the end of the calendar year in which they are issued, but may be 
renewed annually on application as provided for their initial issue. No 
license shall be transferred except with the approval of the said board. For 
the issue or renewal of each license, a fee of one dollar shall be charged. 
All fees shall be paid into the treasury of the city or town in which the 
nursery is situated. R 

Secr. 3. The local boards of health shall make rules and regulations, 
and may revise or change the same in accordance with which day nurseries 
shall be licensed and conducted: and failure to comply with any such rule 
or regulation shall be sufficient cause for revocation of the license in the 
manner provided in the following section. 

Secr. 4. The local board of health by its authorized agents shall have 
authority to visit and inspect any day nursery at any time in order to 
ascertain whether it is licensed and conducted in compliance with law, 
including the provisions of this act, and with the rules and regulations 
established hereunder. Every day nursery shall so be visited and in- 
spected at least once in each year. After thirty days’ notice to a licensed 
day nursery and opportunity to be heard, the local board of health may if 
in its judgment the public interest so demands, revoke the license of the 
nursery. Every day nursery shall furnish to the said board such reports, 
information and other data as it may require. 

Secr. 5. Day nurseries legally incorporated or in operation in this 
commonwealth at the date of the taking effect of this act, shall, on fur- 
nishing the statement or other information required under section two of 
applicants for licenses, be permitted to continue in operation for the 
remainder of the calendar year without securing a license under ths act. 
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The said local boards are hereby directed to cause an inspection to be made, 
prior to the thirty-first day of December in the current year, of all day 
nurseries in their respective municipalities. 

Secr. 6. Except as provided in section five, any person, firm, associa- 
tion or corporation which establishes, conducts, manages or maintains a 
day nursery without first having obtained a license therefor, or after the 
revocation of the license, or in violation of any provision of this act, or 
regulation made hereunder, and any person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion which violates any provision of this act or any regulation made here- 
under, shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more than two 
hundred dollars for each offence. If any person, firm, association or 
corporation conducting a day nursery shall be found guilty of a violation 
of any provision of this act or of any such regulation in any particular 
relating to the safety of or the accommodations for the children, it shall be 
the duty of the local board of health to issue an order directing that such 
nursery be closed, and remain closed until such provision or regulation 
has been complied with. 

Secr. 7. The provisions of this act shall not apply to day nurseries 
conducted by the commonwealth or by any city or town thereof. [Ap- 
proved May 29, 1919. 


Under authority of section three of the act set forth above, 
the following rules and regulations for the licensing and manage- 
ment of day nurseries in the City of Boston have been pro- 
mulgated by the Health Commissioner, to take effect March 
1, 1920. 

1. Every person, firm, association or corporation receiving 
a child in a day nursery shall record at the time of the admission 
of such child in a register kept for that purpose, the name and 
address of such child, the date of its admission, the names and 
addresses of its parents and guardians or of other persons from 
whom the child is received, the physical! condition of the child, 
and the reason for its placement in a day nursery; and im- 
mediately upon the final withdrawal or dismissal of any child 
from the nursery, shall enter the time of such withdrawal or 
disimissal. Ali written reports and records and all certificates, 
showing the results of the medical examination of any inmate 
of the day nursery, whether during the time the child was an 
inmate, or before or after that time, relating to its status as an 
inmate of the nursery, shall be kept on file by the person, firm, 
association or cor poration conducting said nursery. 

2. Every room in a day nursery in which children are kept 
must be provided with adjustable windows opening directly 
into the open air, which windows, and all doors, from May 15 
until November 15 of each year, shall be effectively screened 
so as to prevent the entrance of flies and mosquitoes. Such 
windows and doors shall be so regulated as to provide the 
several rooms they serve with an adequate amount of light and 
fresh air at all times. 

3. Every room regularly occupied by children shall contain 
at least 300 cubic feet of air space per inmate, unless otherwise 
specially authorized in writing by the Health Commissioner, 
and the total window area of any such room shall be equivalent 
to not less than 15 per cent of the floor area. The walls and 
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floors of every such room shall be so constructed and finished 
as to permit them to be readily cleaned with soap and water. 

4. No room which is in any part below the level of the side- 
walk or ground outside of the building shall be used regularly 
for the housing of children, unless such use has been expressly 
authorized in writing by the Health Commissioner. 

5. One or more separate, independent room or rooms shall 
ao for the exclusive use of children less than one year 
old. 

6. All floors, walls, window furnishings, furniture and 
equipment shall at all times be kept clean and sanitary. Dry 
sweeping and cleaning of rooms is prohibited. No carpets, 
stuffed furniture, or other unwashable material or furniture 
shall be permitted in rooms for the care of children. 

7. Suitable lavatory and toilet facilities shall beeprovided 
for the children, which facilities shall, with respect to con- 
struction, location and elevation, be suitable for their needs. 
Water-closets shall be provided with “split seats.” Separate 
toilet accommodations shall be provided for boys and for girls 
of school age. 

8. Each bed or crib shall be of metal, and when in use shall 
be placed so that one bed or crib shall be as far removed as 
practicable from every other bed and crib. Each bed and crib 
shall be covered with comfortable, easily-cleaned, woven wire 
or other springs, comfortably and suitably covered by blankets 
or otherwise. Such blankets or other coverings shall be pro- 
tected by washable covers of rubber or oilcloth or of other 
material impervious to liquids, that can be easily removed 
and cleaned. Every bed and crib and everything connected 
therewith shall be kept at all times in a clean and sanitary 
condition. 

9. Every day nursery shall have at all times an adequate 
supply of running hot and cold water. 

10. Every day nursery shall be adequately ventilated and 
heated in accordance with the needs of the inmates. When- 
ever any room ordinarily occupied by the inmates and in which 
the windows have been totally or partly closed has been tem- 
porarily vacated, as at meal times, all windows shall be opened 
as long as possible without preventing the room from regaining 
a proper temperature by the time the children return. When 
the room is vacated at the close of the day, all windows shall be 
opened and the room thoroughly aired. Wire screens shall be 
placed around all stoves, open fire places, and other heating 
apparatus, when in use, unless such heating apparatus is so 
placed and constructed as to be out of reach of the children. 

11. Every day nursery shall be provided with at least one 
isolating room approved by the Health Commissioner, and if 
the number of inmates of such nursery exceeds thirty, then one 
such isolating room in addition to the minimum specified above 
shall be provided for each additional thirty children or part 
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thereof. Such isolating rooms shall have means of ingress and 
egress otherwise than through rooms occupied by inmates of 
the nursery not confined in such isolating rooms; shall have 
air space of not less than 600 cubic feet per inmate; and shall 
be provided with a window opening directly into the outer air, 
capable of being opened so as to admit fresh air freely into the 
room. An isolating room shall contain, when in use for pur- 
poses of isolation, no furniture, bedding, carpet or other fur- 
nishings that cannot be subjected to boiling water. After an 
isolating room has been occupied by a child suffering from a 
communicable disease, including parasitic diseases or from an 
illness suspected of being communicable, every article which 
has come directly into contact with the isolated child, whether 
before or after admission to the isolating room, shall be immedi- 
ately washed, the room shall be thoroughly cleaned, the windows 
of the room shall be left open until the room is thoroughly 
aired, and such other measures shall be taken with respect to 
the room and its contents as, under the special circumstances 
of the case, appear necessary or advisable to prevent the spread 
of the disease or suspected disease. 

12. Suitable provision shall be made for a daily rest period, 
free from disturbing influences, for al! children less than three 
vears old, and for such others as may need that care. 

13. Adequate provision shall be made for permitting all 
children to spend a part of the time during which they are 
inmates of the day nursery in the open air. 
~ 14. No child shall be admitted to a day nursery until the 
following requirements are met: 

(a.) Except in case of emergency and then only as long as 
the emergency continues, no child less than six months old shall 
be admitted to a day nursery without the written permission 
of the Health Commissioner, unless such nursery is a part of an 
establishment wherein the mother is employed and the mother 
is afforded adequate opportunities to nurse her child. 

(b.) It must appear from a certificate issued by a physician 
in good professional standing, satisfactory to the management 
of the nursery, based upon a personal examination of the child 
within twenty-four hours immediately preceding admission of 
the child to the nursery, that the child has no communicable 
disease, nor communicable vaginitis, nor urethritis, and is free 
from any mental or physical abnormality reasonably apt to 
make the child’s association with other children in any way 
detrimental to them. 

(c.) It must appear from a personal investigation of the 
child’s home and of the records of the Health Department, 
made by the authorized agent of the licensee of the day nur- 
sery, that no member of the child’s household nor any person 
in the building is suffering from any disease reasonably apt 
to make the child a source of danger to the health of other 
children in the nursery, and that there are no other conditions

in the child’s home likely to make the admission of the child 
detrimental to the welfare of other children in the nursery. 

(d.) No child shall be admitted to any day nursery who 
has not been successfully vaccinated, except as may be spe- 
cially authorized in writing by the Health Commissioner. 


15. Unless it appears beyond reasonable doubt that a 
child’s absence was in no way related to the occurrence in the 
child or any other person in the child’s home of a case of illness 
which might make the child a source of danger to other children 
in the nursery, the foregoing requirements with respect to a 
certificate of physical examination and personal investigation 
of the child’s home must be complied with before readmitting 
to the nursery a child who has been absent seven days or more. 


16. Immediately upon first admission to the nursery and 
from day to day thereafter as circumstances indicate, each 
child shall be examined for evidence of communicable disease 
by the superintendent or matron, or by the physician or nurse 
attached to the nursery; and the licensee of the nursery will 
be held to a strict accountability for the frequency and thor- 
oughness of such examination and for the prompt exclusion 
of all children presenting reasonable evidence of communicable 
disease. Such examination shall include the following features: 

(a.) An inspection of the child’s head sufficient to disclose 
the presence of lice or nits, if they be present. 

(b.) An inspection of the seams and neck bands of the 
child’s undershirt sufficiently close to disclose the presence 
of body lice, if they be present. 

(c.) An inspection of the child’s ears for signs of discharge. 

(d.) An inspection of the skin of the child’s forehead, face, 
neck, chest, wrists and hands to reveal the presence of ring- 
worm, itch and rash, or beginning pimply eruption of any sort, 
if it be present. 

(e.) An inspection of the child’s neck sufficient to disclose 
any acute swelling of the parotid, submaxillary or throat glands, 
if there be any such swelling. 

(f.) An inspection of the child’s eyes for signs of conjunc- 
tivitis or of corneal or other inflammation. 

(g.) An inspection of the child’s nostrils for membrane, 
seabs or bloody discharge.* 

(h.) An inspection of the child’s throat, including the soft 
palate, for the presence of membrane or of a papillary eruption 
or rash.t 


* These signs are suggestive of nasal diphtheria. 

+ For the purpose of making this inspection a flashlight or portable electric light should 
be provided. When necessary to obtain a good view of the throat, a wooden tongue 
depressor should be used, which after use should be dropped at once into a disinfecting 
solution in a receptacle provided for that purpose, and kept there until burned or other- 
wise destroyed. An adequate supply of wooden tongue depressors should always be 
kept on hand. It is to be remembered that in every acute eruptive disease, a rash or 
eruption in the throat always precedes the appearance of the rash or eruption on the skin, 
although of course such rashes or eruptions are sometimes difficult to detect and are fre- 
quently overlooked. 
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(i.) If there be any reason to believe that the child is un- 
well at the time of admission or return, the child’s temper- 
ature should be taken, and if it be above 99.2 degrees Fahren- 
heit the child should be isolated and treated generally as though 
it were suffering from a communicable disease.* 

17. A child showing symptoms of any communicable 
disease, including any parasitic disease, shall be removed as 
soon as practicable from the nursery in such manner as will 
comply with the regulations of the Health Department and 
otherwise tend to protect the public. If the immediate re- 
moval be impracticable, the child shall be placed in an isolatin 
room, pending removal. 

18. A child showing abnormal conditions of doubtful 
significance shall be removed from the nursery as provided in 
the preceding section, or shall be placed at once in an isolating 
room, and shall not be permitted to mingle with other children 
in the nursery unless a physician in good professional standing, 
satisfactory to the management of the nursery, shall certify 
in writing, after a personal examination of the child, that the 
child is suffering from no condition reasonably apt to make it 
a danger to the health of other children in the nursery. In 
event of inability to obtain such a certificate from a physician, 
the child is to be regarded as manifesting symptoms of a com- 
municable disease and is to be removed from the nursery in 
accordance with the requirements prescribed in the preceding 
paragraph. Among the abnormal conditions calling for such 
action are a rash or suspicious eruptions on the skin; a rash, 
eruption, or white patches in the throat or mouth; a discharge 
from the ear; possible secretions, other than tears, in the eyes; 
acutely swollen glands; a blood-streaked discharge from, or 
scabs or membrane within, the nostril; temperature above 99.2 
degrees Fahrenheit, by mouth, or 99 degrees Fahrenheit, by 
axilla; or a temperature above normal for two successive days 
even though less than the temperature just specified. 

19. Unless the clothing on a child is thoroughly clean on 
admission, a suitable garment shall be provided by the nur- 
sery, and shall be worn throughout the day. Such nursery 
garments shall be marked for identification and reserved for 
Re use, unless a freshly laundered garment is provided 
daily. 





* Unless the temperature is taken by a trained worker, familiar with the disinfecting 
of the chemical thermometer and with its use, it is better to take the temperature under 
the arm, or in the groin, rather than elsewhere. For the purpose of taking temperatures, 
suitable numbers of thermometers should be constantly on hand. When one is used, 
whether for the taking of a temperature under the arm, in the groin, or elsewhere, the 
thermometer should not be used again until it has been thoroughly cleaned and disin- 
fected. This is most conveniently accomplished by placing the thermometer imme- 
diatly after use in a proper receptacle in the bottom of which absorbent cotton has been 
placed so a3 to guard against breakaze and which has been partly filled with 2 per cent 
mixture of formaldehyde and water, colored with potassium permanganate or other color- 
ing matter to identify it and prevent poisoning accidents. After removal from the 
disinfecting solution, the thermometer should be thoroughly scrubbed with a brush 
in strong solution of soap and water, carefully rinsed with fresh water, and again placed 
in the disinfecting solution for five minutes or more before being wiped on a clean towel 
and put away for further use. Before being used again, it should be rinsed to remove 
the remains of the disinfecting solution. 
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20. Every diaper shall be rinsed out immediately after 
being soiled and shall be boiled before the end of the day, and 
the soiled diapers shall not be given to mothers to take away 
from the nursery. 

21. Each child shall be supplied with a separate, individual 
wash cloth and towel, which when not in use shall be hung on 
hooks provided for the purpose. The hooks shall be so placed 
and separated that the wash cloths and towels of one child 
shall not come into contact with the wash cloths and towels 
of another child. Wash cloths shall not be used longer than 
twenty-four consecutive hours without having been boiled. 

22. Each child shall be required to wash its hands before 
eating, except in the case of bottle-fed babies, and in the case 
of other children too young to wash their own hands properly. 
In the latter case, the hands of the children shall be properly 
washed by attendants in the service of the nursery. 

23. Every eating and drinking utensil used by any child 
shall be thoroughly cleaned with soap or other suitable cleansing 
material, and water, and shall be rinsed with clean water, 
before being used by any other child. In connection with the 
washing or the rinsing of eating and drinking utensils, includ- 
_ ing glasses, they shall be subjected to boiling water, or to 
steam at a temperature at or above the temperature of boiling 
water, for a period of at least five minutes. 

24. Bottles and nipples shall be thoroughly washed and 
sterilized before being used again. 

25. Refrigerators and all kitchen utensils shall be kept 
clean and sanitary at all times. Bottles of milk delivered by 
milk dealers shall be carefully washed and cleaned before being 
opened. 

26. All food furnished to the nursery shall, with respect to 
quantity, character, variety and method of preparation, be 
suitable for the children to whom it is given. Wholesome 
milk is to be regarded as a necessary, regular part of the diet 
every day of every child in the nursery. 

27. Each child shall be provided with a comb, with a hair 
brush, if necessary, and with a tooth brush if its period of 
dentition requires it. Every child shall be instructed in the 
use of the tooth brush and required to use the tooth brush at 
least once a day if his period of development justifies it. Pro- 
vision shall be made for keeping combs, hair brushes and tooth 
brushes in such a way that these articles used by one child 
shall not come into contact at any time with similar articles 
used by others. 

28. Separate hooks shall be provided for the clothing of 
each child. These hooks shall be so separated that the clothing 
of one child shall not come into contact with those of any other ° 
child. The place provided for the hanging of clothing shall 
be so situated and designed that the clothing shall be at all 
times exposed to the light and air.

29. Every attendant in the service of the nursery who 
comes into contact with the children accommodated therein 
shall be free from all communicable diseases, and of proper 
health, education, experience and training to enable her to 
perform properly her duties. Not more than six children 
under one year, nor more than ten between one and three 
years of age, nor more than fifteen between three and twelve 
years of age shall be assigned to any one attendant for care. 

30. Every building occupied in whole or in part as a day 
nursery shall have such fire protection and shall be provided 
with such sprinklers, fire escapes, means of ingress and egress 
and other equipment and facilities for the protection of the 
inmates against fire as shall be satisfactory to the Building 
(Commissioner. 

31. Every person, firm, association or corporation accepting 
a license under these regulations shall conform to all statutes, 
ordinances pertaining to the establishment and mainténance 
of day nurseries; and of the specifications in the license; and 
the license may be revoked at any time by the Health Com- 
missioner. Any violation of the specifications in the license 
shall work an immediate revocation thereof. The licensee 
shall indemnify and save harmless the City of Boston from 
any damage it may sustain or be required to pay by reason of 
the work licensed or permitted, or by reason of any act of him- 
self or of his employees relating to such work or by reason of 
any vi0lation of the specifications. 

32. These regulations take effect on and after March 1, 1920. 


Regulations for the Restriction of Rats. 


Ordered, That pursuant to the provisions of section 65 of 
chapter 75 of the Revised Laws of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, which require the Health Commissioner of Boston to 
examine into all causes of sickness in the city or on vessels 
within the harbor and to make regulations relative to articles 
which are capable of creating sickness that are brought into 
the city from any vessel, the following regulations are promul- 
gated, with a view to the prevention of the introduction of 
plague into Boston by means of infected rats: 

1. The owner, agent, master and consignee of any vessel 
which is lying at any wharf within the limits of the City of 
Boston shall ‘take such measures as may be necessary to prevent, 
and shall prevent, any garbage, offal or other refuse which may 
furnish food for rats from being thrown overboard from such 
vessel or from being deposited-on or about any wharf, except 
in ratproof, covered metallic receptacles, and shall take such 
measures as may be necessary to keep such receptacles covered 
and cared for, and shall keep such receptacles covered and 
cared for, at all times so as to prevent rats from gaining access 
to their contents. 
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2. No owner, agent, master nor consignee of any vessel, 
and no owner, agent nor superintendent of any wharf shall 
deposit or store, or permit to be deposited or stored, or to accu- 
mulate, on or about any wharf, or in or about any building 
adjacent thereto, subject to his control, any foodstuff, refuse 
or other material, in such manner as to furnish a food supply 
or breeding place for rats, or otherwise than may in any instance 
be prescribed by the Health Commissioner or his legal repre- 
sentative; and the owner of every wharf shall make provision, 
subject to the approval of the Health Commissioner, for the 
prompt and regular removal of all garbage, offal or other refuse 
from the wharf and land or premises adjacent thereto under 
his control. 

3. In case any vessel shall come to a wharf in the City of 
Boston from a port reported by the United States Public Health 
Service as infected or possibly infected with the plague, for the 
purpose of discharging or taking on passengers or cargo, the 
master of such vessel, and the owner, the agent, and the super- 
intendent of any wharf at which such vessel may lie shall ob- 
serve the following conditions: 

The vessel shall be kept breasted off at least four feet from 
the cap sill of the wharf. 

All lines leading from the vessel to the shore shall be so 
guarded by effective rat guards or other devices as to prevent 
rats from reaching shore by means of suéh lines. All freight 
gangways leading from the vessel to the wharf or shore shall 
be removed and kept down when not actually being used for 
the loading or discharge of cargo. Passenger gangways shall 
be removed when not kept constantly lighted and guarded so as 
effectually to prevent rats from reaching the shore by this means, 

If it shall come to the knowledge of the owner or superintend- 
ent of the wharf, or of the master or chief officer of a vessel. 
that rats are reaching the shore in cargo that is being unloaded, 
he Shall immediately report the fact to the Health Commis- 
sioner of the City of Boston; and the owner and superintendent 
of the wharf and the master and chief officer of the vessel 
shall make such arrangements with the employees under their 
control and with the United States customs officers as will 
insure the prompt reporting to the said owner, agent, master 
or chief officer of the fact that rats are so being brought ashore 


with the cargo. 
4. These regulations take effect on and after April 1, 1920. 


Laws and Regulations Governing the Licensing of Undertakers 
in Boston. 
[RevisED Laws, CHAPTER 78, Section 44.] 
UNDERTAKERS TO BE LICENSED. 
The Boards of Health of cities and towns shall annually, on or before 


the first day of May, license a suitable number of undertakers who can 
read and write the English language. Such license shall be issued upon 
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such terms and conditions as the Board of Health may prescribe, and may 
be revoked at any time by the board if its terms or conditions or any 
requirements of law relative thereto have been violated by the undertaker. 
An undertaker who has been so licensed may act in any city or town. 


Ordered: That all licenses issued or renewed for the conduct 
of the undertaking business in Boston will be conditioned 
upon compliance and conformity withthe following rules, 
terms and conditions, and all rules, terms, conditions, regula- 
tions, ordinances and statutes now or hereafter in effect, in 
any way relating to the licensing, control and conduct of 
undertakers in the City of Boston: 

1. No license to act as an undertaker will be issued to any 
association, partnership, or corporation. 

2. No license will be issued to any person who is not a 
citizen of the United States, nor to any person who does not 
maintain a proper undertaking establishment in the City of 
Boston. 

3. No license will be issued to any person who is physically, 
morally, or by reason of his habits unfit to perform the duties 
of an undertaker. 3 

4. No licénse will be issued to any person who cannot 
intelligently and legibly fill out in English such death certificates 
and other forms as he may be called upon to execute in the 
course of his business. 

_ §. No license will be issued to any person who is not familiar 

with the precautions to be taken by an undertaker to prevent 
the spread of communicable diseases, and with the laws, 
ordinances and regulations in force in the City of Boston with 
respect to the custody of dead bodies, the preparation of such 
bodies for burial, cremation and shipment, and the burial, 
cremation and shipment thereof. 

6. No license will be issued to any person to enable him to 
operate as an undertaker coincidentally with the pursuit of 
any other occupation or calling unless it be so specified on the 
face of the license, and then only in the manner and to the 
extent so specified. 

7. <A license will continue in force only so long as the licensee 
maintains to the satisfaction of the Health Commissioner the 
established place of business named in the license, or some other 
place shown by indorsement by the Health Commissioner on 
the license. No place will be regarded as a suitable place 
for the work of an undertaker unless it is so located, constructed, 
and equipped as to permit the decent and sanitary handling 
of dead bodies without nuisance or objectionable publicity; 
nor unless it has adequate provisions for the storage of all 
equipment and apparatus, and of all stock, used in the business: 
nor unless it is equipped with running water, with means for 
obtaining conveniently an adequate supply of hot water, and 
with sewer connections suitable for the proper disposal of all 
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fluids and discharges from dead bodies, all within the quarters 
occupied by the undertaker for his business purposes; nor 
unless it includes adequate sleeping accommodations for such 
persons as may be required by the licensee to sleep on the 
premises. 

8. Every license will be conditioned upon compliance and 
conformity with all laws, ordinances, and regulations applicable 
to the business of undertakers with the City of Boston; upon 
compliance and conformity with all conditions and cireum- 
stances set forth in these rules, and with such other general 
terms and conditions as the Health Commissioner may from 
time to time specify; upon the truthfulness and accuracy of 
every statement and representation made by the applicant in 
connection with his application for a license; and upon com- 
pliance and conformity with such special terms and conditions 
as the Health Commissioner may embody in individual 
licenses. 

9. Every license will be revocable by the Health Commis- 
sioner upon satisfactory evidence of neglect or misconduct on 
the part of the licensee or on the part of any agent or employee 
acting for him, with respect to the discharge of any duty 
incident to his employment and calling, or upon satisfactory 
evidence of violation of any terms or conditions upon which 
the license was issued. . 

10. Licenses specially limited as to duration, or otherwise 
restricted in their operation, will be issued upon satisfactory 
evidence to show that they are necessary to meet some public 
need or the need of some organized body of people, which 
cannot be met under full compliance with the terms and 
conditions prescribed by these rules. Licenses of this class 
will be issued under such terms and conditions as may be 
necessary to meet the need set forth and to protect public 
interest. 

11. Every licensee shall indemnify and save harmless the 
City of Boston from any damage it may sustain or be required 
to pay by reason of the doing by the licensee or agent of the 
work licensed or permitted, or by reason of any act or negligence 
on his or their part relating to such work, or by reason of any 
violation of the terms and conditions of his license. 

12. A person desiring to be licensed as an undertaker will 
make application in his own handwriting to the Health Com- 
missioner and will furnish the following information: 

(a.) The full name and buSiness address of the applicant, 
and his age or an averment that he is twenty-one or more 
years of age. 

(b.) The citizenship and residence of the applicant. 

(¢.) A description of the training and experience of the 
applicant, which he relies upon as qualifying him to perform 
the duties of an undertaker. 
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(d.) A statement as to whether he has ever before in any 
place made application for a license, or been licensed, as an 
undertaker, and, if so, where and when; and whether any 
such application was rejected or any such license held by him 
was ever suspended or revoked, and ifsso, when and for what 
cause. 

(e.) The calling, if any, other than that of an undertaker in 
which the applicant intends to engage while operating as an 
undertaker and his reason for desiring to join such calling 
with the business of an undertaker. ; 

(f.) A definite statement that the physical condition of 
the applicant and his habits are such as will enable him to 
perform properly the ordinary duties of an undertaker. 

(g.) Evidence to show that applicant is a person of good 
moral character and free from habits tending to unfit him for 
the duties of an undertaker as testified by two or more reputable 
residents of the City of Boston who have been acquainted with 
the applicant for not less than two years. 

(h.) The location, nature and extent of the quarters the 
applicant will occupy for the conduct of his business, if and 
when licensed as an undertaker. 

(i.) The nature and extent of the equipment and supplies 
provided or to be provided by the applicant for the conduct 
- of his business. 

(7.) The designation or name under which the undertaking 
business is to be conducted, if it is not to be conducted in the 
proper name of the licensee. 

The applicant will be required to attach to his application 
a certificate, sworn to and subscribed by him before a Justice 
of the Peace or a Notary Public testifying that the statements 
made by him are true: provided, however, that applicant for 
renewal of a license need include in his application only such 
data as are particularly designated as data to be supplied by 
applicant of that class. 

13. Every application for a license or for the renewal of a 
license should be made not less than one month prior to the 
date when it is desired by the applicant that the license shall 
take effect. 

14. The word ‘‘undertaker” is construed by the Health 
Commissioner to be synonymous with the phrase ‘funeral 
director,” and persons styling themselves or operating under | 
the designation ‘‘funeral director’ or under similar desig- 
nations will be expected and required to obtain licenses as 
undertakers. 

15. All determinations of act and policy with respect to the 
execution of these regulations and the licenses of undertakers 
will be made by the Health Commissioner. 

16. These rules shall take effect on and after May 1, 1920. 
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Rules and Regulations Governing the Practice of Manicuring and 
Massage, and the Conducting of establishments for the Giving 
of Vapor Baths. 


(CHapTeR 443, Acts of 1911.) 


An Act RELATIVE TO THE PRACTICE OF MANICURING AND MASSAGE AND 
THE GIVING oF Vapor BaTus. . 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

SECTION 1 (as amended by 1912, 155). Itshall be unlawful for any person 
to practise manicuring or massage or to conduct an establishment for the 
giving of vapor baths for hire or reward, or to advertise or hold himself qut 
as being engaged in the business of manicuring, massage or the giving of 
said baths without receiving a license therefor from the board of health of 
the city or town in which the said occupation is to be carried on. The board 
of health may grant the license upon such terms and conditions, and may 
make such rules and regulations in regard to the carrying onof the occupa- 
tion so licensed, as it may deem proper, and may revoke any license granted 
by it for such cause as it may deem sufficient, and without a hearing: 
provided, that a person duly licensed to carry on massage, or to conduct 
an establishment for the giving of vapor baths, in the city or town in which 
he lives or carries on business, may attend patients at the request of a 
physician in any city or town in this commonwealth without taking out an 
additional license. 

Secr. 2. Members of the police department of any city or town shall 
have the right to enter and inspect any premises in that city or town in 
which manicuring or massage or the giving of vapor baths is carried on by 
persons licensed as aforesaid. 

Secr. 3. Whoever violates any provision of this act, or any rule or 
regulation made under authority hereof, or prevents or hinders any member 
of a police force from exercising the authority hereby conferred upon him 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonment for not more than six months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. [Approved May 13, 1911.] 


Ordered, That the practice of manicuring and massage, and 
‘the conducting of establishments for the giving of vapor baths, 
be governed by the following terms, conditions, rules and 
regulations: 

1. Applications for licenses to practice manicuring or mas- 
sage, or to conduct establishments for the giving of vapor baths 
for hire or reward, or to advertise or hold one’s self out as being 
engaged in the business of manicuring, massage or the giving of 
vapor baths, in the City of Boston shall be made as follows: 

(a.) Application shall be made to the Health Commissioner, 
on an application blank furnished by the Health Department, 
and shall supply in proper form all information called for by 
the blank so furnished. 

(b.) ‘The application of a minor must be accompanied by 
a written letter or statement showing that the application has 
been made with the knowledge and consent of the minor’s 
parent or guardian. 

(c.) If an applicant desires to engage in the practice of mani- 
curing and also of massage, and also to conduct an establishment 
for the giving of vapor ‘baths, or to engage in any two of the 
pursuits named, a separate application shall be filed for each. 
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Inasmuch as the word ‘‘massage’’ includes facial, scalp, and 
every other form of massage, as well as general or medical 
massage, the application must show which form or forms of 
massage the applicant desires to practice; and each license will 
state what form or forms of massage the licensee is authorized 
to practice, and will authorize him to practice no other. 

(d.) On the approval of any aplication by the Health 
Commissioner, and on the payment by the applicant of a fee 
of one dollar ($1) for each license, a license will be issued author- 
izing the licensee to continue in business until the thirty-first 
day of May next following the issue of the license, unless such 
license be sooner revoked. 

(e.) Upon requestof any licensee, and without the renewal 
of his license, the place or places where he 1s authorized to con- 
duct his business may be changed, if the new place to which he 
purposes removing is suitable; but any such change must be 
authorized, before it is made, by a proper endorsement by the 
Health Commissioner on the license. . 

(f.) Every application for an original license, as distinguished 
from an application for the renewal of a license, shall be ac- 
companied by evidence, satisfactory to the Health Commis- 
sioner, of moral and physical fitness, and of training and ex- 
perience, adequate to enable the applicant to engage in the 
calling that he desires to pursue; and any licensee whosoever 
may at any time be required to furnish additional evidence of 
such fitness, training and experience. 

“(g.) Every person holding a license to practice manicuring, 
or massage, or to conduct an establishment for the giving of 
vapor baths, shall be of good moral character, and free from any 
disease, or drug or other habit, which may from the standpoint, 
of public welfare unfit him to engage in such calling; and the 
granting and continuance of a license shall be conditioned upon 
the ability of any licensee to furnish evidence satisfactory to the 
Health Commissioner that he is qualified within the meaning 
of this paragraph. 

2. All rooms used in the conduct of the business by any 
person licensed to practice manicuring or massage, or to conduct 
an establishment for the giving of vapor baths, shall be well 
lighted and ventilated; and no such room shall be used or 
equipped for use as a bedroom unless the use of such room asa 
bedroom has been specially authorized by the Health Com- 
missioner, provided, however, that this section shall not be 
construed to prevent the manicuring or massage of any person, 
or the giving of a vapor bath to any person, in his own proper 
place of abode or in any hospital or other place for the treat- 
ment of the sick. 

3. The room or rooms occupied by any person licensed to 
practice manicuring or massage, or to conduct an establishment 
for the giving of vapor baths, shall bé provided with an adequate 
supply of running water and an adequate supply of hot water 
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constantly during hours of business; and every such room, and 
all furniture and equipment therein, shall be kept clean at all 
times. 

4. The room or rooms occupied by any person licensed to 
practice manicuring or massage, or to conduct an establishment 
for the giving of vapor baths, shall be provided with adequate 
cleaning and sterilizing facilities for the cleaning and sterilizing 
of all instruments and utensils, and for cleaning, and if necessary 
sterilizing the skin or flesh of the patrons. 

5. Every room used for the reception or treatment of the 
patrons shall be so located and arranged as to afford adequate 
fire protection and means of escape in case of fire, and to be easy 
of access to any legally authorized public officer. 

6. All instruments and devices used by any person licensed 
to practice manicuring or massage, or to conduct an establish- 
ment for the giving of vapor baths, for direct application to the 
nails and fingers or to other parts of the bodies of patrons, or 
for holding materials to be applied to the nails and fingers or 
other parts of the bodies, shall, so far as practicable, be such as 
can readily be kept clean and sterile, and shall be kept clean and 
as nearly sterile as circumstances permit. Adequate provision 
shall be made for cleaning and sterilizing the same. 

7. Robes, sheets, blankets, and pillow cases, which come 
into direct contact with the bodies of the patrons, and all towels 
and napkins, shall after having been used and before being 
used again be laundered in such a manner as to insure effective 
sterilization. 

8. No unsterilized part of a percussor, vibrator, or other 
mechanical appliance shall be applied directly to the skin of a 
patron, but the part of the body being treated shall be covered 
with a clean towel or else the instrument shall be covered in 
similar manner. 

9. No sponge, nor stick alum, nor any other article liable to 
convey infection shall be used to make application direct to the 
skin or to any cut or wound. 

10. No person licensed to practice manicuring or massage 
or to conduct an establishment for the giving of vapor baths shall 
treat any person afflicted with any skin eruption or disease 
unless such person shall have furnished a certificate from a 
physician to the effect that the eruption or disease is not of a 
contagious or transmissible character. 

11. Every person licensed to practice manicuring or massage 
shall thoroughly cleanse his hands by washing immediately 
before serving any patron. 

12. No establishment for manicuring or the giving of mas- 
sage shall be kept open except between the hours of 7 o’clock 
a.m. and 10 o’clock p. m., unless specially authorized by the 
Health Commissioner. 

13. Every person licensed to practice manicuring or massage 
or to conduct an establishment for the giving of vapor baths 
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will be given a certificate to that effect, which shall bear the 
signature of the licensee; and the licensee shall keep this certifi- 
cate in his possession whenever and wherever he may be en- 
gaged in the practice of manicuring, massage, or the giving of 
vapor baths, and when requested shall show such certificate to 
any legally authorized public officer. 

14. No person licensed to practice manicuring or massage 
or to conduct an establishment for the giving of vapor baths 
shall operate under any name or conduct his business under any 
designation not specified in his license; and in every case in 
which any person or establishment does operate under any name 
other than the licensee, the name of the licensed proprietor — 
or manager shall be displayed in all signs and advertisements in 
connection with the trade or commercial name. 

15. The continuance of any license now in force or hereafter 
granted is conditioned upon the observance by the licensee of all 
laws, ordinances and regulations, orders, terms, and conditions 
relating to the conduct of the business and also upon the licen- 
see’s ability to produce at any time evidence satisfactory to the 
Health Commissioner of the lcensee’s moral and physical 
fitness and personal qualifications to practice manicuring, 
massage, or conduct an establishment for the giving of vapor 
baths. A license may also be revoked if any false statement 
has been made in the application for such license. 

16. A license is valid only with respect to the address or 
addresses named in the license, and in order that a license may 
be continued in force after any removal from that place it is 
necessary that the Health Commissioner be notified in writing 
by the licensee of any proposed change and that he approve the 
same. 

17. No license will be issued to conduct a vapor bath estab- 
lishment until it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the 
Health Commissioner that adequate facilities for the giving of 
such baths have been or are to be provided, nor unless nor until 
it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Health Commissioner 
that the person who is to administer such baths has adequate 
training and experience with respect to their administration. 

18. No license will be issued to conduct an establishment 
for the giving of vapor baths unless or until adequate arrange- 
ments have been made for the separation of the sexes, and then 
only in accordance with such conditions as may be prescribed 
in the license to accomplish this end. 


_ Standards of Laboratory Procedure.— The investiga- 
tion inaugurated by the Health Commissioner to 
determine the uniformity and accuracy of results of 
bacteriological examinations made by the Bacterio- 
logical Laboratory of the Boston Health Department 
and by other laboratories in and about Boston was 
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continued during the year, through an arrangement 
with Prof. William T. Sedegwick, Professor of Biology 
and Public Health, Institute of Technology, and through 
the generosity of the Committee of the Permanent 
Charity Fund, Incorporated. Professor Sedgewick 
undertook to supervise and to provide the necessary 
technical workers, and to bring about so far as it was 
possible co-operation among laboratory workers inter- 
ested or likely to be interested, and the Committee of 
the Permanent Charity Fund, Incorporated, made a 
grant of $1,000 to cover incidental expenses. The 
work was under way at the close of the year. 

Enlargement of Quarters.— The Health Department 
was given additional office quarters in the City Hall 
Annex during the latter part of the year, and as the 
year closes was engaged in transferring the Sanitary 
Division and part of the Food Inspection Division into 
such quarters. The expansion will add greatly to the 
facility with which public business can be transacted 
and contribute to the comfort of the officers aad em- 
ployees of the deparment. The added floor space will 
permit, too, the installation of additional filing equip- 
ment, sorely needed. 


In concluding this report, I desire to express my 
appreciation of the sympathy and support uniformly 
accorded by your Honor. I desire, too, to record my 
appreciation of the co-operation that has been so will- 
ingly given by the various other city departments, 
by the officers and employees in the service of the 
Health Department, and by the people of Boston 
generally.

Dear Sir,— I submit herewith a statistical tabula- 
tion and a statistical resume which represents to a small 
degree, in so far as it is possible to indicate by statistics, 
the activities of ‘the office of the Secretary with reference 
to the receipt of money by the Health Department 
for the city from persons and businesses required by law 
to be licensed, and the activities of the department 
officially in connection with the supervision required to 
be exercised as a means towards the preservation of the 
public health. 

These statements do not indicate the full scope of the 
functions of the office of Secretary, Inasmuch as the work 
is so varied and of such a peculiar and manifold nature 
that it is difficult to classify without giving in more or 
less uninteresting detail a statement of the manner in 
which the Health Department as a whole operates. 
The office acts as a medium through which the personnel 
of the different subdivisions in the department, each 
concerned with a particular phase of public health work, 
are kept in touch with one another, their efforts corre- 
lated, and the Health Commissioner acquainted with 
the manifold activities of the department. 

All matters affecting the personnel of the department 
are registered through the secretary’s office, the secretary 
being one of the Committee on Personnel which reports 
upon persons applying or certified for positions, under 
civil service, within the department so that the Health 
Commissioner may have the benefit of the observations 
made by this committee in connection with such action 
as he may take, favorable or otherwise, on appointments. 
As indicated above, all moneys received by the depart- 
ment from persons or businesses required to be licensed 
are received in this office and recorded before depositing 
with the City Collector. 

In all matters connected with the promulgation of 
regulations, orders, etc., by the Health Commissioner 
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the secretary aids the commissioner, seeing to it that 
the legal requirements as to advertising and publication 
are carried out, as well as following the progress of bills 
affecting the public health when under consideration 
by the Legislature. During the past few years the work 
of the department has so increased that an effort was 
made to delegate the work of public health education 
and the writing and editing of the Monthly Bulletin 
from the secretary to a Director of Public Health Edu- 
eation, and to place the entire responsibility for this 
activity on one man. In this position two persons have 
been tried, and each resigned, so that the work of editing 
and writing health educational matter of the department 
has reverted back to the commissioner and the secretary. 
For these reasons the appearance of many editions of the 
Bulletin have been delayed, but with the beginning of the 
new year it is hoped that an improvement will be made 
in this endeavor. 

Under authority granted by statute, and by order of 
the Health Commissioner, the secretary is also empow- 
ered as agent to act for the commissioner in cases of 
emergency and in instances which require immediate 
action by the Health Department. 

During the course of the year all visitors to the Health 
Department naturally find their way to the secretary’s 
office, either to see the commissioner or to learn of the 
work of the department, and this of course, requires 
much time in addition to a knowledge of the work, 
functions, and details of the entire departmental and 
divisional activities, in order to properly take care of the 
many complaints, adjustments and requests for infor- 
mation.

Lying-in Hospitals.— Twenty applications for lying-in 

hospitals were certified to the State Department of 
. Public Welfare, and 1 was refused certification. 

Poultry Slaughtering Establishments.— Three applica- 
tions for such establishments were considered; 1 was 
approved conditionally; 2 were refused. 

Legal Notices.— There were 3,967 legal notices ordered. 

Undertakers Licensed.— There were 151 undertakers 
licensed; 2 were refused license; 3 hearings were held 
on complaints. 

Licenses Refused.— There were 2 undertaker’s licenses, 
3 massage licenses and 1 hen license refused. 

Fees from Licenses.— The fees received from licenses, 
etc., amounted to $12,178. 

Cost of Operation.— The salary account of the secre- 
tary’s office amounted approximately to $9,341.67. 
Expenses for other purposes have not been segregated 
from corresponding expenditures of other divisions of 
the Health Department. 

Stable Applications.— There were 12 stable hearings. 
Stable permits issued: Conditional, 7; final, 10; refused, 2; 
revoked, 2. 

Prosecutions.— There were 468 prosecutions recom- 
mended and approved by the Health Commissioner, 148 
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of which were for violations of law pertaining to food and 
places where food is sold, 318 for violations of general 
acts, 1 for failure to report a case of communicable 
disease, and 1 for removing a body without a permit. 

Vacate Orders.— There were 2 orders to vacate issued. 

Lodging Houses.— Nine public lodging houses were 
certified to the Police Commissioner in accordance with 
section 4, chapter 242, of the Acts of 1904. 

Forcible Removals.— There were 4 forcible removals 
of cases of communicable diseases, as follows: Diphtheria, 
1; tuberculosis, 1; typhoid fever, 2.

SMALLPOX, 


During the year 1920 ten cases of smallpox were 
discovered in Boston. The previous year there had 
been fourteen cases. All of the ten cases occurring in 
1920 were due to exposure to the same case. This 
case was that of an unvaccinated man who arrived in 
Boston from the west and after a brief stay in a boarding 
house was admitted to a general ward in a local hospital 
before diagnosis of smallpox was made. As soon as 
the nature of the disease was recognized, all known 
contacts were vaccinated and kept under observation, 
nevertheless, eight persons in the hospital and one child 
in the boarding house developed mild cases of the 
disease. 


ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS. 


During the month of July an increase over the normal 
number of cases of this disease began to be apparent. 
From that time on reported cases increased slowly 
but steadily until they reached their daily maximum in 
October. Inall, 244 cases were recognized and reported. 


it i 
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Of these 74 were non-residents brought to Boston 
hospitals for treatment. Nineteen of the 48 deaths 
occurred among such non-resident hospital patients. 
In 1919 there had been reported in Boston but 15 cases 
of this disease, with 3 deaths. 

When it became evident that the disease would be 
unusually prevalent, arrangements were made by the 
Health Department to supply to physicians on request 
both an opportunity for expert diagnostic advice and 
prompt hospital treatment of cases when desired. A 
special epidemiological study of the outbreak also was 
undertaken by the Health Department as soon as an 
outbreak seemed probable. In this connection Dr. 
W. G. Webber was employed by the Health Depart- 
ment. Doctor Webber’s studies led him to no definite 
conclusions as to the manner of transmission of the 
disease but in his report he makes certain observations 
from which the following seems worthy of note. 

As has been observed in other outbreaks of this 
disease, the early cases were reported from outlying, 
sparsely settled districts, and, as time went on, the 
disease seemed to spread inward to the more thickly 
populated parts of the city. The first cases reported 
in 1920 were from the outskirts of East Boston, which 
locality had never figured conspicuously in previous out- 
breaks of the disease in this vicinity. Later, cases be- 
gan to appear along the Neponset river at the extreme 
southern end of the city and in Brighton to the north- 
west of the city, which localities had figured notably in 
previous outbreaks of the disease. As the disease 
spread towards the center of the city there seemed to be 
a curious tendency for cases to occur in a lineal direction. 
This lineal distribution of cases appeared to bear a 
possible relation to public transportation routes but 
they in turn tended to follow easy grades along water 
ways, past or present. In addition to the lineal distri- 
bution of cases there was apparently some bunching of 
cases or ‘‘nests,” in localities in which similar ‘‘nests”’ 
had occurred in previous outbreaks. 

Investigation of the localities where the earlier cases 
in this outbreak occurred disclosed nothing suggestive 
of the possible manner of transmission of the disease, 
except, perhaps, the proximity of water and of vacant 
land and in one instance particularly to conditions that 
made rats conspicuously numerous. Some laboratory 
experiments were made with rats trapped in this locality 
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as well as in other localities where cases of the disease 
had occurred, but so far as such laboratory experiments 
were carried out they disclosed nothing of any apparent 
Importance. 

Not more than a single case occurred in any one 
family or house; moreover, careful investigations of 
practically all households where cases had occurred 
rendered it very improbable that there had been other 
unrecognized cases in such households.

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INFLUENZA. 


In 1920, 8,392 cases of influenza were reported, 
with 479 deaths. In 1919, there were 8,463 cases 
reported and 903 deaths. 

In 1920 nearly all of the cases occurred between 
January 22 and March 1. The disease reached its 
height on February 4, when 634 cases were reported. 
Between January 22 and March 1, 920 cases were 
reported. 


ENCEPHALITIS LETHARGICA. 


The first case of this disease coming to the knowledge 
of the Health Department occurred on March 8, 1919. 

The total number of cases in 1919 was 14, of whom 
5 were sent to Boston hospitals from out of town. In 
1920, 28 cases came to the knowledge of the Health 
Department.

WorRK OF THE MEDICAL INSPECTORS AND NURSES. 


During the year 21,286 visits or investigations were 
made by the Medical Inspectors of this Division. 

The total cost of the operations of the Medical Inspec- 
tors for the year, including transportation, salaries and 
telephone expenses, was $16,900, a sum which represents 
a cost per visit (exclusive of vaccinations) of $0.85. 
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The total number of visits by the nurses during the 
year was 60,550; 36,828 of these visits were made in 
connection with the contagious disease work of the 
department and 23,722 in connection with child welfare. 

The total cost of the operations of the nurses during 
the year was, $28,800, representing a cost per visit of 


$0.475.

Dear S1r,— I have the honor to submit a report on 
the work of the Food Inspection Division for the year 
of 1920. 

A reorganization was effected by you of the following 
subdivisions, beginning in January, 1920: 


Foop INSPECTION DIVISION. 


Inspection Service.— Abattoir, Dr. Alexander Burr in 
charge; Bureau of Milk Inspection, Prof. J. O. Jordan 
in charge; Dairy Division, Dr. Robert E. Dyer in 
charge; Market, Store and Restaurant Service, Dr. 
Eugene A. Dowd in charge; Peddler Service, John E. 
McLoughlin, superintendent. 

Abattoir Division.— The work in this division is 
necessarily routine in nature, and does not vary from 
year to year. The division also looks after the sani- 
tary condition of the Brighton Stock Yards, and the 
disposal of milk obtained from cows brought for sale 
there. ‘There was one complaint for the unlawful 
taking of milk from these yards during the vacation 
season. The matter was thoroughly investigated and 
through co-operation of the stock yards officials and 
the police the condition was corrected. 

Bureau of Milk Inspection.— During the year a 
chemist was added to this force to examine food and 
drugs as well as milk, when submitted to the chemical 
laboratory for analysis. As the work of the bureau is 
fully discussed by the officer in charge I have no added 
comment to make. 

Dairy Division.— From the report of the Chief of 
the Dairy Division it is evident that considerable 
progress has been made in improving sanitary condi- 
tions in the dairies producing milk for sale in Boston. 
Improved standards of sanitation have been accom- 
plished in the country receiving plants. Contractors’ 
plants in this city have also been inspected, and in the 
main are in sanitary condition. This is also true of 
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the manner of handling milk and in the methods used 
in sterilizing containers. There is much to be accom- 
plished still in standardizing the different pasteuriza- 
tion plants, and it is to be hoped that in the near future 
all of this pasteurization will be under the control of this 
division, so that only approved apparatus with auto- 
matic recording thermostats will be installed. Under 
this arrangement the thermostatic readings could be 
submitted daily to this division in order that it might 
know just how effectively the pasteurization was carried 
on. When we consider the stupendous task set for 
this division, with the great territory to be covered, 
and the small working force, we may well believe that 
considerable progress has been made. 

Market, Store and Restaurant Service.— A systematic 
route card arrangement was inaugurated this year. 
All food establishments of South Boston, Dorchester 
and that part of Roxbury lying on the east side of 
Washington street, have been thoroughly inspected by 
this system. The route inspection will be extended so 
as to take in all sections of the city. During the year 
there were 36 examinations of hog carcasses for presence 
. of trichina spiralis, but in no instances were there found 


live or encysted parasites. The specimens were all 


taken from hogs arriving in the market district. 

After trying for five years to successfully prosecute 
parties shipping ‘‘bob”’ veal into this city, a conviction 
was obtained in the Superior Court. The case is now 
being prepared for submission to the Supreme Court of 
the state for final interpretation of the meaning of the 
statute. 

Systematic daily inspections were made at the termi- 
nals of the city where fruit and vegetables are received. 
As a result of this investigation many thousand pounds 
of both fruit and vegetables have been destroyed, which 
would otherwise have found their way to the commis- 
sion houses and peddlers and lastly to the consuming 
public. During August of this year several cars of 
pears arrived showing signs of a spray containing a 
dangerous quantity of arsenious oxide. ‘These were 
destroyed. This resulted in a conference with the 
Commissioner of Agriculture for the State of California, 
and a representative of the United States Department 
Bureau of Chemistry, from which conference it is hoped 
that plans have been made to put a stop to any ship- 
ments from California with dangerous amounts of spray. 

About two score soft drink manufacturers were before 


¢ 
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the court on complaint of this division for the use of 
saccharine and in every case found guilty by the court. 
The practice of using saccharine in food beverages in 
this city no longer exists. It was during this year 
that the initial effort was made by this department to 
prosecute vendors of patent medicines who claimed 
extraordinary therapeutic value for their nostrums. 
Several of these vendors were put into court for viola- 
tion of the so-called ‘‘Blue Sky Law”’ for false and 
misleading advertising. All were found guilty except 
one small vendor, who made his claims by word of mouth 
and not by printed matter. The presiding judge ruled 
that the law applied only to written publication. 

The new bakery law went into effect in October of 
this year, and a start has been made to systematically 
inspect all manufacturing bakeries, especial attention 
being given to basement bakeries. By means of the 
authority granted by this law we hope to control the 
situation by persuasion, and if that is not enough by 
court action, so that this class of food establishments 
will be in clean and sanitary condition. 

By arrangement with the street commissioners appli- 
cants for permits for sidewalk stands to sell food have 
been investigated by this department and a recommen- 
dation made in each case. 

The division has also co-operated with the State 
Commission on the Necessaries of Life, and daily re- 
ports have been made to this commission of the prices 
of various food articles throughout the city. 

The work of the division has been greatly amplified, 
and results accomplished have been greater and more 
substantial than in any previous year. 

Superintendent of Peddlers.— By order of the Health 
Commissioner the Superintendent of Peddlers was 
brought within the organization of the Food Inspection 
Division, reporting directly to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner in charge. During this year a system devised 
by the Health Commissioner was installed for the 
numbering of wagons, pushcarts and vehicles of licensees 
differentiating those for which a fee is paid. The new 
arrangement is working out to the best possible ad- 
vantage to this department and to the police, as well 
as to the vendors of foodstuffs.

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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR. 


Boston, January 1, 1921. 


Wituiam C. Woopwarp, M. D., 
Health Commissioner: 


Dear Srr,— I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending. December 31, 1920: 

The number of court cases, for violations of the laws 
which the Bureau is attempting to enforce, was somewhat 
less than in 1919 and materially smaller than in normal 
years. This may be attributed to a continuation of the 
condition, mentioned in the report of last year, which 
prevents procuring a larger number of samples. ‘The 
milk prosecutions of recent years involving an allegation 
of removal of a part of the cream have had an influence 
in checking this form of tampering, so that the com- 
plaints dealing with this issue showed a satisfactory 
decrease. 

There were several court actions based on the finding 
of a variety of foreign substances in milk, such as con- 
densed milk, bits of wood, flies and calcium chloride. 
In the latter instance the trouble was caused by leakage 
from brine used for cooling purposes. 

The plan mentioned in the last report of interviewing 
dealers relative to high bacterial content of milk and 
cream has been continued, and it is anticipated that this 
policy will be helpful in providing this community with 
higher grade commodities. 

Samples of new brands of products, like evaporated 
and condensed milk, are procured as soon as they are 
placed on the market, and examined as to labeling and 
quality with respect to their compliance with the law. 

Each year many complaints are received from con- 
sumers relative to a variety of real and imaginary unde- 
sirable conditions. All of these are carefully imvesti- 
gated, and frequently at a considerable outlay of money 
and energy. ‘This expenditure is justified, however, as 
information of value to the community is frequently 
procured through these inquiries. These complaints 
last year numbered 195. —

Incense Law.—In 1920, $2,800 was collected for 
licenses, and this amount is $72 more than was received 
in 1919. This represents 5,601 licenses, and at this 
time there are approximately 5,344 licensees engaged in 
the sale of milk or oleomargarine in this city. This 
means that about 257 of those who originally applied 
for permits are no longer in the business. 

Number of Milk Dealers and Quantity of Milk Handled 
Daily.— In 1919 there were 142 wagon dealers; for 1920, 
137 licenses were issued, and 12 applications are pending 
at this time. The number of shops selling milk is larger ~ 
than last year, as there are now 4,408 such places. This 
shows an increase from 1919 of 464 stores. Applica- 
tions for permits from shops are now pending to the 
number of 83. 

The quantity of milk handled daily in this city was 
larger than in 1919 by 14,892 quarts. The amount 
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dealt in each day approximated 442,780 quarts, and of 
this quantity 425,960 quarts arrived by raiJroad. The 
amount of milk consumed daily in Boston increased by 
about 25,347 quarts, in comparison with the approxi- 
mate daily consumption of 1919. Approximately 
358,853 quarts of milk were daily consumed in this 
city in 1920. Of this, 341,649 quarts, or 95.31 per cent, 
arrived by railroads; 14,254 quarts, or 3.97 per cent, 
were transported by wagons and 2,566 quarts, or 0.72 
per cent, were the product of the 307 cows kept within 
the city limits. The number of cows reported in 1919 
was 314. The consumption of milk produced near the 
city has apparently decreased from 1919 by 12.92 per 
cent, but there is a slight increase in the use of milk 
raised in this city of 2.31 per cent. Actually the amount 
of milk which is raised nearby is 2,117 quarts less than 
in the previous year. In addition to the 2,566 quarts 
produced and consumed in Boston, 170 quarts were pro- 
duced daily and sold outside the city. 

Certified, ‘Superior’? and ‘“‘Grade A’’ Milk.— The 
amount of certified milk sold daily has increased by 
about 136 quarts, despite the fact that one of the pro- 
ducers of this type of product is no longer on a certified 
basis. The consumption is now approximately 3,075 
quarts daily, or 0.86 per cent of the supply. 

The advantages of the brands of milk designated as 
“Superior”? and ‘‘Grade A,’’ over ordinary milk, rests 
solely with the sellers. They must, of course, conform 
to the standards of ordinary milk, but beyond that point 
the purchaser must be content with the guarantee of the 
dealer. An effort should be made to devise a plan — 
whereby authority to control products like those under 
discussion could be vested in Health Departments. 
Such a scheme would be advantageous to the consumer 
as well as the dealer. 

Milk characterized as ‘“‘Superior,”’ or of high quality, 
was furnished to the extent of 11,609 quarts, or 3.24 per 
cent of that consumed each day. This indicates a daily 
decrease of 1,916 quarts but which is not actual, as there 
is a tendency with dealers to supplant ‘‘Superior’’ milk, 
which has been supplied under a variety of designations, 
with the ‘‘Grade A”’ commodity. 

The use of ‘‘Grade A”’ milk has increased enormously, 
so that within the year its consumption has more than 
doubled. The quantity now delivered daily is 13,511 
quarts, equivalent to 3.76 per cent of that sold. 


) 
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The extent of the business in ‘“‘Grade A”’ milk would 
be augmented with greater rapidity if Health Boards 
possessed the authority to control its production and 
handling. The enlargement of the traffic in 1920 is 
solely due to the good salesmanship of milkmen. There 
are indications that new dealers will soon be interested 
in this product, to the extent of being able to furnish it 
to their customers. This should increase its use mate- 
rially, and at the same time have a tendency to bring 
dealers to the point of urging supervision over this com- 
modity other than their own. 

Heated Milk.— The amount of milk so treated was 
increased in 1920, but the proportion to the total con- 
sumption was lessened slightly. The quantity used 
daily was equivalent to 323,237 quarts, or 90.17 per cent 
of the total supply. In 1919 the daily use of this kind 
of milk was 311,569 quarts. Only a small part of the 
above milk was not subjected to the holding process; 
in 1920 this portion was 8,987 quarts. This latter is 
treated by the flash system. ‘I'wo of the dealers employ- 
ing this method are making plans to install holding 
devices. Of this heated milk 236,248 quarts, or. 73.08 
per cent, was delivered in bottles, and 86,989 quarts, or 
26.92 per cent, 1n cans. | 

Sale of Milk in Bottles — The wisdom of the regula- 
tion requiring the sale of bottled milk is emphasized by 
the observations of many years, in connection with the 
number of cases against restaurants for selling milk 
below the legal standards for milk solids and fat. The 
majority of such infractions of the law by retail establish- 
ments is in restaurants and hotels which continue to 
serve their customers with “loose” milk, and not with 
the dealer who sells bottled milk. This ought to be a 
convincing argument for restaurants and hotels to 
discard ‘‘bulk’’ milk for that of the bottled type. Some 
restaurants and hotels have already adopted this latter 
plan, but the number is not as large as it ought to be. 

There were periods during the year when our dealers 
were much hampered through inability to procure their 
regular bottle supplies. This was brought about by 
restrictions on transportation facilities which not only 
impeded shipments of necessary supplies to glass manu- 
facturers but also the freighting of the finished product. 
So great was the scarcity of these containers at one time 
that some dealers were compelled to double the collec- 
tion of empties from the stores they supplied, while 
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others resorted to shipping bottles by express instead 
of by freight. Under such circumstances the container 
cost was greatly enhanced, an expense necessarily 
reflected in the price of milk. This situation was 
brought to the attention of the department by various 
dealers. Immediately following the receipt of this 
information, and with a view of obtaining relief, the 
seriousness of the matter was brought to the attention 
of the railroads and makers of glass bottles. The 
importance of the subject was recognized by these 
agencies and within a short period conditions became 
more favorable. 

It is gratifying to be able to record the fact that the 
number of dealers charging shops for bottles is increasing 
rapidly. This already is a factor in reducing the num- 
ber of stray containers found at the city dumps. These 
dump bottles, and those from other sources, are collected 
by the local Milk Package Exchange, a co-operative 
agency owned and controlled by milkmen, and sub- 
sequently returned to the owners. The extent to which 
the number of these bottles has been lessened is evidenced 
by the figures for the years 1919 and 1920. In 1919 
there was a decrease of bottles of this type of 25,163 as 
compared to 1918, and last year there was a further 
diminution of 31,560, on the basis of the 1919 collections. 
The number of bottles secured at dumps in 1920 was 
148,323 and their value was about $11,865.84; the 
handling charge to dealers was two cents each. This 
expense, borne by the consumer, is one which could be 
readily avoided if all bottles were promptly returned by 
milk purchasers. Until this is done there will be a tax 
for this lack of thrift upon every milk consumer. 

_ Efforts should be continued to call attention to the 
necessity of cleaning milk containers as soon as emptied. 
In some sections of the city there are many consumers 
who do not act in accordance with this plan. The 
result, especially in summer is unpleasant, and the 
cleaning of the containers from the dried or offensive 
residues is more difficult than where they have been 
given a preliminary rinsing immediately following the 
pouring out of the contents. There were not as many 
complaints following the misuse of milk bottles as in 
the preceding year, but this fault is not yet remedied 
and there is still need for betterment. 

The employment of these containers for preserves 
and the like during the ‘‘canning season” is a serious 
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interference and annoyance to the milk traffic. Such 
use is not only illegal; it is wrong from every standpoint 
and creates an unwarranted item of expense which the 
dealer is compelled to add to the cost of conducting his 
business. For this the consumer finally settles.

Dirt in Milk.— So far as concerns the physical appear- 
ance of the milk while on sale, its condition was fairly 
satisfactory during 1920. Actually there was very 
little'if any improvement in lessening of contamination 
with filth, 7. e., dirt was not kept away from milk at 
points of production to a much greater extent than in 
previous years. The absence of visible dirt at the time 
of distribution is essentially due to the mechanical 
devices employed for its removal. Thus the finished 
commodity was unclean, owing to partial solubility of 
the dirt likely to find its way into milk. The simulation 
of cleanliness under such conditions is a mere pretence. 
There is only one method by which clean milk can be 
made available, and that involves keeping dirt away 
from it at all times. It is a product not subject to 
renovation; unlike fabrics it cannot be laundered. 
Once corrupted by stable filth, it is spoiled beyond 
recall. Good milk will not be available until cleanliness 
is a predominating feature of production and handling 
methods. Progress towards this end cannot be too rapid. 

Efforts of Dealers to Improve Supplies.— Many dealers 
are alert in supervising the quality of the milk products 
which they serve to consumers. ‘This oversight requires 
many bacteriological and chemical examinations. Such 
tests are made regularly by all of the large firms in their 
own laboratories, and many of the small concerns 
frequently patronize outside laboratories. During 1920, 
milkmen made 145,946 bacteriological examinations, 
Of this number, 74, or 0.06 per cent, showed the presence 
of pus, or pus and streptococci. Work of this type is 
to be further extended by reason of the fact that one 
company is at present equipping a_ bacteriological 
laboratory for the better control of its output. 

'In addition to laboratory control, endeavors are 
constantly being made to encourage better handling 
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conditions in the country. This effort includes empha- 
sizing the importance of increased refrigeration to 
producers. Respecting this feature, the co-operation 
with the Bureau by dealers has been commendable. 
Endeavors have been made by several companies, 
through their country agents, to get into closer touch 
with their producers. Two concerns have been active 
in urging the whitewashing of barns, the steaming of 
utensils, and the avoidance of barn odors. Many firms 
have abandoned sources from which they were purchas- 
ing unsatisfactory milk and cream. With small con- 
cerns there is a tendency to procure supplies from 
country creameries. These have facilities for the proper 
care of milk products after delivery by the farmer, 
which ensures their having a low temperature at the 
time of shipment and their arrival in this city in good 
condition. This points to the possible abandonment of 
‘ the old plan of direct dealing between dealer and 
producer. 

Low Temperature Essential to Good Milk Supplies.— It 
was again demonstrated by the warm weather of the 
latter months of 1920 that the milk producing industry 
supplying this market with milk and cream fails to 
give the subject of adequate refrigeration of these 
commodities the consideration to which it is entitled. 
Milk and cream require more care to ward off spoilage 
than any other product which the farmer sells, yet 
despite this fact they are subjected to abuse and lack of 
oversight. Such minimum protection results in sub- 
stantial annual losses. This means not only a serious 
interference with business routine, but also waste from 
the money standpoint. Someone must pay for this 
shrinkage in values; consequently the cost of raising, 
handling and distributing milk and cream is artificially 
enhanced, and for this, in the end, the consumer is 
charged. Experience has shown the magnitude of this 
loss, and it is evident that both producer and dealer 
should attack the problem with such energy that the 
souring of milk and cream, through improper refrigera- 
tion, will be reduced to a minimum. Some of the local 
dealers were not in a position to employ enough ice in the 
fall of the year for the proper safeguarding of their sup- 
plies. Souring and bacterial increase followed. The 
icing of milk products cannot be governed by seasons; 
it is a matter requiring attention when the temperature 
is high. 
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Early in 1920 an endeavor was made to create greater 
interest in this proposition, and dealers were urged to 
place the matter before their patrons. Following this, 
later in the year, a communication was sent to all of the 
creameries known to be shipping milk and cream to this 
city, as follows: 


Dear S1r,— I wish to call your attention to the necessity of 
insisting that preparation be made now at all dairies from which 
you are purchasing milk and cream for their proper refrigera- 
tion. The element of low temperature is an important factor 
if the quality of these food-stuffs is to be maintained at a high 
standard and with a low bacterial content. In fact, it is one 
of the very essential features in furnishing milk and cream of 
the grade to which the public is entitled. To secure the best 
results the refrigeration of these products must commence at 
the dairy and be continued until they reach the consumer’s 
table. These commodities cannot be sufficiently cooled at 
dairies without ice; consequently, it is of the utmost importance 
that adequate stores of ice be obtained by producers and used 
constantly for this purpose. There is no excuse for this not 
being done in the territory from which the supplies for Boston 
are being drawn. I desire that you. insist that the farmers 
from whom you buy milk and cream for shipment to this city, 
procure and store ample ice to accomplish this object. Such 
endeavor should be directed to this subject, that in all future 
warm weather periods, these products be efficiently cooled at 
farms so that the present financial loss for spoilage may be 
checked or materially lessened. 

Furthermore, sour milk and cream arrived here during the 
warm periods of the present year in such quantities that it is 
probable that in the near future you will be directed by the 
Boston Health Department to buy only from producers who 
are provided with abundant ice for the proper cooling of these 
valuable dairy products. 

The Health Department of this city wants to reduce the 
destruction of these dairy products to a minimum. It is a 
business proposition from every viewpoint. The desired refrig- 
eration of milk and cream means more profit for both producer 
and dealer; also improved health for consumers. 

To what extent will your organization co-operate with the 
Health Department in this matter? 


This letter was acknowledged by many of those 
receiving it, and it is felt that substantial benefit will 
follow. Much of the milk and cream sent here by the 
creameries in question is handled by small dealers. 

Last summer several firms reported that milk and 
cream were being inadequately iced by railroads during 
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transportation. This subject was brought to the atten- 
tion of the proper officials and conditions were improved. 
In one instance, however, it was found that a dealer’s 
supply was being delivered by producers to the railroad 
at temperatures well above 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Under these circumstances the farmers were largely to 
blame. The transportation of milk and cream in less 
than car load quantities will apparently be unsatisfactory 
as long as railroad employees are in charge of the cars. 
These men, for the most part, fail to comprehend the 
importance of giving milk and cream proper supervision, 
and they are not under the control of the dealers. It 
follows that frequently insufficient ice is used, or that 
the ice is poorly distributed; in consequence spoilage 
often results from this neglect. Apparently, there is no 
_ way to remedy this situation. 

Temperature tests were made upon at least 10,942 
samples during the year. These examinations include 
all of the specimens collected for bacteriological examina- 
tions throughout the year, as well as the wagon and store 
samples procured during the months of high temperature. 
Warnings are issued where the temperature is found to 
be substantially over 50 degrees Fahrenheit. These 
notices totaled 205, which is larger than the number 
mailed in 1919. In that year 186 dealers were warned. 

Buttermilk.— The amount of buttermilk sold during 
1920 was about 921,776 quarts, of which 353,349 quarts 
was ‘‘true’’ product. The average daily quantity 
approximated 2,525 quarts. The amount sold during 
1919 was 1,018,513 quarts, and 493,129 quarts of this 
was ‘‘true”’ buttermilk. 

Cream.— The people of this city require, at least in 
times of prosperity, very large amounts of cream to 
satisfy their needs. The consumption for 1920, directly 
and in manufactured products, far exceeded that for 
the preceding year. The bulk of the cream employed 
for manufacturing purposes is converted into ice cream, 
and it is well known that the demand for this delicacy 
during the year was abnormally large. In the latter 
months of 1920, undoubtedly due to business depression, 
the majority of dealers experienced a material decline in 
cream sales. Owing to an abundant milk supply there 
was no cream shortage. | 

The milkmen of this city have no difficulty in complying 
with the fat standard for cream, but much trouble is 
experienced with owners of restaurant and lunch rooms. 
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At many of these food establishments standard cream 
is diluted with milk or skimmed milk, and then served 
to patrons, without notice, as cream. Financial gain 
is the reason for this fraud. The number of cases of 
this type exceeded those for 1919 by 18. In many of 
these issues heavy penalties were imposed. The prose- 
cution mentioned in the last report involving the sale 
of a spurious cream containing cocoanut oil resulted 
in stopping the sale of this mixture. 

A regulation of the Health Department establishes a 
standard for bacteria in cream of not more than one 
million per cubic centimeter. During the year 71 
samples were tested. Of these 62, or 87.17 per cent, 
conformed to the standard and 9, or 12.83 per cent, 
exceeded this limit. 

The approximate amount of cream received in 1920 
in gallons, equivalent to 40 per cent fat and 15 per cent 
fat, and the approximate quantity consumed, its employ- 
ment for household or manufacturing purposes, and the 
kind of containers used in its distribution, are shown in 
the following table:

Ice Cream— A total of 573 samples were tested for 
percentage of fat during the year; the extent of this 
work far exceeded that of other years, but the proportion 
of low specimens was less than in 1919. Of this number 
32 samples varied to such an extent from the standard 
as to necessitate bringing the subject to the attention 
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of the courts. In two instances the Bureau was required 
to prosecute dealers twice before there was a compliance 
with the law. The majority of these defendants sold 
the bulk of their product to children. Fraud, under 
such circumstances, merited the heavy penalties imposed 
by the courts. The investigations indicated that all of 
the large manufacturers were conforming to the legal 
requirements. The minimum fat content of the speci- 
mens examined was 1.20 per cent, and the maximum 
24.50 per cent; the average was 10.90 per cent. 

While there is no bacterial standard for ice cream, 
dealers are notified where specimens are found to contain 
more than one million bacteria per cubic centimeter. 
These examinations numbered 206, of these, 48 or 23.31 
per cent, contained over one million bacteria to the 
cubic centimeter. 

Butter and Cheese.— Apparently there is no appreciable 
demand for renovated butter in this market, as the 
quest for butter samples in 1920 disclosed the fact that 
there was very little of this commodity exposed for sale. 
This product was never popular with the Boston con- 
sumers, and since it was first placed on sale there has 
been a steady decline in its use. Undoubtedly this was 
due to poor keeping qualities, in connection with the 
unpopularity attached to its being a made-over, ‘‘reno- 
vated”’ article. 

Considerable work has been done during the year in 
endeavoring to ascertain the milk fat content of butter; 
this involved the examination of 102 specimens. In the 
majority of instances they were found to substantially 
conform to the standard of not less than 82.5 per cent 
of milk fat, established by the Department of Public 
Health, under the provisions of chapter 208, of 1917. 
A few, however, varied so appreciably that the subject 
was brought to the attention of the courts. These were 
the first prosecutions made in this state charging defi- 
ciency of milk fat in butter. As an outcome of these 
proceedings, counsel for the defence attacked the law 
under which the regulations were adopted, arguing that 
the regulations were not enforceable as the law provided 
no penalty for their violation. Fortunately the judges 
in the lower courts were not convinced that such was 
the fact, and penalties were imposed in all instances. 
The defendants appealed, and assert their intention to 
have the disputed point decided by the Supreme Court. 
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It is evident that some manufacturers go beyond rea- 
sonable limits to impregnate their butter with an excess 
of water or salt, or both, thereby decreasing the amount 
of the expensive ingredient; namely, milk fat. It has 
been asserted that some make use of this fraud syste- 
matically. Whefher fraud or accident, the deception 
should be speedily checked, so that the consumers may 
have the assurance that when they pay for butter they 
are not buying unreasonable amounts of water or salt 
at a butter price. 

To some extent the quality of the cheese sold.in 
Boston has been examined. The standard adopted 
under the above mentioned law necessitates its contain- 
ing not less than 50 per cent of milk fat in the water-free 
substance. Of the 20 samples tested, the conditions 
of sale and quality of 3 were such that they were the 
subject of court actions. 

It is evident that the bulk of the cheese sold locally 
more than complies with the demands of this regulation. 

Oleomargarine.— It will be of interest to note the 
influence which the decrease in the price of edible fats 
may have upon the number of retail dealers registered 
for the sale of oleomargarine. The increase in the 
number of these registrants continued in 1920, and to 
such an extent that the records indicate that there were 
96 more dealers in this product than in 1919. All told, 
798 permits were issued to shopkeepers, and one was 
granted to a wagon dealer. Ordinarily those who 
desire to sell this product apply for registration before 
commencing business; in three instances, however, 
failure to have the necessary permits was brought to the 
notice of the courts. There were also two complaints 
for serving oleomargarine in restaurants without notice 
to guests that they were not receiving butter. As noted 
in previous reports those who sell this commodity 
observe the requirements of the law in a commendable 
manner, and consumers know what they are buying. 
This policy of fair dealing has brought the product a 
substantial following. 

Two specimens were examined for possible contamina- 
tion with sodium benzoate, but tests proved the absence 
of this preservative. 

Early in the year, one concern was using in advertising 
its oleomargarine the name of a breed of cattle. This 
was believed to be unfair publicity, and this view was 
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brought to the attention of the concern in question. 
This opinion, although not favorably received, had the 
effect of ending the objectionable use of the word in 
question. 

Vinegar.— More energy was devoted to inspection of 
this commodity than in any recent year. As an out- 
come, a larger number of violations of the law were 
detected than usual. These cases dealt with a lowering 
of the acetic acid content from that required by law. 
Probably the deficiency in most instances can be attrib- 
uted to the addition of abnormal quantities of water. 
In fact, there is ground for the belief that some of this 
adulteration was deliberate, especially as during the 
latter part of the year the wholesale price of this product 
dropped about one half. In consequence, many jobbers 
were caught, either by contracts or a surplus of goods 
in stock. The developments which followed this decrease 
in price indicated an attempt on the part of some dealers 
to regain their losses through the sale of water as vinegar. 
During the year 27 cases were brought to the attention 
of the courts for the sale of adulterated vinegar or 
adulterated cider vinegar. In 1919 only 5 similar 
actions were prosecuted. It might be noted at this time 
that when vinegar maufacturers succeeded a few years 
ago in obtaining from the Legislature a very material 
reduction in the acetic acid content of vinegar, a sub- 
stantial lowering in the cost to the consumer was prom- 
ised, in the event of the adoption of the lower standard. 
This prediction as to a change of price was questioned 
by those opposed to the efforts of the manufacturers. 
However, the facts are, that although the final purchaser 
is buying more legal water in vinegar than under the 
old standard, the assertions of the proponents of the 
measure are yet to be realized.

By ‘‘premature negative’’ is meant a negative culture 
succeeded by one or more positive cultures. 

The facts shown in Table VII. indicate that it would 
not be wise to lift the quarantine after but a single 
negative release culture, as about 16 per cent of such 
patients are still carriers of diphtheria bacilli. When 
the agent of the department obtains a positive culture 
following a negative by the attending physician, the 
physician is notified and cultures must still be taken 
until two successive negatives are obtained. It is 
probable that a very small number of positive cultures 
might be found after even two negatives, but the number 
would be so small as to be practically negligible as a 
factor in the spread of disease.

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When a patient is in isolation on account of positive 
cultures for an undue length of time following recovery 
from the disease, if the physician requests it, the organ- 
isms are obtained in pure culture, and a virulence test is 
made by inoculating a guinea pig subcutaneously with 
a forty-eight hour growth in boullion, using one half of 
one per cent of the body weight of the pig as a dose. If 
the virulence test is positive, quarantine is continued;

LABORATORY STAFF. 


The laboratory staff which consists, when complete, 
of a deputy commissioner, assistant director, three 
bacteriologists, one assistant bacteriologist, two tech- 
nicians, three media men, and two clerks, has been sadly 
depleted through the resignation of all. the bacteriolo- 
gists: Dr. H. L. Flynn, June 16, 1920; Wiliam Campbell, 
July 28, 1920; and Robert N. Hoyt, ’ appointed July 25, 
resigned December 8, 1920. Their places were filled by 
Miss Catherine Atwood, Miss Caroline Simons and Mr. 
Fred Damren, thus still leaving a vacancy for the posi- 
tion of bacteriologist, which it is hoped may be filled by a 
physician specially trained in bacteriology. 

In addition to the resignations among the technical 
staff, the senior clerk of the division resigned September 
1, 1920, thus leaving the entire clerical work to one 
person, an almost superhuman task to perform and per- 
form it punctually, completely and satisfactorily. This 
condition existed up to December 9, 1920, when a 
temporary clerk was appointed ‘to help out with the 
work.

Under such conditions as mentioned above the 
laboratory was obliged to go on with its work, handi- 
capped in properly trained workers, always acting in the 
capacity of a training school for technicians who sought 
more remunerative positions as soon as they felt them- 
selves well prepared to go on with the work independ- 
ently. 

Research problems were out of the question. 


Unit Cost or EXAMINATIONS. 


The total maintenance expense of the bacteriological 
laboratory for the year 1920, excluding quarters, 
amounted to approximately $23,000, which is at a rate 
of about fifty cents per specimen examined. ‘This is 
somewhat higher than last year due undoubtedly to the 
higher cost of material and to the inferiority of the 
glassware. | 

The minimum charges by a private laboratory for a 
similar number and type of specimens would have been 
over $120,000 and even on a yearly contract basis 
would have been about $75,000.

Dear Str— The following report is submitted cover- 
ing the work of the Sanitary Division of the Health 
Department for the year ended December 31, 1920: 

Tenement and Three-family Houses.— A certain number 
of these houses have been measured and reported, but as 
stated in previous reports the work is handicapped by 
the lack of inspectors. The semi-yearly routine inspec- 
tions have been carried out in greater degree than in 1919, 
but the same trouble is experienced caused by the ina- 
bility of the force to cover the ground thoroughly. It 
is hoped that at some future time the force assigned to 
the work will be large enough to carry out the provisions 
of the law in this regard. (Table No. 2.) 

Housing Service.— While the figures tabulated regard- 
ing the work of the Housing Service indicate a falling 
off in the amount of work done, the value of the work is 
not affected. The apparent decrease is accounted for in 
part by the fact that the high cost of labor and materials 
has kept back a certain amount of the work; in addition, 
the detailing of two of the housing inspectors to work 
along the water front, in the abolishing of water-front 
privies and inspection of vessels from plague suspected 
ports, in connection with the work of rat suppression, 
has cut down the already small force of men working in 
this service. An extension of this work by the employing 
or detailing of additional men is recommended. (Tables 
Nos. 3 and 4.) 

Basement Rooms.— This work is being followed up 
consistently. As will be seen by the tables appended a 
number of basement rooms have been vacated, where it 
was found that the requirements of statute were not 
being complied with. 

Old Buildings.— A number of old buildings and parts 
of buildings have been removed by order of this depart- 
ment during the year. I consider this a valuable part 
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of the work of the department as the removal of these 
old buildings not only improves the light and air in 
adjacent occupied premises and removes a fruitful cause 
of rat breeding, but actually adds to the value of sur- 
rounding property. 

Halls and Theaters.— Public halls and theatres have 
been inspected preliminary to the issuance of the annual 
permits by the Mayor’s office. A complete record of 
all public halls and theaters, showing the number of 
toilet rooms, water-closets, etc., and the sanitary con- 
dition of the toilet rooms and anterooms, auditorium 
and stairways, is now on file in this office, covering all 
such establishments. 

Live Fowl.—'The newly adopted forms of applica- 
tions and permits for the licensing of live fowl are now 
in operation, forming complete records of this part of 
the work of the division. Some changes in the rules 
are being considered in regard to the keeping of live 
fowl, it being felt that under practically all cireum- 
stances the keeping of live fowl are a prolific cause of rat 
breeding. Many complaints are received from residents 
in the vicinity of these ‘‘backyard hen farms,’ and the 
war-time necessity for this form of economy being 
lessened, it is felt that the rules should be made stringent 
enough to prevent the keeping of live fowl unless the 
conditions were exceptionally favorable. 

Overcrowding.— Very little cause for complaint on 
account of overcrowding has been met during the year. 

Car Inspections.— Regular inspections of the cars of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company are being 
maintained. Some complaints in regard to ventilation 
have been received and in every case the officials of the 
railway company have immediately co-operated and 
accepted any suggestions offered for bettering conditions. 

Waterfront Inspection.— A regular system of inspec- 
tion has been maintained of all vessels arriving at Boston 
from plague suspected ports. This work has been done 
in co-operation with the United States Public Health 
Service, Gallops Island. The vessels in question are 
required to provide and install proper rat guards on all 
lines leading to the wharf and to keep the vessels breasted 
off the wharf at least four feet, and to observe sanitary 
conditions in the disposal of garbage and other wastes 
from the ship. The assistance of the various shipping 
concerns has been enlisted and it is thought that a 
marked improvement in conditions is apparent. 
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An examination has been made to locate the various 
privies emptying into the harbor along the waterfront, 
and where found they have been ordered abolished and 
proper water-closets connected with the sewer provided. 

While the above work has taken the services of two 
men detailed to the Housing Service, it is felt that the 
results obtained will prove of value. 

Mosquitoes.— A motor truck with spraying machine 
has been purchased by the department and used this 
year for the first time in oiling mosquito breeding pools. 
These pools were sprayed thoroughly three times in the 
majority of cases; numerous single applications being 
made in other instances. It was necessary to detail 
men from the inspection force to do this spraying work 
and run the motor truck.

REPORT OF THE VITAL STATISTICIAN. 


Boston, January 1, 1921. 


Wiuuiam C. Woopwarp, M. D., 
Health Commissioner: 


Srr,— I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
Division of Vital Statistics for the calendar year ending 
December 31, 1920. 

Death Rates.— The total number of deaths for the 
year 1920 was 11,601, a decrease of 88 deaths as com- 
pared with the total during the year 1919 (11,689). The 
death rate for 1920 was 15.44, as against 15.63 for the 
year 1919. The death rate for 1920 is the lowest rate 
ever shown for Boston. If the nonresident deaths, 
numbering 1,809, are deducted this rate is reduced to 
13.03 per 1,000 of the population among actual residents 
of Boston. 

The decrease in the death rate may be attributed in 
part to the decrease shown in the total deaths from all 
forms of tuberculosis from 1,147 in 1919, to 956 in 1920, 
a new low mark for this disease. 

Death Rates by Wards.— The highest death rate in any 
ward was shown in Ward 13, 18.42 per 1,000 of popula- 
tion. There is a large negro population in this ward, 
which undoubtedly had much to do with this high rate. 
Ward 12 was next with a high rate of 16.06. The lowest 
death rate was shown in Ward 8, 9.67. This ward con- 
tains much of the residential section of the Back Bay and 
is inhabited for the most part by persons of considerable 
means. Ward 26, in Brighton, was next lowest with a 
rate of 9.84. 

Birth Rates.— The total number of live births for the 
year 1920 was 19,494; &ompared with the total for the 
year 1919, 18,781, this shows an increase in favor of 1920 
of 713 births. ‘The birth rate for 1920 was 25.94 per 
1,000 of the population as against 25.12 in 1919. Still 
births occurred in 657 instances during 1920, as compared 
with 638 during 1919. If the total live births and still 
births be added together for the year 1920, they show a 
total of 20,151 births. The number of mothers who died 
from causes incident to childbirth and pregnancy was 157. 
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The death rate for mothers per 1,000 live births and still- 
births together was 7.8 per 1,000 for the year 1920. 
- During 1919 live births and still births together totaled 
19,419, while 185 mothers died of causes incident to 
pregnancy and childbirth, giving a death rate for mothers 
during 1919 of 6.9 per 1,000 live and still births together. 

Birth Rates by Wards.— The highest birth rate in any 
ward was shown in Ward 2, 33.50 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion. This ward is in East Boston and has a high per- 
centage of Italian families in its population. Ward 5 
as next highest with a rate of 32.29. This ward has a 
high percentage of Italian and Jewish families within its 
borders. The-lowest birth rates were shown in Ward 7 
with 12.15 and Ward 8 with 12.45 live births per 1,000 
of the population. 

Infant Mortality.— The deaths of children under one 
year of age numbered 1,966, showing a rate of 100.8 per 
1,000 live births. This is an increase of 148 deaths over 
the year 1919, during which time 1,818 children under 
one year of age died. ‘The infant mortality rate for [919 
was 96.8 per 1,000 live births. This excess of infant 
deaths may be partly accounted for by the increase in 
the number of deaths from broncho-pneumonia among 
children under one year, from 166 during 1919 to 284 
during 1920. The greater portion of this increase of 118 
deaths occurred during the first four months of 1920. 

Infant Mortality by Wards.— The highest infant death - 
rate was shown in Ward 17, where the rate was 164.8 
per 1,000 live bitths. In fairness to the ward, however, 
this high rate may be explained by the presence of an 
infant asylum within its limits. Some of the children 
who die here are so-called ‘‘house babies,” children 
who are given over to the authorities of the institution 
and for whom no ward residence other than that of the 
institution (Ward 17) can be established. It is notice- 
able that during this year this class increased. Exclud- 
ing Ward 17, therefore, for tla above reason, the real, 
high infant mortality rate was indicated in Ward 20, 
with a rate of 127.36 against 76.66 in 1919. The births 
in this ward decreased from 587 in 1919 to 581 in 1920, a 
difference of only 6 births while the deaths of infants 
increased from 45 in 1919 to 74 in 1920. The next 
highest rate was in Ward 13, 117.55, which may be ex- 
plained by the fact that the negro population in this 
ward is relatively large, and the mortality is usually 
high among negro infants. 
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The low rates for infants were found in Ward 19, the 
lowest, 61.0, and Ward 8, 63.4. Ward 19 has many 
Jewish families and Jewish mothers are advocates of 
breast feeding which undoubtedly has great influence on 
the low rate found in this ward. Ward 8 also has many 
Jewish families and also includes the homes of many of 
the wealthy people of the city. 

During the year 1920 the following variations as com- 
pared with 1919 were noted, in the more important 
causes of death.
